Honorable William E. Glasscock, 
Governor of West Virginia. 
My I>ear Sir: — 

By the provisions of Section Three of Chapter LXIV of the Acts 
of the Legislature, Session of 1905, the State Historian and Archi- 
vist is required to make annually a report to the Governor to be 
transmitted by him to the Legislature, which report shall contain 
an exhibit of all the State Papers, Public Documents, Books, 
Pamphlets and other property belonging to the Department of 
Archives and History, together with annual accumulations, and a 
statement of the receipts and expenditures thereof; and accom- 
panied by such recontmendations as he deems best for the State's 
interest in the Department. In compliance therewith I now have 
the honor to transmit to you herewith the Third Biennial Report 
of this Department, for the two fiscal years ending respectively 
September 30, 1909, and September 30, 1910.

A HrsTOKiCAL Review — The Beginning. 

West Virginia is no longer a new State. It is forty-seven years 
since she became a member of the Federal Union. No other section 
of our country is richer in historical story than this Trans- Alle- 
gheny Region, of which West Vii^inia embraces so large a part. 
It is a land of pioneer bravery and heroism and frontier trials and 
border warfare. Her frontiersmen helped to make the history of 
the Revolution ; of the Second War with England ; some of them 
were with Scott in Mexico; and in the War between the States, she 
sent more men to the armies, according to population, than any 
other State of the Union — ^North or South. But it is not alone in 
war that West Virginians have made history. Pioneer settlers 
reared cabin homes in all the region from the AUeghenies — yea 
from where the Shenandoah and the Potomac meet and mingle 
their waters — ^to the Ohio; they cleared the lands of the river val- 
leys and adjacent hills; planted orchards; constructed roads; 
bridged streams; established old time schools; built churches; 
adopted a code of morals as rigid as any in older lands, and thus 
developed an excellent home life — one which became the foimdation 
of the perfect and enduring commonwealth, since then, reared there- 
on. 

Period of the Restored Government. 

The period of the Restored Government of Virginia began at 
Wheeling, June 20, 1861, the date on whieh Governor Pierpont took 
the oath of office, and terminated at that place on June 20, 1863, 
having existed there just two years — a short period — but one in 
which there had occurred in West Virginia the most remarkable 
series of events and achievements kno^\Ti in the history of American 
Commonwealths. 
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Formation of West Vieginia. 

June 20, 1863, West Virginia entered upon her career as an 
American State. Thus began a wonderful history, a wonderful 
story of progress and development along every avenue of intellectu- 
al and industrial life — one of the best in all the glowing records 
of American Commonwealths, Beginning in 1863 with a popula- 
tion of 360,000, this has grown to more than 1,200,000. .Then the 
State had no university, or other educational institutions, and no 
institutions of any other class, but advancing along every lini» of 
progress, she stands today in this respect among the foremost of 
her sister states. 

Conditions Existing in 1905. 

In 1905 — forty-two years after her admission into the Union — 
West Virginia presented a remarkable condition when compared 
with the other American States. She possessed no public historical 
or miscellaneous library, and in this respect was the only State in 
the Union destitute of such an institution. She did not own a sin- 
gle volume written by her own authors; nor had she any collection 
of the journals of her first discoverers and explorers, nor works 
treating of her early settlements, border wars, or pioneer life of 
those who made homes in her wilderness State ; nor did she own a 
volume of history, biography, or literary work of auy character, or 
Public Document, or State Paper, or Act of Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia, of which she had been a part for more than 
two hundred and fifty years; nor was she possessed of the Public 
Documents and State Papers of the Federal Government, or those 
of the American States. Nor did she possess a single Public Docu- 
ment or State Paper of any kind pertaining to the Restored Gov- 
ernment, the very existence of which made possible the formation 
of West Virginia. Worse than all she possessed no collection of 
her own Public Documents or State Papers — nor the IMessages of her 
Governors, nor the Journals of the Senate and House of Delegates 
of her Legislature ; nor the Reports of her Executive Departments ; 
nor the Reports of the Boards of Regents or Directors of her ]*ub- 
lic Institutions, nor of State Papers relating to her boundaries, and 
internal affairs — all, all were scattered far and wide. Thus it was 
that the State afforded no opportunity for reading, research, or in- 
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vestigation, which every other State gave to its people in the form 
of a Public State Library — one containing information upon every 
line of thought and enlightenment. 

Creation op the Dbpabtmbnt op Abohivbs and BhsTOBY. 

Thoughtful men saw these conditions, and regretted their eidst- 
ence. This sentiment was voiced by Governor Gkorge W. Atkinson 
in his Biennial Message to the Legislature, January 9, 1901. In 
speaking of the lack of a compilation or collection of the State's 
Public Documents, he said: **I find our Public Eecords and Docu- 
ments in the Archives of the State in a very incomplete and unsatis- 
factory condition. * * * These Documents are a part of the 
important history of the State, and yet they have not been pre- 
served in enduring form. * * * It is painfully evident that 
our Public Records are woefully incomplete.*' As a remedy he 
recommended that provision be made (1) to have the State's Pub- 
lic Records, Papers and Documents collected and classified; and 
(2) that a systematic plan be devised for the publication 
and preservation of all the State's Archives in the fu- 
ture. Governor Albert B. White, in his message to the 
Legislature, January 11, 1905, in dwelling upon this matter, 
recommended a depository for the publications of every Depart- 
ment of the State from its foundation; and said that a most 
important work ''would be to have all the missing public records, 
papers, and docum)ents from 1861 to the present time supplied as 
far as possible; to collect, edit, classify, print them in a series; and 
to devise and adopt a systematic plan for the preservation and 
classification of our State Archives for the future." 

To remedy the then existing conditions, a bill providing for the 
establishment of a Department of Archives and History was intro- 
duced in the Senate at the Session of 1905, and passed that body 
with but three dissenting votes ; and in the House of Delegates 
there were but two negative votes. 

Section 1 of this Act is as follows : — 

There shall be established a State bureau of archives and history la 
which shall be collected for permanent preservation, so far as it can now be 
done, all valuable papers and documents relating to the settlement of 
the State; to the period of the reorganized government of Virginia, 
and to the erection and formation of tWest Virginia out of the terri- 
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tory of the mother State, with biographical matter pertaining to the 
men who were prominent then, together with all mdMing pa'blic rec-* 
ords, State papers, documents of the Legislature, executive and Judi- 
cial departments, and the reports of all State oflElcials, boards of re- 
gents and directors of State institutions, educational, charitable, penal 
and otherwise, from the twentieth of June, eighteen hundred and six- 
ty-three, to which the annual additions shall be added as produced. 
In this bureau there shall be devised and adopted a systematic plan 
for the preservation and classification of all the State archives of the 
past, present, and future. In the said bureau there shall also be col- 
lected books, pamphlets, papers, and other works of history, bio- 
graphy, and kindred subjects as are usually found in such collections, 
together with the works of West Virginia authors and such others 
as will properly illustrate the bibliography of the State. In con- 
nection with the collectioDs in said bureau, there may be a museum 
illustrative of history, science, and social conditions and Ife of the 
people of our country, past and present." 

It is provided that the Department ** shall be a department of the 
State Government; that it shall be under the management of the 
Board of Public Works, which body has full power and authority 
to adopt and establish such by-laws and regulations as it may deem 
necessary ; and it shall cause to be enforced such library rules and 
regulations as will secure to all students, readers, and those making 
research and investigation, that order, quiet and system so neces- 
sary in such an establishment. The Board shall likewise disburse 
all monies on its own order which may be appropriated for the ex- 
pense of the Department. It is further provided that the Depart- 
ment shall be in charge of a person who shall be appointed by the 
Governor for the term of four years, and who shall be known as 
the State Historian and Archivist. He is the custodian of all the 
collections in the Department, and it is made his duty to carry into 
full operation and full effect the provisions of the law relative to 
the Department. 

The Work op the Department. 

In the short space of five years this Department has become the 
pride of the State, because no other agency has done more, or so 
much, to give to our people a high rank in culture and intelligence 
among the people of other states. Herein have been collected and 
arranged nearly 60,000 volumes and pamphlets, such as are, in the 
language of the law, "usually found in such collections.*' These 
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embrace a wide range of history and other branches of literature. 
Here are collected and herein are being systematically arranged 
the State's Public Documents and State Papers of the Legislative 
and Executive Departments of the State Government; of the State 
institutions; the records of her soldiers in the Revolution, in the 
Indian Wars, the War of 1812, the War with Mexico, and in the 
Civil War — ^Union and Confederate Soldiers from the State all 
alike — ^with portraits of the State's general officers on both sides. 
Here, too, are the Public Documents and State Papers of Virginia, 
relating to the time when West Virginia was a part of the ''Old 
Dominion;" the Public Docunients now being received from every 
American State, and the Publications of the Federal Qovemment 
covering nearly the whole period of its existence. These make one 
of the best Legislative Reference Sections in existence anywhere — 
the whole collection brought together, never to be scattered again. 
Herein is a Museum Section illustrative of the pioneer and later 
life of the people of the State. 

The Depabtmbnt CoiiLBonoNB. 

The collections of the Department are on the third floor of the 
Capitol Annex Building, where they occupy 8,500 square feet of 
flooring. Thereon is the private office of the Historian and Archiv- 
ist; two reading rooms, and two stenographers' rooms. On the 
walls and in the bookcases are 5,409 feet of book shelving ; there 
are 91 show-cases, which, together with some of the book-cases, con- 
tain 3,320 square feet of glass ; there are 26 tables of various sizes, 
all used for reading or display tables. 

The Libbart Division. 

This Division includes three Secti(ms; viz: (1) The Historical 
and Miscellaneous Section; (2) the Legislative Reference Section; 
(3) The Federal Publications Section. These three include 56,630 
volumes and pamphlets. In the first of these — ^the Historical and 
Miscellaneous Section — ^there are 13,805 volumes and pamphlets, 
treating of the biography, military, civil and governmental his- 
tory of the Virginias and of other states and nations, together with 
those treating of kindred subjects, which, as specified by law, are 
such as are usually found in similar collections. These embrace a 
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wide range of general literature. Chief among these — ^works of 
greatest interest to our people — are those relating to the two 
states— Virginia and West Virginia. Titles of these are partially 
shown in the following pages. 

BIBLIOGRAPHY IN VIRGINIA AND WEST VIRGINIA. 

"Gather the fragments that remain." 

For two hundred and fifty-six years — 1607-1863 — (West Vii^ia 
was a part of Virginia; and throughout that long period they have 
the same, or a connnon literature. The people of both States, 
therefore, have a common interest in that literature throughout, 
for two and a half centuries. 

West Virginia was not included in the first charter granted to 
the Virginia Company of Ijondon — that of April 10, 1606, — ^but it 
was embraced in the Second Charter to that Corporation — ^that of 
May 23rd, 1609, — when the bounds of the Colony were so enlarged 
as to extend ''from Old Point Comfort all along the sea coast north- 
ward two hundred miles ; and from the said Point Comfort all along 
the sea coast to the southward two hundred miles; and all that 
space and circuit of land, lying from the sea coast of the precinct 
aforesaid, up into the land throughout from sea to sea, west and 
northwest'' — that was, from the Atlantic to the Pacific oceans. 
Thus it was that West Virginia was a part of Virginia for a pe-v 
riod of 254 years — 1609-1863 — in all of which time they made his- 
tory together, and developed a literature common to both. Since 
1863, a period of 47 years, both States have been making a lit- 
erature, each peculiar to itself, but because of their former rela- 
tion, all is of a common interest to the people of both. So this De- 
partment has, in compliance with the law creating it, endeavored 
to bring together and classify on its shelves, the miscellaneous lit- 
erature of both States. How well this has been done, will appear 
from the following:

In addition to the foregoing there are hundreds of sources of 
information regarding every phase of the literature of Virginia and 
West Virginia.

York; throughout the literature of the Ohio and Mississippi Val- 
leys, and indeed, throughout the whole scope of American Litera- 
ture. 

THE LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE SECTION OF THE LI- 
BRARY. 

In this section there are 20,527 volumes and pamphlets, cover- 
ing, as they do, the entire scope of State Governmental Adminis- 
tration in every state of the Union. These embrace Messages and 
Proclamations of Governors; Reports of Executive Elective offi- 
cials ; Reports of Appointive Officials ; Reports of Boards of Direc- 
tors, Visitors and Regents of State Institutions; together with the 
state publications relating to History, Geology, Botany, Agricul- 
ture, Horticulture — in short, documents relating to every interest of 
the states which publish them. 

THE PUBLIC DOCUMENTS AND STATE PAPERS OF VIR- 
GINIA. 

Next to the Public Documents of our own State those of Virginia 
are of greatest interest and importance to our people. This is due, 
as before stated, to the fact that West Virginia was, for more than 
two hundred and fifty years, a part of Virginia. Nowhere else can 
such a collection of these publications pertaining to the time when 
the two states wore one, be found. Beginning with the Proceed- 
ings of the Virginia Company of London, we have the Journals of 
the House of Burgesses from 1742 to 1776 ; Journals of the General 
Assembly, nearly complete from 1776. In these are the Reports of 
the James River and Kanawha Company ; Reports of the Auditor 
of Public Accounts; of the Treasurer of the Com)monwealth, Qov- 
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emors' Messages, Proclamations, and all the Public Documents of 
the time ; Petitions, Proceedings of Railroad and Internal Improve- 
ment Conventions in the Western Part of the Statp. The Reports 
of the Board of Public Works, with Accompanying Documents be- 
ginning with its creation in 1816, the whole covering the Highway, 
Railroad and Canal interests of the Commonwealth. In Law there 
are in the collection, Henning's ^'Statutes at Large" (1619-1792) ; 
Shepherd's ''Statutes at Large'' (1792-1808); and the Session 
Acts (volume for each Session) of the General Assembly, (1808- 
1865) ; Codes of 1769, 1792, 1803, 1808, 1812, 1814, 1819, 1833, 
1849 and 1860. Journals and Debates in the Virginian Conventions 
of 1775, 1776, 1788, 1829-30, 1850-51, and 1861. Reports of the 
Cases of the Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia as reported by 
Washington, Coll, Minford, Brockenbrough, Randolph, Leigh, Rob- 
inson, Gilmer, Gratton, and Mathews. Works on Virginia Law by 
Heming, Lomax, Mathews and Tucker. In brief, it may be stated, 
that there are in the collection seven hundred and thirty-five (735) 
of these Virginian Public Documents and State Pai)ers; and it is 
from these that we are to learn of the governmental aflEairs in West 
Virginia while the two statees were one ; of the formation of coun- 
ties, establishment and incorporation of towns, improvement of 
rivers, construction of Roads and Turnpikes, in short, of the whole 
internal police and fiscal affairs in West Virginia from the coming 
of white men to the regions now embraced within the State. This 
collection of Virginia Documents and State Papers is a most valu- 
able one anywhere in the world, and it is of inestimable value to 
the people of West Virginia. 

PUBLIC DOCUMENTS AND STATE PAPERS Ol^ WEST VIR- 
GINIA. 

After all, it remains to be said that the Public Documents and 
State Papers of West Virginia are of far the greatest value to the 
people of the State. Yet, strange as it may seem, prior to the crea- 
tion of this Department there was nowhere in existence any collec- 
tion of these Documents and Papers. Now into its Legislative Ref- 
erence Section, almost a complete collection, gathered from every 
part of the State, and some from beyond its limits, has been 
brought together. Herein are the Proceedings of the First Conven- 
tion of the People of Northwestern Virginia, convened at Wheel- 
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ing May 13, 1865 ; Proceedings and Debates in the Second Conven- 
tion of the People of Northwestern Virginia, convened at Wheeling 
June 11, 1865; Proceedings in the Restoration of the Government 
of Virginia; and in the Formation of West Virginia; Public Docu- 
ments and State Pai)ers pertaining to the Administration of Gov- 
ernor Pierpont, as the Executive Head of the Restored Govern- 
ment at Wheeling, Alexandria and Richmond; together with the 
Reports of Executive oflScials who served with hiin. The Journal 
Debates and other Proceedings in the Convention of 1861-2, which 
framed the first Constitution of West Virginia; Proceedings in rela- 
tion to the admission by Congress of the State into the Union ; Mes- 
sages and Proclamations of all the Governors of the State ; Public 
Documents and Reports, which have been issued by the Auditor of 
State ; from the office of the Treasurer of State ; from the Depart- 
ment of Free Schools; from the office of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral; and of the office of the Secretary of State. Also the Reports 
and State Papers issued from the offices of appointive officials, as 
the Inspector of Mines, Commissioner of State Banking, Adjutant 
General, State Tax Commission; the Reports of all Boards 
of Directors, or Regents of all the State Institutions, and of 
other Boards, as well. Here, too, are many Documents relating to 
the boundaries of the State, and hundreds of others of a miscella- 
neous character but of great value. It may be said that the collec- 
tion of these State Documents and Papers is not, as yet, complete, 
but no effort is being spared to complete the collection. How dif- 
ficult this work has been, and continues to be, will be seen when it is 
remembered that forty-three years — nearly a half century — 
passed away before the State made any effort to rescue and preserve 
her Public Documents and State Papers.

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(1835-1873); ** Congressional Record" (1873 to date); ^'ElUott's 
Debates on the Federal Obnstitution'' (1787); ''Abridgement of 
the Debates in Congress" (1789-1826); ''Register of Debates in 
Congress" (1824-1837); "History of the Library of Congress"; 
Acts of Congress from first session of First Congress (1789) to 
third session of Thirteenth Congress (1814-1815) ; Reports of th^ 
Department of State; Reports of the Treasury Department; Re- 
ports of the Department of Justice, with Reports of the Attorney- 
General and other officials ; Reports of the Navy Department ; Re- 
ports of the War Department; Reports of the Department of the 
Interior; Reports of the Department of Agriculture; Reports ol 
the Post Office Department; Reports of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor; Reports of the Literstate Commerce Commission; 
Reports of the Industrial Commission; Reports of the Court of 
Claims; Reports of the Geological Survey; Reports of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey; Reports of the Patent Office; Reports of the 
Smithsonian Listitution and United States National Museum; Re- 
ports of the Commissions of Labor; Reports of the Commissions of 
Education ; Commercial Relations with Foreign Countries ; Reports 
on Foreign Commerce and Navigation; Documents relating to the 
Fur and Seal Arbitrations; Documents relating to Cuba, Porte 
Rico and the Philippine Islands; Official Records of the War oi 
the Rebellion; Reports on the Condudt of the War; Reports of the 
Special Joint Commission on the Condition of Affairs in the Late 
Insurrectionary States; Report of the Committee on Reconstruc- 
tion; Census Reports from 1790 to date. A thousand other titles 
might be mentioned, but enough have been noted to indicate the 
8COX)e of this Section. It may be said that a chief element in its 
value is the period of time over which it extends. It not only em- 
braces the current publications but much of it extends back to the 
beginning of the National Government ; and a vast mass of it ante- 
dates the Civil War. The Superintendent of Public Documents has 
done much to aid in perfecting or completing the collections in this 
Section ; and in his efforts to do this he has shipped to this Depart- 
ment, within the past year, about four thousand volumes, nearly all 
bound in leather, and many of them dating back more than half a 
century. 
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CATALOGUE— CARD INDEX— FINDING LIST. 

A library is to a large extent worthless unless its contents are 
fully known to those in charge and readily available to all who may 
desire to make research and investigation. This library now con- 
tains nearly 60,000 volumes and pamphlets ; and, in addition there- 
to, thousands of newspapers and other publications, together with 
maps, manuscripts, autograph letters and other documents, all con- 
taining much of interest to the general reader, and especially to 
those making research and investigation. The Act creating this 
Department provides that therein '* there shall be devised and 
adopted a systematic plan for the preservation and classification of 
all the State's archives of the past, present and future." This re- 
quirement is now being met. Such a syjstem has been devised and 
is being carried into effect, as rapidly as is consistent with efficient 
work; and when completed there will not be an item of interest in 
the library division that will not be readily accessible and at once 
available for anyone desiring recourse to the same. To effect this, 
in a collection of such magnitude has required and still requires 
much work. When it is completed the Finding List will contain 
fully 100,000 titles. 

NEEDED— ONE WHO IS WILLING ^^TO BURN THE MID- 

NIGHT OIL.'^ 

There is needed in the Department a young man of literary taste 
strongly developed; a reader of books; a lover of books; a ** book- 
worm," as it were; one who will read deeply and become absorbed 
in all that i)ertains to the State and its people ; on^ not only wil- 
ling, but anxious to acquire a knowledge, not only of the titles of 
books, but a knowledge of their contents, of their subject matter — 
who, in short, will read systematically, and will acquire not only a 
knowledge of literature, history, biography, science, etc., but of the 
Public Documents and State Papers of the Federal Government, of 
the various State Governments, but especially of those of his own 
state and those of Virginia, of which State this Vii^nia was so 
long a part. One to do this must ''bum the midnight oil," read 
until the electric light is cut out. He must read, read, read, and 
make constant, never-ceasing application. 
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This means one who is willing to become a trained historian and 
skilled archivist. Such an one, only, can be what he should be as 
an assistant to those making research and investigation in a collec- 
tion such as this. Such an one must be willing to give his best ef- 
forts, and devote his whole life to the work. In doing this, he can 
do nothing else, but need not fear, for, should his own State not 
want his service, the Nation, and the other states of the Union will 
want him in their archives and library work. 

APPEOPEIATIONS WHICH HAVE BEEN MADE HERE- 

TOPORE. 

As stated elsewhere, tl^e State Department of Archives and His- 
tory was created by an Act of the Legislature, passed February 18, 
1905, approved February "21, 1905, and in effect ninety days from 
its passage. For its administration from and including that year 
to the present time the Legislature appropriations have been as fol- 
lows: 

For the year 1905 the sum of $2,000.00. 
For the year 1906 the sum of $2,000.00. 
For the year 1907 the sum of $4,500.00. 
For the year 1908 the sum of $4,500.00. 
For the year 1909 the sum of $9,000.00. 
For the year 1910 the sum of $9,000.00. 

All appropriations made for this Department, are, as required 
by law, distributed on the Order of the Board of Public Works, 
and such distributions are shown in the Biennial Report of the Sec- 
retary of State. At the close of the last fiscal year, September 30, 
1910, there remained unexpended of the appropriation of that year 
for this Department the sum of $1,696.90. 

APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED FOR THE ENSUING BIEN- 
NIAL PERIOD. 

As the Department grows its needs increase. It is one of inces- 
sant labor — ^no office hours — ^but work for all from early morning 
until late at night. This and only this will bring out in the future 
all that a department of this kind is to a state or nation. Money 
is therefore needed to promote its many interests. If the work is 
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prosecuted and the department developed as we hope it will be the 
following appropriations are necessary to its success for each of the 
fiscal years ending September 30th, 1911, and September 30th, 
1912, viz: 

For salary of State Historian and Archivist $2400.00 

For salary of four men at $100.00 each per month 4800.00 

For salary of two women at $75.00 each per month 1800.00 

For postage, drayage, expressage, furniture, book-cases, 
show-cases, book-binding, miscellaneous library supplies, 
oflSce supplies, additions to Museum, purchase of books. 
State Papers, Public Documents, Manuscripts, and other 
contingent miscellaneous expenses 3000.00 

But, inasmuch as all appropriations for the Department are to 
be disbursed by the Board of Public Works, it may be said that it 
will be better that the appropriations read : 

For Salaries of Employes, Purchase of Library and Mu- 
seum Materials, and other Miscellaneous and Contin- 
gent Expenses $12,000.00 

It will be readily seen that there is a vast amount of work to be 
done here. In the library alone there are nearly sixty thousand 
books and pamphlets, and every library in the world, if it is made 
to meet the object of its creation, must be indexed by subjects. 
Only men who are broadly read and who, especially, are familiar 
with the material in Federal and State public documents, state 
papers, etc., can do this work. The library is to be kept in order, 
a catalogue is to be made, but a subject Finding List is the most 
necessary, indeed, the all-important work in every librarv^ What I 
need most of all is an assistant who either knows or who can speedily 
learn what there is in a book when in his hands. I sincerely hope 
that it may be the pleasure of the State to give me such assistant. 
I have included in above estimate the salary for such person. 
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PREFACE. 



The men who reared the first cabin homes in the Eastern Pan- 
Handle, together with those who pioneered the way for civilization 
throughout all the trans- Allegheny Eegion extending from the Al- 
leghenies to the Ohio, were as brave as any who ever dared the 
perils of a wilderness — one inhabited by wild beasts and savage 
men. In theii* veins flowed the blood of half the civilized nations 
of the world — English, German, Welsh, Scots, Scotch-Irish, Irish, 
and Dutch — men representing the old Teutonic and Celtic peoples 
— men whose ancestors had helped to make history on the battle- 
fields of Europe — some of them on that of Hasting?. Transplanted 
from the Old World to the wilds of the New, their descendents — 
those who became frontiersmen in Western Virginia— now West 
Virginia — ^lost naught of the heroism, valor and bravery of their 
forefathers. 

The French and Indian War — In this struggle between the 
French and Englishmen for territorial supremacy in the Valley of 
the Ohio, these frontiersmen marched with Braddock's army to the 
fatal field of Monongahela ; and later waged battle with the French 
and Indians in the Valley of the South Branch of the Potomac ; on 
the banks of the Opequon, in sight of the Blue Eidge; and erected 
and defended frontier forts in the Greenbrier Valley. 

Lord Dunmore's War — In Lord JDunmore's War, large num- 
bers of them from the Valley of Greenbrier river were in the bat- 
tle of Poin^ Pleasant at the mouth of the Great Kanawha, October 
10, 1774; while hundreds of them marched with Lord Dunmore 
from the Eastern Pan-Handle and the South Branch Valley, to 
the very heart of the Ohio wilderness where the treaty of Camp 
Charlotte, then agreed upon, made possible the treaty of Pittsbui^ 
the next year, by the terms of which the Indians were kept quiet 
until 1778, thus enabling General Gates — ^then a resident of West 
Virginia — to collect the frontier soldiery from New York to Geor- 
gia, and overthrow Burgoyne at Saratoga; and at the same time, 
make possible the settlement of Kentucky whereby a Ibase of oper- 
ations was formed for General George Eogers Clarke's conquest of 
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the Illinois Country, by which the Jurisdiction of Virginia, and, 
later, the sovereignty of the United States, were extended to the 
Mississippi river. 

The American Eevolution — ^When the Revolution came, no- 
where else could be found more patriotic or determined spirits than 
were the inhabitants of Berkeley and Hampshire counties, the 
frontiersmen of the* ''District of West Augusta," and the dwellers 
in the Greenbrier Valley, then in the county of Botetourt, but so 
soon to be included in that of Greenbrier. All were ready at the 
first drum-tap of that struggle, and no sooner did they learn of 
the stirring scenes in Massachusetts, than hundreds^ of them hasten- 
ed away to Pittsburg — ^then believed to be within the confines of 
Virginia — and there in convention assembled, pledged their lives 
to the cause of American liberty. How well these Western Vir- 
ginia men made good these pledges is in part, at least, shown in the 
following pages. 

The Later Indian Wars — These border men throughout the 
years of the Revolution, were forced to wage war alike against the 
Britton from the sea, and the savage from the wilderness beyond 
the Ohio. The Indians there residing — Shawnees, Miamis, Dela- 
wares, Wyandotts, Mingoes, and Ottawas — ^had been allies of the 
British in the Revolution. They sometimes warred among them- 
selves, but all were united in one purpose — ^that of carrying on a 
war of extermination against the frontier inhabitants — ^the pio- 
neers of Western Virginia. This they continued from the close of 
the Revolution in 1783, until General Wayne broke the savage pow- 
er at the 'battle of Fallen Timbers, August 20, 1794 — a period of 
twelve years — in all of which time parties of Western Virginians 
were under arms defending the infant settlements, against a savage 
foe. 

The Whiskey Insurrection. — The year 1794 is an important 
one in American history. It was c*haracterized by- what 
is known as the Whiskey Insurrection in Western Penn- 
sylvania. A United States Army numbering fifteen thous- 
and men from New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, was organized and marched westward to suppress the in- 
surrection. Of these nearly five thousand were from the last nam- 
ed State, and of these hundreds were Western Virginians who 
rendezvoused at Moorefield, in Hardy county, preparatory to join- 
ing the main army at Cumberland in Western Maryland. 

The War of 1812— When the Second War with England— that 
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of 1812 — came, Virginia ci|,lled upon her sons to defend her soil 
from the foot of the invader, and no where else did that call meet 
with a readier response than among. the hills and valleys of West- 
em Virginia. From the summits of the Alleghenies to the Ohio, 
many hundred men hastened away to Norfolk, to defend the shore- 
lands of Virginia, while other hundreds — a brigade of fifteen hun- 
dred men collected at Point Pleasant, at the mouth -of the Great 
Kanawha river — ^marched away across the State of Ohio to render 
faithful service under General Harrison in the Valley of the Mau- 
mee river. 

The War With Mexico — ^Again these Western Virginians re- 
sponded nobly to the call of the Governor of Virginia for volun- 
teers for service in the war with Mexico. Three Companies — one 
from Berkeley county, one from Jefferson county, one from the 
counties bordering on the Ohio, and a detachment from Monongalia 
— saw service on the table-lands of Mexico. Hundreds of others 
who could not be received, tendered their service, and the highest 
ranking Virginian — Colonel John F. Hamtramck — ^who saw service 
in that war, was from Jefferson county, now in West Virginia. 

BoiiLS OB BOSTERS. 

The rolls or rosters of the Military organizations of Western 
Virginians in these wars, are such, as have been collected — orig- 
inals or copies — and deposited in the State Department of Ar- 
chives and History. Others may yet be found, for there is abun- 
dant evidence to show that there were a number of organiza- 
tions in these. wars of which no lists of the men serving therein, 
are now known to exist. Some additional ones may appear when the 
records of these wars now deposited in the archives of the Wari 
Department have been printed, which, it is hoped, may be done 
within the next few years. Meanwhile, research on the part of 
this Department will be continued, that, if possible, other docu- 
ments may be found containing or revealing the names of early 
West Virginians in these early Wars. 
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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY 



THE FOUNDING OF VIEGINIA. 

The 10th of April, 1606, was a great day in the history of North 
America. On that day King James I. granted to the ** Virginia 
Company of London*, ' ' a corporation composed of men of his king- 
dom, ''Letters Patent or License" to make habitation, plantation, 
and to deduce a colony of sundry of our people into that part of 
America, commonly called Virginia, * * * and do therefore, for 
us, our heirs, and successors, grant and agree, that Sir Thomas 
Gates, Sir George Somers, Eichard Hackluyt, and Edward-Maria 
Wingfield, adventurers of and for our city of London, and all 
' such others, as are, or shall be joined unto them of that Colony, 
shall be called the First Colony; and they may begin 
their said first plantation and habitation at any place upon said 
coast of Virginia, or America, where they shall think fit and con- 
venient, between the four and thirty and one and forty degrees of 
latitude ; and they shall have all lands * » * » 
from the said first seat of their plantation and habitation by the 
space of fifty miles of English statute measure, all along the said 
coast of Virginia, or America, towards the west and southwest as 
the coast lyeth, with all the islands within one hundred miles, di- 
rectly over against the sea coast * * * from the said place of the 
first plantation and habitation for the space of fifty 
like English miles, all alongst the said coast of Virginia 
and America, towards the east and northeast, or towards 
the north as the . coast lyeth, together with all the islands 
within one hundred miles directly over against the said sea 
coast. * * * from the same, fifty miles every way, on the sea coast, 
directly into the main land by the space of one hundred like Eng- 
lish miles ; and shall and may inhabit and remain there ; and shall 
and may also build and fortify within any the same, for the better" 
safeguard and defense according to their better discretion. ' '^ 

It will be seen from the foregoing description of the boundaries 
of 'the Colony of Virginia, that what is now West Virginia, was

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not included therein ; but this was dotae by the sixth section of the 
second Charter granted to the Virginia Company of London, bear- 
ing date May 23, 1609, when the boundary of the Virginia Colony 
was so enlarged as to include '^'all those lands, countries, and ter- 
ritories situate, lying, and being, in that jyirt of America called 
Virginia, from the point of land, called Cape or Point Comfort, 
all along the s^a coast to the northward two hundred miles; and 
from the said point of Cape Comfort, all along the sea coast to the 
southward two hundred miles, and all that space and circuit of 
land, lying from the sea coast of the precinct aforesaid, up into the 
land throughout from sea to sea west and northwest" — ^that was, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific Oceans. The zone within this grant 
being four hundred miles wide, of course, included the present 
State of West Virginia,^ 

The Virginia Company of London had, as the object of its crea- 
tion, the founding of an English Colony on the Atl^tic coast of 
Virginia. Three small vessels, no one of which would now be thought « 
worthy to attempt the passage of the Atlantic, were secured by the 
Company, and lay at anchor on the Thames, at Blackwell, in Mid- 
dlesex county, three miles above London. They were the ** Susan 
Constant," of one hundred and twenty tons. burden, commanded 
by Captain Christopher Newport; the ''Godspeed," of forty tons. 
Captain Bartholomew Gosnold; and the ** Discovery," a pinnace 
of twenty tons. The little fleet left Blackwall, December 6, 1606, 
having on board colonists to the number of one hundred and seven, 
who bade adieu to the shores of the Old World, to find a home in 
the wilds of the New. January 1, 1607, when, buffeted by con- 
trary winds, the vessels cast anchor in the ** Downs," on the south 
coast of England, where they were detained for six weeks. Then the 
storms abated, and again the sails were spread and the little fleet 
stood out to sea. On April 26th, the entrance to Chesapeake Bay 
was reached, and to the points on either side, the colonists gave the 
names of Charles and Henry, in honor of the sons of King James. 
Further within the bay, upon another projection, they bestowed 
the name of Point Comfort, because of the comfortable anchorage 
they found ther^. Then Captain Newport, the acting admiral of 
the little fleet, steered the vessels up a majestic river, which they 
called the James, in honor of their beloved sovereign. The voyage 
was continued for fifty miles, when a landing was made on the 
north bank, where, on the 13th day of May, 1607, these Middlesex

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county men laid the foundation of Jamestown, the oldest permch 
nent English settlement in North America. Here, on the banks of 
the James, had landed the men who were destined to light a lamp of 
liberty which all the tyranny of after ages could not extinguish. 
It was here that representatives elected by the people of eleven 
boroughs, assembled, and on the 30th day of June, 1619, organized 
the House of Burgesses — ^the first representative legislative body 
in the New World. 

From Jamestown, as the population was increased by the arrival 
of colonists from over-sea, settlements were made at other points 
along the great river ; whence they spread, as the years sped away, 
over the Tide-Water Region, and thence into the Piedmont Begion, 
even to the eastern bfise of the Blue Bidge. So rapidly did the 
population increase, that in 1671 — ^but sixty-four years after the 
settlement at Jamestown — ^there were forty thousand English- 
speaking people in Virginia. 
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CHAPTER I. 

DISCOVERY, EXPLORATION, AND EARLY SETTLEMENTS 
IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

As. stated, hardy pioneers had, previously to 1664, extended the 
domain of civilization even to the eastern base of the Blue Ridge ; 
but of the region beyond that ** Rocky Barrier," nothing whatever 
was known, for the most daring adventurer had not, as yet, pene- 
trated its vast solitudes. But the exploration and conquest of the 
wilderness was the mission of determined spirits, and the time was 
near at hand when white men should traverse this hitherto un- 
known region, and return to tell the story of its wonderful re- 
sources. . 

The first West Virginia river discovered by white men was call- 
ed New River, its upper course having been discovered in 1641, by 
Walter Austin, Rice Hoe, Joseph Johnson, and Walter Chiles. ^ 
It was a new river, one flowing northwest, in an opposite direction 
from those east of the mountains — hence the name New River. 

The Ohio river, which forms the western boundary of West Vir- 
ginia, was discovered by Robert Cavalier La Salle — ^the most emi- 
nent French explorer of the New World. It was in the year 1663, 
that Europeans first heard of the Ohio river, and this information 
came from the Indians to Dallier, a French missionary in Canada. 
It was reported to be almost as large as the St. Lawrence. This 
information inspired the adventurous spirit of La Salle with a de- 
sire to behold the great river. Accordingly, with Indian guides, 
he began his journey via Lake Onondagua, now in New York. In 
October, 1669, he reached the Allegheny river, which he descended 
to its confluence with the Monongahela, and thence continued 
down the Ohio as far as the Falls — ^now Louisville, Kentucky. He 
was the first European on the Ohio river, and the first that sa^ 
the western part of West Virginia.^ 

It is probable that the first white men who saw any part of the 
eastern portion of the State of West Virginia, were those compos- 
ing the party under John Lederer, a German explorer in the ser- 
vice of Sir William Berkeley, Colonial Governor of Virginia. In

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company with Captain CoUett, nine Englishmen and five Indians, 
he, on August 30, 1670, set out from York river and proceeded by 
way of the Falls of the Rappahannock, near the present city of 
Fredericksburg; thence to the mouth of the Rapidan river; thence 
along the north side of the Rappahannock, to the base of the Blue 
Ridge; and thence to the summit of that mountain barrier, from 
which, at a point south of the present Harper's Ferry, the explor- 
ers looked down upon and across the Lower Shenandoah Valley — 
now included in the counties of Jefferson and Berkeley — a first 
view of the old part of West Vir^inia.^ 

The first English-speaking men within the present limits of West 
Virginia, were those composing the exploring expedition under 
Captain Thomas Batts. These, in addition to himself, were Rob- 
ert Fallam, Thomas Wood, Jack Neasam, and Per-e-cu-te, the lat- 
ter a great man of the Appomattox Indians. This party, acting 
under authority of a commission granted fourte^i years before, by 
the House of Burgesses — ^the Colonial legislative body of Virginia 
— ^to Major Abraham Wood. **For ye finding out the ebbing and 
flowing of ye waters on ye other side the Mountains, in order to 
ye Discovery of ye South Sea;*' left the Appomattox town near the 
site of the present city of Petersburg, Virginia, on Friday, Sep- 
tember 1, 1671, and toiling onward to the westward, crossed the 
Blue Ridge, thence over what is now known as Peters' Mountain; 
and thence, through the present West Virginia counties of Monroe, 
Summers and Fayette, until the 16th of September, when they 
**had a sight of a curious River like the Appomattox river in Vir- 
ginia, and the Thames at Chelsea, in England, and broad as that 
river at Wapping, but it had a fall that made a great noise." The 
party had reached the Great Falls of the Great Kanawha river, 
distant ninety-six miles from the Ohio. Here, on the 17th, they 
took formal possession of the region and proclaimed the King in 
these words: **Long live King Charles ye 2d, King of England, 
Scotland, France, Ireland and Virginia, and all the territory there- 
unto belonging; Defender of ye Faith, etc." Guns were fired, and 
with a pair of marking-irons, they marked trees; **lst C. R." 
(Charles Rex I.) for his Sacred Majesty, **2d W. B." for the 
Governor (Sir William Berkeley) : '*3d A. W." for Major Abra- 
ham Wood, (promoter of the expedition) ; another for Per-e-cu-te 
(who said he would turn Englishman) ; and also, another tree for

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oach of the company. Then the homeward journey began, and 
all arrived at the Falls of the Appomattox river on the first -day 
of October, except Thomas Wood who died on the expedition.* 

In 1716, Governor Alexander Spottswood resolved to learn more 
o:f the Mountain Region of Virginia. He accordingly equipped a 
party of thirty horsemen, and heading it in person, left Williams- 
burg, the Colonial Capital, June 20th, that year. Day after day the 
journey continued until the Blue Ridge was reached and crossed 
by way of Swift Run Gap. Descending to the river, now the 
Shenandoah, the party bestowed upon it the name of ''Euphrates." 
It was crossed and recrossed; then a night was spent upon its 
banks; then the return journey began, and from the Blue Ridge, 
the adventurers, looking westward, beheld in the distance, the 
lofty peaks of the Great North Mountain, in what is now Pendle- 
ton county. West Virginia. On arriving at Williamsburg, the 
Governor established the ** Trans-Montane Order or Knights of the 
Golden Horse-shoe," giving to each of those who accompanied 
him, a miniature horse-shoe, some of which were set with valuable 
stones, and all bearing the inscription, ''Sic juvat transcendere 
monies, — Thus he swears to cross the mountains. . 

About the year 1725, John Van Meter, a representative of an 
old Knickerbocker family early seated on the Hudson, traversed 
the valley of the South Branch of the Potomac — the Wap-pa-tom- 
i-ca of the Indians. He was an Indian trader, making his head- 
quarters with the Delawares, on the Susquehanna. Thence he 
made journeys far to the southward, to trade with the Cherokees 
and Catawbas.^ It was he who first told the story of the wondei:- 
-ful fertility of the land in the Lower Shenandoah and South 
Branch Valleys. 

First White Settlements in West Virginia — The Frontier in 

1756. 

The first white man to find a home in West Virginia, was Morgan 
ap Morgan, who in 1726, reared a cabin on the site of the present 
village of Bunker Hill in Mill creek District, Berkeley county. The 
next year, a number of Germans from the Valley of the Susque- 
hanna in Pennsylvania, crossed the Potomac at what has been 
known for more than a hundred years, as the old ** Pack-Horse

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Ford/' and about a mile above on the southern bank of that river, 
founded a village which they named New Mecklenberg, in memory 
of their early home in the Fatherland, and such it continued to be 
called, until changed to that of Shepherdstown, by an Act of the 
House of Burgesses in 1762. In 1734 Richard Moi^an obtained' a 
grant for a tract of land in the vicinity of New Mecklenberg, and 
there made his home. Among those who came at the same time and 
settled along the Upper Potomac in what is now the northern part 
of the West Virginia counties, of Berkeley and Jefferson, were 
Robert Harper (at Harper's Ferry) William Stroop, Thomas and 
William Forester, Israel Friend, Thomas Shepherd, Thomas Swear- 
ingen, Van Swearingen, James Formanfi Edward Lucas, Jacob 
Hite, James Lemon, Richard Mercer, Edward Mercer, Jacob Van 
Meter, Robert Stockton, Robert Buckles, John Taylor, Samuel Tay- 
lor and John Wright. In 1735, the first settlement was made on 
the South Branch of tjie Potomac by four families of the name of 
Coburn, Howard, Walker, and Rutledge. The next year Isaac Van 
Meter, Peter Casey and numbers of others found homes in the val- 
ley of that river in what is now Hampshire and Hardy counties; 
and within the next few years, cabin homes dotted the valleys of 
the Opequon, the Great and Little Cacapon rivers, and that of Lost 
river and Back and Patterson Creeks. 

Thus far the- early West Virginia settlements had been confined 
to the region drained by the upper tributaries of the Potomac river. 
Now, we turn to notice the first pioneer of West Virginia in the 
valley of Greenbrier river. In 1749, the Greenbrier Land Company 
was organized. It consisted of twelve Members or Stock-holders, 
among whom were its President, Son. John Robinson, the Treasur- 
er of the Colony of Virginia, and long the Speaker of the House of 
Burgesses; Thomas Nelson, for thirty years the Secretary of the 
Council of State; and John Lewis the founder of Staunton and 
two of his sons, Williani and Charles, This Company was granted 
the* right, by the Governor and Council to survey and take up a 
tract of land containing one hundred thousand acres of land, lying 
and being on Greenbrier river, and now in the West Virginia coun- 
ties of Pocahontas, Greenbrier and Monroe. Four years were al- 
lowed* to make surveys and pay rights for the same, Andrew Lew- 
is, (afterward General Andrew Lewis of the Revolution) was ap- 
pointed surveyor and agent for the Company and, in execution of 
his commission, he in 1754 and prior thereto, surveyed and sold 
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small parcels of this land to sundry persons, who hastened to settle 
thereon.^ Col. John Stuart the historian of the Greenbrier Valley, 
says, that '* previously to the year 1755, Andrew Lewis had com- 
pleted surveys for the quantities aggregating more than fifty thous- 
and acres.^ When Andrew 'Lewis came to the Greenbrier river in 
1749, he found Stephen Sewell and Jacob Marlin, both of whom 
had fixed their abode at the mouth of Knopp 's creek on the site of 
the present town of Marlinton, in Pocahontas county."*^ 

In 1750, Dr. Thomas Walker with five companions two of whom 
were Ambrose Powell and Colby Chew, when returning from a tour 
of exploration in the Kentucky wilderness, crossed the New river 
at the mouth of the Greenbrier, June 28, 1750, and then journeyed 
up the latter stream, July 6th ensuing they were at the mouth of 
Anthony's Creek now in Greenbrier county, where Dr. Walker 
wrote in his Journal : *' There are some inhabitants on the branches 
of Green Bryer, but -we missed their Plantations. ' '^ Evidently 
there was a very considerable population in the Greenbrier Valley 
prior to the year 1755. 

On February 23, 1756, Captain Teaque sent to the Lords of 
Trade, London, a *'List of Tithables'^ in Virginia which he had 
prepared under th^ direction of the Government. Upon this as a 
basis, he estimated the population of Virginia to be 173,316 whites, 
and 120,000 negroes. Taking his estimate for Hampshire county, 
and estimating for that part* of West Virginia then included in 
Frederick and Augusta counties, we may conclude that in West 
Virginia at that date there were about 11,000 whites and 400 
blacks.^ If an irregular or broken line be drawn from the Blue 
Eidge through Harper's Ferry and Charles Town in Jefferson^ 
County; Martinsburg, in Berkeley County; Berkeley Springs, in 
Hardy County; Petersburg, in Grant County; Upper Tract and 
Franklin, in Pendleton County; Clover Lick, in Pocahontas Coun- 
ty; and thence through ]\Tonroe County to Peter's Mountain, it will 
pass centrally through the region in which resided at that time the 
pioneer settlers of West Virginia, as shown by contemporary doc- 
uments.

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CHAPTER II. 

THE FRENCH AND INDIAN WAR. 

General Braddock's Army in West Virginia in 1755 — The 
Soldiery of the West Virginia Frontier During the War. 

(From 1754 to 1763.) 

From the coming of the first white settlers to West Virginia, to 
the year 1754 — a period of nearly thirty years — ^the white men arid 
Indians dwelt together in peace and harmony. The Shawnees 
had their wigwams at *'01d Town,'' Maryland, opposite the mouth 
of the South Branch of the Potomac ; at the ' ' Indian Old Fields, ' ' 
now in Hardy county, in the valley of that river; and at the 
*^ Shawnee Springs," now Winchester, in Frederick county, Vir- 
ginia; while a band of Tuscaroras were on Tuscarora Creek, in 
the vicinity of Martinsburg, now in Berkeley county. West Vir- 
ginia. *'But," says Kercheval, ''in the year 1753, emissaries from 
the Western Indians came among the [Shenandoah] Valley In- 
dians, invitfng them to cross the Allegheny Mountains; and in the 
Spring of 1754, they suddenly and unexpectedly moved off, and 
immediately left the Valley. "^ This movement was evidently made 
under the influence of the French. Both France -and England had 
been engaged but recently in the War of the Austrian Succession, 
and the truce secured by the terms of the treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle 
afforded to both an opportunity to push their schemes of coloniza- 
tion into the Ohio Valley — a region which both claimed but neither 
possessed. But the final struggle for territorial supremacy in 
America was at hand. '^The country west of the Great Mountains' 
is the center of the British Dominions." wrote Lord Hillsborough. 
The English occupied the point at the '* Forks of the Ohio" — ^now 
Pittsburg — and began the erection of a fort; The French came 
down the Allegheny rivei;, dispossessed them and completed the 
fort, calling it Fort Du Quesne. In 1755, the English General, Ed- 
ward Braddock, with the 44th aiid 48th Royal Infantry Regiments, 
came to Virginia, and having been joined by a large force of pro- 
vincial troops, marched against Fort Duquesne; but when within 
ten miles thereof, his army was shot down by the French and In- 
dians on the fatal field of Monongahela. Then began a war of ex-

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termination — a border war carried on against the West Vir- 
ginia settlements. This continued for seven long years, in all of 
which the French and Indians or the latter alone, carried death 
and desolation all along the frontier of civilization. The West 
Virginia pioneers nevertheless stood their ground and, aided by 
companies of rangers from the older Virginia settlements, warred 
successfully against their barbarian enemies until the close of the 
war in 1763.- 

The following are partial lists of the Companies of Eangers em- 
ployed on the upper tributaries of the Potomac, and in the Green- 
brier river — the West Virginia frontier — during the French and

Of other Companies of Rangers in service on the West Virginia 
frontier during the French and Indian War were those of Captains 
Christopher Gist, John Smith, Joseph Fox, John McNeal, Charles 
Lewis, Samuel Meredith, Archibald Alexander, Christopher Hud- 
son, Obediah Woodson, Thomas Fleming, Thomas Bullet, James 
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McGavok, John Anthony, Eobert Breckenridge, William Cox, Al- 
exander Sayer, John Blagg, George Berkeley, -^ Temple, 

and Hubbard. The work of erecting and garrisoning 

forts on the frontier during this struggle was performed by the 
companies of Washington's First Virginia Regiment, the head- 
quarters of which was at Fort Loudoun, now Winchester, the seat 
of justice of Frederick county, in the Shenandoah Valley. These 
companies were composed of men from this valley and from Vir- 
ginia east of the Blue Ridge. 

The depredations of the French and Indians upon the white set- 
tlements during the years of this War, were particularly fatal on 
the frontier settlements of West Virginia. They destroyed the 
settlement of Foyle and Tygart on Tygart's Valley river; that of 
the Eckarleys at Dunkard's Bottom on Cheat river; and that at the' 
mouth of Decker's Creek on the Monongahela. Then scalping par- 
ties overran all the region drained by the upper tributaries of the 
Potomac and the Greenbrier rivers; and then carried death and 
desolation eastward to Jackson's river and to the Lower Shenan- 
doah Valley. Everywhere dark mysterious clouds of malignant 
spirits hung upon the horizon, threatening every moment to over- 
\v'helm and exterminate the half-protected pioneers in their wilder- 
ness homes, and there was scarcely a settlement in all the region 
from the Potomac to the New River that did not experience some 
of the fatal effects of the terrible storm of savage warfare which 
raged so fiercely around them. Then there were battlefields on the 
soil of West Virginia. The battle of Great Cacapon River was 
fought in what is now Bloomery Magisterial District, in Hamp- 
shire county, April 18, 1756, between a detachment of one hundred 
iTicn, of Col. Washinjjjton 's regiraent, under Capt. John Mercery 
on one side, and a body of French and Indians on the other. The 
battle of Lost River was fought in the Spring of 1756, in what is 
now Lost River MagisteriaV District, Hardy county, between West 
Virginia frontiersmen under Capt. Jeremiah Smith, and a body of 
fifty Indians commanded by a French officer. The battle of the 
Trough was fought in 1756, in what is now Moorefield Magisterial 
District, Hardy county, between a body of seventy Indians, allies 
of the French, and a Virginia garrison from Fort Pleasant near 
by. The massacre at Fort Seybert occurred in May, 1758, in what 
is now Bethel Magisterial District, Pendleton county, on the south 
fork' of the South Branch of the Potomac, twelve miles east of the 
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present town of Franklin ; the Fort was attacked by Shawnee In- 
dians, under their celebrated chief, E2illbuck; the garrison surren- 
dered and all were massacred, save one. 

Expedition op General Edward Braddock — ^March op the Brit- 
ish Army Through the Eastern Part of West Virginia. 

The year 1754 closed with the French in complete possession of 
the Ohio Valley. But a war was in progress which, in its results, 
was to change the geography of a continent and exert a powerful 
influence in moulding the destiny of nations. Both nations 
— France and England — speedily mustered veteran regiments 
fresh from the battle-fields of the Old World and trans- 
ferred them to the wilds of the New. In mid-winter 1755, 
General Edward Braddock, a British General, sailed from the 
harbor of Cork, Ireland, with two regiments destined for 
Virginia. February 20th, the ships which bore them across the At- 
lantic, arrived in Chesapeake Bay, and proceeded up the Potomac 
river to Alexandria, where all were disembai'ked preparatory to 
the march through the wilderness, the object being the recovery of 
Fort Du Quesne at the forks of the Ohio — ^now Pittsburg. The 
troops which came with Braddock were the 44th and 48th Royal 
Infantry Regiments, commanded respectively by Sir Peter Hal- 
ket and Colonel Thomas Dunbar. Sir John St. Clair was the 
Quarter-Master-General, and Lieutenant Robert Orme was the chief 
aid to the General. From Alexandria, the army moved up the Po- 
tomac, passing the site of the present city of Washington, and pro- 
ceeded to Fredericktown, in Maryland. Its progress from there 
to Wills' Creek, now Cumberland, the metropolis of western 
Maryland, is a subject of intense interest to every student of West 
Virginia history. This is because a large part of the distance 
marched between these points was through what is now the eastern 
part of the State. In this connection the following from the Jour- 
nal of Lieutenant Orme is of special interest: — 

"As no road had been made to Wills* Creek on, the Maryland side of the 
Potomack the 48ih Regiment was obliged to cross that river at Congogee, 
(now Conococheague Creek, Washington county, Maryland,) and to fall 
into the Virginia Road near Winchester. The General ordered a bridge to be 
built over the Antietam (Creek), which being finished, and provision 
laid on the road. Colonel Dunbar marched with his Regiment the 48th, 
from Fredericktown, Maryland, on the 28th of April, and about this time 
the bridge over the Opeccon in Virg:aia, now in Berkeley County, West 
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Virginia, was finished for the passage of the artillery, and floats were 
built on all the rivers and creeks." — "Journal of Lieutenant Robert Orme, 
printed in Sargent's "History of Braddock's Expedition," pp. 308, 309. 

On the 29th of April the 48th Regiment, under Colonel Dunbar, 
took up its line of march from Frederick, Maryland, to the mouth 
of Conococheague Creek, now in Washington county, that State; 
thence across the Potomac river into Virginia; and thence across 
and up the Opequon river to the vicinity of Winchester, in Freder- 
ick county; thence westward and north westward over the moun- 
tains, to the ** Forks of Cacapon", in Hampshire county, now West 
Virginia; and thence to the mouth of Little Cacapon, where the 
army crossed the Potomac and was in Maryland again. The fol- 
lowing description of the progress of the army through eastern 
West Virginia is quoted from what is known as the ''Seaman's 
Journal. "2 which was doubtless written by Lieutenant Spendelowe, 
of the detachment of Marines sent by Commodore Keppel of the 
British fleet, with Braddock on his expedition to the Ohio: — 

I'April 29th, 1755. We began our march [from Fredericktown] at 6, 
but found much difficulty in loading our baggage, so that we left several 
things behind us, particularly the men's hammocks. We arrived at 3 
o'clock at one Wlalker's, 18 miles from Frederick, and encamped there 
on good ground; this day we passed the South Ridge [South Mountain] 
or Shannandah [Shenandoah! Mountains, very easy in the ascent. We 
saw plenty of Hares, Deer, and Partridges: This place is wanting of all 
refreshments. 

On the ?*Oth: — at 6, we marched in our way to Connechieg, where we 
arrived at 2 o'clock, 16 m.iles from Walker's: this is a fine situation, 
close to the Potomaok. We found the Artillery Stores going by water 
to Wills' Creek, and left two of our men here. 

May 1st: — At 5, we went with oui* people, and began ferrying the 
Army &c. into Virginia, which we completed by 10 o'clock, and marched 
in our way to cme John Evans,3 where we arrived at 3 o'clock — 17 
miles from Connecochieg, and 20 from Winchester. We got some pro- 
visions and forage here. The roaHs now begin to be very indifferent. 

On the 2nd: — As it is customary in the Army to halt a dlay after 3 
days march, we halted today to rest the Army. 

On the 3rd: — Matched at 5 in our way to one Widow Barringer's, 18

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miles from Evans: this day was so excessively hot that several officers 
a-nd many men could not get on till the evening, but the body got tc^ 
their ground at 3 o'clock. This is 5 miles from Winchester, a fine sta- . 
tion if properly cleared. 

On the 4th* — Marched at 5 in our way to one Potts — 9 miles from the 
Widow's — where we arrived at 10 o'clock. The road this day was bad: 
we got some wild turkeys here: in the night it came to blow habd at 
N. W. 

On the 5th: — Al^arched at 5 in our way to one Henry Enock's,4 being 
16 miles from Potts, whore we arrived at 2 o'clock. The road this day 
over prodigious moimtai»ns, and between the same we crossed over a 
run of water 20 times in 3 miles distance. After going 15 miles we 
came to a river called Kahapetiw, (Cacapon) where our men ferried the 
Army over and got to our ground, where we found a company of Peter 
Halket's encamped.?> 

On the 6th:— We halted this. day to refresh the Army. 

On the 7,th:— We marched at 5 in ou- way to one Oox's,6 12 miles from 
Epock's This morning was very cold but by 10 o'clock It was pro- 
digiously hot. Vve crossed a«aother run of water 19 times in 2 miles, 'and 
got to our ground ^t 2 o'clock, and encamped close to the Potomack.7 • 

On the 8th: — We began to ferry the Army over the river into Mary- 
. land, which was completed at 10, and then we marched on our way to 
one Jackson's, ^ miles from Cox's. At noon it rained very hard and 
coQtinued so till 2 o'clock, when we got to our ground, and encamped 
on the banks of the Potomack. . A fine situation, with a good deal of 
clear ground about it."

Surveyor for Lord Fairfax, surveyed for John Newlon a 
tract of land cont'kining 315 acres, beginning at a hickory. "Henry Knock's 
Corner, and thence with his line N. 12, E. 260 Poles to another of Henry* 
Enock's Corners." Henry Enock was one of Washington's chain-carriers, when 
surveying land for John Parker in Little Cacapon river, April 26, 1750— See "A 
Book of Surveys begun July 22, 1749," printed in Toner's edition of Washing- 
ton's "Journal while surveying for t^ord Fairfax in the Northern Neck of Vir- 
ginia beyond the Blue Ridge." p. 111. 

5. The Company belonged to the* 44th Regiment which marched over the 
same route in* advance of the 48th. This is evident from the statement of 
Lieutenant Orme. who savs that "no road had been made to Wills' Creek on 
the Maryland side of the Potomac," by which any part of-the Army could pro- . 
ceed. When General Braddock arrived at Wills' Creek, on May 10th, he pre^ 
ceeded the 48th Regiment, and found six companies of the 44th encamped at 
that place. The Company overtaken at the "Forks of Cacapon," May 5th, by 
the 48th ifegiment, was evidently the rear guard, or company, of the 44th. The 
entire army must therefore have marched through eastern West Virginia.

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CHAPTER III. 
WEST VIRGINIA SOLDIERS IN LORD DUNMORE'S WAR. 

In the year 1774, John Murray, Earl of Dunmore, was the gover- 
nor of the Colony *of Virginia; hence Dunmore 's War was a desig- 
nation applied to .a series of bloody deeds engaged in by the Vir- 
ginia frontiersmen and the warriors of the Indian Confederacy of 
the Ohio Wilderness, that year. 

At this time, Berkeley county, formed in 1772, included its pres- 
ent area with that of the Whole of Jefferson, and a part of that of 
Morgan. Hampshire county, not only had its present extent but 
a portion of Morgan, and all of the counties of Hardy, Grant and 
Mineral. Augusta county then stretched away from the Blue 
Ridge to the Ohio, and to the Upper Valley of that river, even, as 
was asserted, beyond Fort Pitt. That part of this county lying 
west of Hampshire, was known as the ** District of W^st Augusta" 
its boundaries being then undefined. Botetourt county, created 
in 1769, from the southern portion of Augusta county, likewise ex- 
tended from the Blue Ridge across West Virginia, to the Ohio 
river ; the line separating it from Augusta county, extending north 
fifty-five degrees west, and crossing Greenbrier river at the south- 
em end of the Marlin Mountains, terminated on the Ohio river, 
near the present village of Belleville, now in Wood county. West 
Virginia. Thus all that part of West Virginia lying between the 
said line and the Great Kanawha, river, was included in Botetourt 
county. Fin castle county, organized in 1772, from the southern 
part of Botetourt, also extended westward from the Blue Ridge 
to the Ohio, and included within its limits all of West Virginia 
lying between the Great Kanawha and Big Sandy rivers. At this 
time there were probably twenty thousand white people living in 
what is now West Virginia. 

In the ten years intervening between the close of the French and 
Indian War in 1763, and the year 1774 — that of Lord Dunmore 's 
War — ^there was comparative peace and quiet along the Western 
Frontier; and for this reason, this period has been called the 
''Halcyon Decade of the Eighteenth Century." But hostilities 
began in the spring of 1774, and a savage warfare with all its hor- 
rors, was waged upon the defenseless settlements of the Western 
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Border. Messengers bore tidings of this to "Williamsburg, the old 
Colonial Capital of Virginia, and the House of Burgesses — ^the 
legislative body of the Colony — directed Lord Dunmore to prose- 
cute a war against the Indian nations of the Ohio Wilderness. As 
a preliminary movement to this, he ordered Major Angus McDon- 
ald to proceed with four hundred men, from the Lower Shenan- 
doah Valley, by way of Wheeling, against the Wakatdmika and oth- 
er Indian towns in the Muskingum Valley, northwest of the Ohio. 
This was done but little accomplished, beyond exciting the Indians 
to increased acts of barbarity. Meantime, Governor Dunmore 
crossed the Blue Ridge, and, in the Lower Shenandoah Valley, fix- 
ed his headquarters at ''Green way Courf the home of Lord, Thom- 
as Fairfax. Here a thousand men were collected — five hundred 
from Frederick county, under Colonel Crawford, and five hundred 
from Berkeley county commanded by Colonel Adam Stephen. Gov- 
ernor Dunmore assumed command of this force, and heading it in 
person, proceeded to the Ohio. At Fort Pitt, he was joined by the 
''West Augusta Battalion '^ commanded by Major John Connolly. 
At Wheeling another hundred men were added to the ranks, and 
with his force thus augmented to thirteen hundred men. Lord Dun- 
m6re descended the Ohio to the mouth of Hockhocking river, where, 
at its mouth he reared a stockade fort to which he gave the name 
of Fort Gower, in honor of Lord Gower, his personal friend in the 
British House of Lords. 

Here Dunmore awaited the arrival of intelligence from the 
Southern Division of the army which he had ordered General An- 
drew Lewis to collect at "Camp Union'' on the Big Levels of 
Greenbrier, — now Lewisburg, West Virginia. This Division was 
composed of a Regiment from Augusta county, commanded by 
Colonel Charles Lewis; a Regiment from Botetourt* county under 
Colonel William Fleming; a Battalion from Fincastle county, at 
whose head was Colonel William Christian. A company of Minute 
Men under Colonel John Field, from Culpeper county ; a Volunteer 
Company under Captain Francis Slaughter, from Dunmore (now 
Shenandoah) county; a coinpany of Bedford County Riflemen 
under Captain Thomas Buford; and a company of Kentucky 
Pioneers under Captain James Harrod. This Division left Camp 
Union, in September, and proceeded to the Ohio river on 
which, at the mouth of the Great Kanawha, on Monday, October 
10th, 1774, the greater part of it was engaged in the battle of 
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Point Pleasant, the most desperate struggle ever waged between 
white men and Indians in America.^ 

Singularly enough no rolls or rosters of any of the companies 
with Major Angus IMcDonald, or with Lord Dunmore are known 
to be in existence. In the Southern Division under General Lewis 
there were thirty company organizations ; and of these the rolls of 
eleven have been preserved. They are as follows : —

West Virginia, a party of thirty-one young men, for tlie purpose of making a 
settlement in Kentucky. Descending the Ohio , to . the mouth of the Kentucky 
river, they thence journeyed through the wilderness to the Big Spring, now in 
Mercer county. Here they were engaged in founding Harrodsburg, the oldest 
town in Kentucky, when they were discovered by Daniel Boone and Michael 
Stoner who had been sent by Lord Dunmore to warn John Floyd, Deputy Sur- 
veyor of Fincastle county, Virginia, which then included all of Kentucky, to- 
gether with his assistants, then at the Falls of the Ohio, that an Indian War 
was begun. Harrod and party abandoned their settlement, and proceeded to 
the Holston Valley, where he ^nd twenty-seven of his men joined the Fincastle 
Battalion, and with Christian, arrived at Point Pleasant the evening after th« 
battle.— V. A. L.

If .to these we add those of 
the captains, of the nineteen companies, whose names are knowil, 
but of which we have no rosters, we shall have a total of five hun- 
dred and fifty names of the men who were with the Southern Di- 
vision, or left wing of Dunmore's Army, commanded by General 
Lewis.

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MAJOR-GENERAI, HORATIO GATES, OF BERKELEY COUNTY, WEST VIRGINIA. 

Born at Maiden, Essex county, England, in 1728 ; entered the army while a youth ; 
came to America ; commanded the King's Independent Company in New York ; 
stationed at Halifax, Nova Scotia, with the rank of Major; joined Braddock's ill- 
fated expedition, in 1755, and was shot through the body at the disastrous defeat oJ 
the battle of Monongahela; recovered, and served to the close of the French and 
Indian War; then settled on an estate, called "Traveler's Rest," in Berkeley 
county. West Virginia; entered the American service at the beginning of the Revo- 
lution; Brigadier-General and Adjutant- General Continental Army, June 17, 1775; 
Major-General Continental Army, May 16, 1776 : defeated the British army under Bur- 
goyne, at Saratoga, New York, October 17, 1777 ; made President Board of War, 
November, 1777 ; appointed to the command of the army> in North Carolina. June 
13, 1780 ; served to the close of the war ; then resided at "Traveler's Rest" until 
1780, when he removed to New York City, where he died, April 10, 1806. He had» 
been a resident of Berkeley county for twenty-seven years. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

WEST VIRGINIANS WHO WERE SOLDIERS AND PEN- 

SIONERS IN THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR— THE 

WAR FOR INDEPENDENCE. 

West Virginia did her full part in the War for Independence, 
and may be regarded as the ''fourteenth link in the American 
Chain." West Virginians were on nearly all the battlefields of 
that war, from Bunker Hill to Yorktown, and it may be safely said 
that there are more graves of Revolutionary soldiers in West Vir- 
ginia thMi in any other American State, outside of the thirteen 
original Commonwealths. 

County Organization in West Virginia During the 
Revolution. 

At its beginning — 1775 — there were about thirty thousand white 
people — men, women and children — residing in West Virginia. 
Then Augusta and Botecourt counties both extended across West 
Virginia, from the Blue Ridge to the Ohio, while the other units of 
government were Berkeley and Hampshire counties and the ** Dis- 
trict of West Augusta,'' the latter of which was, by an Act of the 
Virginia Assembly, in 1776, divided, and the counties of Monon- 
galia, Ohio and Yohogania formed therefrom. By a westward ex- 
tension of Mason and Dixon's Line, the greater part of Yohogania 
fell into Pennsylvania, and the residue was added to Ohio county. 
In 1776, the historic old Fincastle county was extinguished and 
the counties of Kentucky, Washington and Montgomery created 
therefrom. The last named of these counties extended to the Ohio, 
and included within its limits all of that part of West Virginia ly- 
ing between the Great Kanawha and Big Sandy rivers. By legis- 
lative enactment, Greenbrier county was formed in 1777, from the 
western part of Botetourt, and extended to the Ohio river. Such 
was the county organization of West Virginia during the Revo- 
lution. 

First Call for West Virginia Soldiers in the Revolution. 

These counties, as is shown by contemporary documents still ex- 
tant, responded freely to every call for men, and for supplies as 
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well, made upon them throughout the long years of that struggle. 
By an ordinance of the Virginia Convention, of July, 1775, pro- 
vision was made for raising two Regiments, of four hundred men 
each, for the defense of the Colony. Of these, one hundred men 
were to be enlisted in the ''District of West Augusta" and station- 
ed at Pittsburg; twenty-five more, also from ''West Augusta," 
were to serve at Fort Fincastle (afterward Fort Henry) at "Wheel- 
ing ; and still one hundred more, to be raised in Botetourt county — 
then extending westward to the Ohio river — ^to serve in Fort Ran- 
dolph, at the mouth of the Great Kanawha, now Point Pleasant, 
West Virginia.^ 

Second Call for West Virginia Soldiers for the Continental 

Army. 

In October, 1776, the* Virginia Assembly passed an Act prepar- 
atory to raising six battalions of Infantry on Continental Estab- 
lishment ; and under this, Ohio county was required to send to the 
army two captains, two first lieutenants, two second lieutenants, 
and two ensigns; Monongalia county, three captains, three first 
lieutenants, three second lieutenants and three ensigns; Berkeley 
county, one captain, one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant, and 
two ensigns; Hampshire county, one captain, one first lieutenant, 
one second lieutenant, and one ensign. It was further required 
that each captain should bring into the field twenty-eight men, 
each first lieutenant, twenty men, each second lieutenant, sixteen 
men, and each ensign, ten men. This meant one hundred and 
forty-eight men from Ohio county; two hundred and twenty-two 
from Monongalia; eighty-four from Berkeley;, and seventy-four 
from Hampshire. In addition to this, Augusta county, which then 
extended westward to the Ohio river, was required to send two 
captains, two first lieutenants, two second lieutenants, and two en- 
signs, with one hundred and forty-eight men, one-half of whom 
ought to be credited to West Virginia. Botetourt county, which 
likewise extended to the Ohio, was required to send two captains, 
one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant and one ensign, with 
one hundred and two men, one-half of whom ought likewise be 
credited to West Virginia. And further: Fincastle county, which 
also extended to the Ohio j'iver, was required to send one captain, 
one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant, and one ensign, with sev-

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enty-four men, one-half of whom should be credited to West Vir- 
ginia. Thus it was that the quota of officers and men of West Vir- 
ginia, under the call of 1776, numbered seven hundred and thirty- 
five men.2 

Third Call for West Virginia Soldiers. 

In October, 1777, an Act of Assembly provided for speedily re- 
cruiting the Virginia Regiments on Continental Establishment. 
Under this call, the quota of Berkeley county was fifty-two men; 
that of Hampshire, thirty-three men; that of Monongalia, forty 
men; that of Augusta (one-half credited to West Virginia), nine- 
ty-seven men; that of Botetourt (one-half credited to West Vir-- 
ginia), sixty men; that of Montgomery (just formed from Fin- 
castle, and one-half credited to West Virginia), thirty men; and 
that of Ohio county, such number as was equal to one twenty-fifth 
part of its able-bodied men.^ 

Fourth Call for West Virginia Soldiers. 

At the October Session of the Virginia Assembly, in 1778, an- 
other act was passed providing for further recruiting the Virginia 
Kegiments on Continental Establishment ; and under its provisions, 
the counties of Berkeley, Greenbrier (just formed from Botetourt), 
Hampshire, Monongalia and Ohio were each required to send to the 
field, before the first day of May ensuing, every twenty-fifth man 
of their entire enrolled militia. Each of these who would enlist 
for eighteen months, was to receive a bounty of three hundred dol- 
lars ; and to all who enlisted for three years, or during the war, the 
sum of four hundred dollars.* 

Fifth Call for West Virginia Soldiers. 

In May, 1779, an act was passed by the Assembly providing for 
raising a body of ** Volunteers for the Defense of the Common- 
wealth.'' Therein it was provided that for the protection of the 
western pioneers against the Indians (who had become the active 
allies of the British), and other enemies, two battalions, of five hun- 
dred men each, should be raised in the counties on the western side

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of the State — Ohio, Monongalia and Greenbrier, and in Western 
Augusta and Western Montgomery, the two last ^amed^ extending 
from the Shenandoah Valley to the Ohio river. Here was a requi- 
sition on West Virginia for one thousand men, their terms of service 
being nine months from the ensuing tenth of June.^ 

Sixth Call for West Virginia Soldiers. 

Again, later in this May Session of 1779, another act was passed 
providing for the organization of four Regiments — two for the de- 
fense of the eastern coast, and two for that of the Western fron- 
tiers. This force was to be raised by a requisition upon every coun- 
ty of the State — Berkeley, Greenbrier, Hampshire, Monongalia and 
Ohio included — ^for one twenty-fifth part of their enrolled militia.^ 

Seventh Call for West Virginia Soldiers. 

The urgency for men in the ranks of the Revolutionary army in- 
creased, and in May, 1780, the Virginia Assembly passed an act pro- 
viding for recruiting the quota of that State for the Continental ar- 
, my. By its provisions Berkeley, Greenbrier, Hampshire, Monon- 
galia and Ohio, with other counties were required to send to the 
army every fifteenth man of their enrolled Militia between the ages 
of eighteen and fifty years. If these were not supplied within thirty 
days by volunteers, then any deficit was to be made up by draft."^ 

Eighth Call for West Virginia Soldiers. 

General Washington and the Continental Congress continued to 
call upon Virginia for more men, and, in October, 1780, her Assem- 
bly passed another act making provision for recruiting the State's 
quota of troops to serve in the Continental army. By its provisions, 
Berkeley county was required to furnish sixty-eight men; Green- 
brier, thirty-four men; Hampshire, sixty-three men; and Monon- 
galia, South of Mason and Dixon's Line, thirty men. These levies 
were to be supplied by volunteers from each county.^

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Ninth Call for West Virginia Volunteers, in the Revolution. 

In 1781, at the May Session of the Virginia Assembly, it was en- 
acted that the Governor should immediately appoint a district of- 
ficer in each county — Berkeley, Greenbrier, Hampshire, Monongalia 
and Ohio included — ^to recruit, by voluntary enlistments, soldiers 
for the term of two years or during the war, each soldier to be not 
less than five feet and four inches, not a deserter nor subject to fits, 
but of able body and sound mind, and fit for immediate service. 
For all such men enlisted, the recruiting officer was to receive twen- 
ty shillings each.^ 

Last Call for Troops for the Continental Army. 

The last call by Virginia for troops for the Continental Army, 
was made by the General Assembly in May, 1782. It was then en- 
acted that for the purpose of recruiting three thousand men to com- 
plete the State's qouta on the Continental Line in the Army of the 
United States ; each of the counties — ^Berkeley, Greenbrier, Hamp- 
shire, Monongalia and Ohio among them — should furnish every 
fifteenth militia-man, who should be not less than five feet four 
inches in hjeight, of able body, sound mind, and between the ages of 
eighteen and fifty years, whose term of service should be three 
years or during the war.^® 

Greenbrier County Men in the Continental Army and with 
General Clark in the Illinois Country. 

In 1779, it was provided by the Assembly that every able-bodied 
freeman who should enlist for the protection and defense of Illinois 
County, should receive a bounty of seven hundred and fifty dollars, 
at once, and one hundred acres of land at the end of the war.^ 

Greenbrier men entered this service, as is shown by the letter of 
Colonel Andrew Donnally, of that county, dated March 27, 1781, to 
Governor Thomas Jefferson; in which he says: ''That part of our 
militia, which in obedience to your Excellency's order, were to be 
sent to join General George Rogers Clark, have gone with much 
alacrity. ' '^ At this time Greenbrier with a militia enrollment of

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550 effective men, had 174 of them in the Continental Army or with 
Clark in the Illinois Country. • Similar conditions existed in other 
West Virginia counties at that time. 

Clothing, Beep and Wagons Supplied by West Virginia Coun- 

TIES FOR THE CONTINENTIAL ArMY. 

Not only did West Virginia do her part in supplying men for 
the Revolution, but in furnishing supplies as well. The Assembly 
passed, at the October Session of 1780, an Act for supplying the 
Continental Army with clothing. Therein it was provided that 
every suit should consist of *Hwo shirts of linen or cotton, one pair 
of overalls, two pairs of stockings, one pair of shoes, and one wool, 
fur, or felt hat, or leather cap.*' Requisitions were made on the 
several counties for so many suits — on Berkeley county for seventy- 
one suits; on Greenbrier, for eight suits; and on Hampshire, for 
twenty-six suits. Each county was divided into as many militia dis- 
tricts as there were suits to be furnished. It waS' further provided 
that each one of these ** districts should furnish one good beef, 
weighing at least three hundred weight nett.'' Thus did Berkeley 
county furnish seventy-one suits and seventy-one head of cattle; 
Greenbrier, eight suits and 'eight head of cattle ; and Hampshire, 
twenty-six suits and twenty-six head of cattle. It was still further 
provided by this Act that each county supplying suits of clothing 
and beef cattle should also, on or before the first day of March en- 
suing, ''furnish and provide one good and servicable waggon with 
a good cover and a team of four good horses and complete harness 
with a driver who shall serve as a driver one month at the expense 
of each county respectively." Official accounts still extant show 
that Berkeley, Greenbrier, and Hampshire counties did this.^^ 

West Virginia Becomes the Back Door op the American Revo- 
lution: — In the year 1777, West Virginia became what may be 
called the **Back Door of the Revolution.'' It was then that Henry 
Hamilton, the British Lieutenant-Governor at Detroit, succeeded 
in inducing the Indians of the Ohio Wilderness to become the al- 
lies of the British and as such they began hostilities against the 
West Virginia frontier in the autumn of that year. From Detroit 
they obtained arms, ammunition, and all other supplies for their 
barbarian warfare.

Lord Chatham denounced the alliance between Great Britian and 

the American savages as a *' disgrace. — a deep and deadly sin;" but 
his protest availed nothing, and barbarian alliance began and con- 
tinued until the close of the Revolution. On the 1st day of Sep- 
tember, 1777, an Indian army three hundred strong, consisting of 
Mingoes, Shawnees, Delawares, and Wyandots, under the leadership 
of Simon Girty, and carrying the British colors, massacred twenty 
men under the walls of Fort Henry, and then laid siege to the fort. 
This continued for a night and two days when the besiegers with- 
drew, having lost between forty and fifty killed and wounded. In 
April, 1778, a body of Indians appeared before Fort Randolph at 
the mouth of the Great Kanawha; Lieutenant Moore, with some 
men from the garrison sallied forth to drive them off. They fell 
into an ambuscade, and he and three of his men were killed and the 
others saved themselves by a precipitate flight to the fort. In May 
of the same year, a large body of Indians laid siege to this fort, at- 
tacked it furiously, and for a week kept the garrison closely besieg- 
ed. Finding that they made no impression upon the fort they kill- 
ed the cattle about it, and withdrew. A few days later, the army 
which had besieged Fort Randolph, attacked Fort Donnally about 
ten miles northwest of Lewisburg, in Greenbrier county, and it was 
furiously assailed throughout the day, until the arrival of reen- 
forcements under Captain John Stuart, from Lewisburg, late in the 
evening when the attack was abandoned. On the -eleventh day of 
September, 1782, Fort Henry at Wheeling, was a second time be- 
sieged. This time the attacking force consisted of about three hun- 
dred Indians — Shawnees and Delawares — under the command of 
George Girty, and a company known as the ** Queen's Rangers'' 
commanded by Captain Pratt, from Detroit. They marched to the 
attack in regular file, headed by drum and fife, with the British 
flag flying over them. A surrender in the name of the British Gov- 
ernor was made, and **the best protection King George could af- 
ford," was promised. To this, contemptuous answers were 
made by the dauntless inmates of the fort. The attack 
began and continued for three days, when the assailants 
withdrew because of the approach of a strong re-enforce- 
ment under Captain "Williamson. This was the- most im- 
portant event of the Revolution, in West Virginia. Thus 
from the autumn of 1777, to that of 1782, did the savage allies of 
Great Britain wage a relentless warfare against the West Virginia 
frontier, and in addition to the events mentioned, there was scarce- 
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ly a month, in the whol* period of four years, in which, depreda- 
tions and atrocities were not committed on the defenseless settle- 
ments. . The Indians were as much the allies of the British, as were 
the Hessians, and the military movements in West Virginia from 
1777 to 1782, are as much those of the Revolution as were those of 
Trenton or Germantown. 

In the autumn of 1777, when it became known that the Indian 
Nations northwest of the Ohio would become the allies of Great 
Britain, an invasion of their country was planned, this to be com- 
manded by General Edward Hand. A call for troops for this pur- 
pose was made on the West Virginia frontiersmen, and Major 
George Skillern raised two companies in Botetourt county, which, 
with forty Greenbrier county men under Captain William Renick, 
repaired to Point Pleasant, at the mouth of the Great Kanawha 
river. At the same time and for the sam^ purpose. Captain William 
Foreman, of Hampshire county, collected a company of men in the 
South Branch Valley, and marched to the Ohio, arriving at Fort 
Henry, now Wheeling, on the 15th of September, fifteen days after 
the first siege at that place. On Sunday, the 26th ensuing, a great 
column of smoke was seen down the river and David Shepherd, a 
County-Lieutenant of Ohio county, believing that the Indians had 
set fire to the deserted Fort Tomlinson, on the Grave Creek Flats— 
now Moundsville — dispatched Captain Foreman with forty-five 
men to that place. No Indians were seen, the fort was intact and 
the troops spent the night at that place. The next day when re- 
turning to Wheeling, the party fell into an ambuscade at **Mc- 
Mechen Narrows," on the Ohio river, now in Marshall county, and 
twenty-one of the Virginians were killed at the first fire and several 
badly wounded. . The sad event is known in pioneer annals as 
** Foreman's Defeat,'* and long was heard the sorrowful story in 
the homes of the South Branch Valley and among the Hampshire 
Hills.

Notes on Captain William Foreman's Defeat. 
(F'om the Journals of the General Assembly of Virginia.) 

"Monday, November 2, 1778, the General Assembly received a peti- 
tion of" John Wiilson amd others; setting forth, that some of the peti- 
tioners, and those whom the others represent, being engaged in the de- 
fence of the western frontiers in September, 1777, were fired on by a 
number of Indians, when half of the party were killed on the spot, and 
many of their guns and blankets thereby lost, and praying some com- 
pensation for the same. 

"Friday, November f>, 1778, Mr. Lee, from the committee of Public 
Claims reported, that the committee had, according to order, had under 
their consideration, several petitions to them referred, amd had come 
to several resolutions thereupon, which he read in his place, and after- 
wards delivered in at the clerk's table, where the same were again read 
and agreed to, as followeth:" 

"1. Resolved, that it is the opinion of this committee. That the peti- 
tion of JohQ Wilson and others, who were part of the militia 
ordered out by Gen. Hand, from the county of Hampshire, under 
the command of Captam William Forman, in defence of the western 
frontiers, praying to be allowed for the loss of their guns, blankets, pow- 
der horns and pouches, in an engagement with the Indians in the month 
of September, 1777, is reasonable; and that there ought to be allowed 
to the petitioners, the several sums following, to wit, John Wilson, 
£ 91.10s.: Solomon Jones, £ 1.10s.; Abraham Powell, £2; Samuel Low- 
ery, £ 1.10s.; Anthony Miller, £ 1.10s.; the representatives of William 
Forman, £11; of Edward Peterson, £11; of Benjamin Powell, £ 14.15s; 
of Samuel Johnson, £10; of Isaac Harness, £13; of Jacob Pugh, £10; of 
Elisha Shivers, £7; of Robert M'Grew, £ 1.10s; of Henry Riser, £ 1.10s; 
and of Bartholomew Viney. £1.10; and that the same ought to be charg- 
ed in the accounting of this Commonwealth, against the United States 
of America."

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An Observation: — No sooner did it appear that the drama of 
the Revolution was at hand, than the patriotic sons of Berkeley 
county, then embracing the present county of Jefferson, organized 
for the fray. More than a hundred of them became members of a 
Company of Berkeley County Riflemen. For their uniform they 
adopted home-spun hunting-shirts, made of linsey-woolsey, fringed 
around the neck and down the front, leather loggings and mocca- 
sins. Hugh Stephenson was elected Captain, and then these gal- 
lant men held themselves in readiness to march at their cotlntry*s 
call. The order came, when,' on the 14th of Juii6, 1775, the Con- 
tinental Congress resolved that two companies of expert riflemeai 
should be impaediately raised in Pennsylvania; . two in Maryland 
and two in Virginia, and that each should march as soon as ready. 
Captain Stephenson obeyed the summons with alacrity; Morgan's 
Spring, near Shepherdstown, now in Jefferson county, was desig- 
nated as the place of rendezvous, and on the 17th of July, fixed as 
the day of departure. That morning having partaken of a frugal 
meal and reverently received the blessing of a holy Man of God, 
they, ''not a man missing'' took a ''bee-line" for Boston, six hun- 
dred miles away, which they reached on the 10th of August, after 
a march of twenty-four days. On the arrival at the American 
Camp, at Cambridge, Captain Stephenson introduced the Company 
as being "from the right bank of the Potomac." General Wash- 
ington knew some of these men personally, and passing along the 
line, shook the hand of every man in it. No other company render- 
ed more faithful service in the war for independece. Fifty years 
passed away and brought July 17, 1825 — ^the fiftieth anniversary 
of the departure from Morgan's Spring. Then but four of these 
volunteer riflemen were alive. These were Major Henry Bedinger, 
of Berkeley county ; his brother Michael George Bedinger, of Blue 
Licks, Kentucky; Peter Lauck, of Winchester, Vii^ginia; and Wil- 
liam Hulse, of Wheeling, West Virginia. 

The Virginia-Mabyland Eiflb Bbqimknt.

Captain Hugh Stevenson, returned from Boston in the spring of 
1776, and together with Captain Moses Rawlings, organized the 
Virginia-Maryland Rifle Regiment, of which he became colonel, 
and Rawlings lieutenant-colonel. It was composed of Virginians 
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MA-JOB-GENERAIi DANIEL MORGAN, OF BERKELEY COUNTY, WEST VIRGINIA. 

Of Virginia Rifle renown. Bern in New Jersey, in 1737 ; came to what is now 
Berkeley county, in 1755, and that year shared the perils of Braddock's Defeat, 
where he was wounded in the necli and cheek : engaged in agricultural pursuits, 
near Martinsburg, until about the beginning of the Revolution, when he purchased 
a farm in what is now Frederick county, Virginia; entered the American service 
as Captain of a Company of Virginia Riflemen, in July, 1775 ; was in the expedi- 
tion against Quebec ; appointed Colonel of the 11th Virginia Regiment, being desig- 
uated as the 7th Virginia, September 14 1778, its ranks being largely filled with 
men from the Elastern Pan -Handle of West Virginia. He was made a Brigadier 
General of the Continental Army, October 13, 1780. Served everywhere to the end 
of the war ; surrendered nowhere. He was appointed in 1794 to the command of 
the Virginia troops — 4,800 in number — engaged in the suppression of the Whiskey 
Insurrection in Western Pennsylvania in that year. He died July 6, 1802, and 
was buried at Winchester, In Frederick county, Virginia. 
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from the counties of Berkeley and Hampshire; and of men frojH 
Western Maryland. It consisted of eight companies, 1st, 2d, 5th, 
6th, and 7th, from Virginia ; and the 3d, 4th, and 8th, from Mary- 
land. The ofScial organization of the Virginia Companies were as

Abraham Davenport came from St. Mary's or Charles County, 
Maryland, to Berkeley County, Yir^nia, now West Virginia, in 
the year 1775, bringing with him four sons all of whom rendered 
service in the Revolutionary" Army. These were : 

John, a private in the 6th Virginia Regiment, and later, in the 7th. 

Adrian, a private in Captain Thomas Beall's Company in Colonel 
Moses Rawling's Virginia-Maryland, Rifle Regiment. 

Abram, a Sergeant in Captain Thomas Beairs Company. 

Anthony S., a private In a Company ot a Virginia Regiment. His pen- 
sion papers do not contain the name of his commanding officer. 

Captain James Strode commanding a company of militia in Berkeley 
county was fifty years of age when the war began; served as a recruit- 
ing officer throughout its continuance.

Sib: 
By Orders received from Col: Clark, we have just Return'd from Fred- 
erick Town to this place, in hopes to get the Regt: equip'd for the West- 
ern expedition. 

1 must beg leave once moi%) to mention to your Excellency the great, 
distrefs the Regiment is in for want of cloathing, the Soldiers being al- 
most naked for want of linen, and entirely without shioes. Col: Clark 
informs me he expects a considerable quantity of Linen at Winchester, 
of which we shall have a part; as for shoes, I know not where to apply. 
This will bfe handed to your Excellency by Capt: Cherry, paymaster 
to the Western Battalion, who will wait on the Treasurer for a sum of 
money due the Officers, agreeable to a late Act of Afsembly, and also will 
with cheerfulnefs obey any commands your Excellency may please to 
lay on hfm, in order to serve the Regiment in forwarding cloathing, 
money, &c.

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EARLY PENSION LEGISLATION BY CONGRESS— NAMES 

OP WEST VIRGINIANS ON THE PENSION ROLLS 

OP THE REVOLUTIONARY "WAR. 

Prior to the year 1818, Congress passed no pension laws, except 
for the relief of those officers and soldiers who were disabled in 
the service; consequently, all those who were not disabled, and 
died between the close of the Revolutionary War and the year 1818, 
could receive no pension, for all the pension laws require that the 
soldier ** shall be living at the date of the passage of the law." 

Act Approved March 18, 1818. 

This Act of Congress provided that every commlissioned officer, 
non-connnissioned officer, musician, and private soldier who served 
in the War of the Revolution, to the end thereof; or who served 
for a term of nine (»onsecutive months, or longer, at any period of 
the war on Continental Establishment (no matter how many terms 
were ser\'ed, one must have been for nine mcmths), and who was 
then or thereafter, by reason of his reduced circumstances in life, 
and shall be in need of assistance from his Country for support, 
«nd shall have substantiated his claim to a pension in the manner 
prescribed by this Act, shall receive a pension from the United 
States. Before the veteran could obtain a pension under this 
law he must show (1 ) that he had served in the War of the Revo- 
lution to the end thereof; (2) or for a term of nine consecutive 
months, or longer at some one period of the War, on Continental 
Establishment; (3) must yet be a resident of the United States; 
(4) and be in such destitute circumstances in life as to need the 
assistance of his country for suppoii;. Soon after the passage 
of this Act, applications for pensions, numbering about eight thou- 
sand (how many from West Virginia, I do not know), had accum- 
ulated. This alarmed Congress to such an extent that further pen- 
sion legislation was speedily enacted. 

Act Approved May 1, 1820. 

In this act it was provided that no person should be entitled to 
the further benefits under the law of 1818; ''unless he shall have 
exhibited to some court of record, in the county, city, or borough, 
in which he resides, a schedule, stihscrihed by him, containing his 
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whole estate and income. Being poor, yet possessing too much 
of the spirit of 1776, to pennit their ** goods and chattels'' to be 
thus exposed to the gaze of the public, many worthy men (some 
of them in West Virginia) refused a compliance with the pro- 
visions of this Act; and still others, possessed of some estates, 
could not aflRrm that they stood in **need of the assistance of their 
country for a support." IMany of these whose names had been 
admitted to the pension rolls, now made out the Schedules as re- 
quired, but, in the opinion of the Secretary of "War, a large num- 
ber of those who did this, were not entitled to the ''assistance of 
their country for support,'' and were subsequently dropped from 
the rolls and ceased to be pensioners. A knowledge of these facts 
brought forth from Congress further legislation. 

Act Approved March 1, 1823. 

This act authorized the Secretary of War" to restore to the 
list of pensioners the name of any person who may have been or 
may hereafter be, stricken therefrom, if such person has here- 
tofore furnished, or hereafter shall furnish, evidence that he is 
in 6uch indigent circumstances as to be unable to support himself 
without the assistance of his country, and that he has "not dl^ 
posed of, or transferred, his property, or any portitili ti'^feof, 
with a view to obtain a pension. After the passage of this iite*, 
and after so many of the old soldiers had been ''driven off the 
field," the Secretary became more liberal in his opinions with 
respect to the ''schedules," and large numbers of them wei*e 1>y 
■degrees restored to the rolls. ? 

Act Approved May 15, 1828. ' 

; . This act was provided without regard to any "property qualifi- 
cations; and being provided on the half -pay acts of t]be Conti- 
nental Congress and the Gratuity Act of May 15, 1778, no one 
could claim its provisions, unless he was adjudged to be entitled 
to "commutation" per act of March 22, 1783, or to the gratuity 
of eighty dollars pet* act of May 15, 1778. Though precisely a 
half dentury had rolled between the passage 6f the acts of Muy 
15; 1778, and May 15, 1828; y^t sev^^l hundreds of time-worn 
and old non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates -eotne 
Iforth'to receive the; la's^f token Of their fe^untry's regj^rd tinder the 
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latter act; many of whom had been ''dropi)ecl" by the **Alarm" 
act of May 1, 1820. 

Act Approved June 7, 1832. 

Congress by this act pro\nded ''That each of the surviving offi- 
cers, non-eommipsioned officers, musicians, soldiers, and Indian 
siries, who shall have served in the Continental Line, or Statd 
Line, volimteers, or militia, at one or more terms, a period of two 
years, during the ^'ar of the Revolution, and who are not entitled 
to any benefit under the act for the relief of certain survivors 
and soldiers of the Revolution, passed May 15, 1828, be authorized 
to receive a pension proportional to length of time served, but 
no pension should be granted to any one having served less than 
six months. How unjust this was, will appear when it is known, 
that much of the most meritorious service was rendered, and 
fiercest battles of the war waged, by four and six months^ men. 

Act Approved July 4, 1836. 

It was declared in this act, *'That if any person who served in 
the War of the Revolution, in the manner specified in the act 
passed June 7, 1832, have died, leaving a widow whose marriage 
took place hefore the expiration of the last period of his service, 
such widow shall be entitled to receive, during the time she may 
remain unmarried, the annuity or pension which mi^t have been 
allowed to her husband, by virtue of the act aforesaid, if living at 
the time it was passed. A widow who, on her own application, 
has been divorced from her husband, has no claim to a pension. 
All persons applying for pensions under this act, must prove that 
their parents were legally married." The marriage of a widow 
does not destroy her claim to pension under this act, provided 
she was a widow a second time on the day of its passage. 

Act OF July 7, 1838. 

This act provided, **That if any person who served in the War 
•of the Revolution in the manner specified in the act passed June 
7, 1832, have died, leaving a widow, whose marriage took place 
after ihe expiration of the last period of his service, and before 
January 1, 1796, such wndow shall be entitled to receive, for and 
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during the term of five years from the 4th day of March, 1836, 
the annuity or pension which mi<?ht have been allowed to her 
husband, by virtue of the said act, if living at the time it was 
passed: Provided, That in the event of the marriage of such 
widow, said annuity or pension shall be discontinued. AH widows 
whose husbands served in the Revolutionary War, as stated in the 
act, and who were married after the last term of his service, and 
prior to January 1, 1794, can claim pension under this act, pro- 
vided they were widows at the passage thereof." 

Othek Pension liEGisLATioN. 

There was other pension legislation relating to the volunteers 
of the Revolution, chiefly in the years 1843, 1844, 1848, but it con- 
sisted of annulments to the acts above cited. It was by their pro- 
visions that sui'vivors of the Revolution, their widows and orphans 
residing in We?t Virginia, were chiefly affected in the matter of 
ncnsions.

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Data Eelattng to the Pension Agency at Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia, FOB the Payments op Rbvolutionaby Pensions. 

March 26, 1838, the House of Representatives adopted a Resolu- 
tion requesting the Secretary of War to communicate to that body 
the aggregate number, of Pensioners then payable at the several 
agencies under his Department; with the aggregate amount of 
money required semi-annually to make payment at each agency, also 
the names of pensioners who have been added to the roll of eadi 
agent, and of all who have died or been dropped off by the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, since the last report in August, 1834. 

In compliance with this Resolution James L. Edwards, Comis- 
sioner of Pensions, made a report June 20, 1838, which filled a print- 
ed volume of 204 pages. From this the following data relative to the 
Revolutionary Pension Agency at Wheeling, West Virginia, is ex- 
tracted. At this place Archibald Woods, himself an aged Revolu- 
tionary soldier, was the Pension Agent, through whom all the Pen- 
sioners belonging to the AVheeling Agency were paid, he having 
been appointed as such Jime 17, 1836. Here were paid, at this time, 
20 Invalid Pensioners, their pensions granted prior to 1818; so un- 
der the act of March 18, 1818; 8 under the Act of May 15, 1828; 
190 under the act of June 7, 1832. and 5 under the act of July 4, 
1836, — a total of 285 pensioners.

The history of the operations of the Wheeling Agency for the 
paymjent of Revolutionary Pensioners, from the time of its establish- 
ment until it was closed, would be of great interest to all West Vir- 
ginians, and this may be compiled by some one hereafter — ^that is 
when the records of the Bureau of Pensions are printed. 
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BRIGADIER-GENERAL WILLIAM DARKJ5, OF BERKELEY COUNTY, WEST VIRGINIA. 

Born near Lancaster, Pennsylvania, in 1736, and when but five years of age, he 
accompanied his parents to a home near the present site of Duffleld's Station, njow 
in Jefferson county. West Virginia, where he grew to manhood. On the 9th of February, 
1776, he entered the the Revolutionary Army as Captain in the 8th Virginia Infantry, 
and became Major in that Regiment on the 4th of January, the next year ; was taken 
prisoner at the Battle of Germantown, en the 4th of October, 1777 ; exchanged. 
November 1, 1780, after which he was promoted to the rank of Uieutenant Colonel 
in a Virginia regiment. With Brigadier-General Adam Stephen he represented 
Berkeley county in the Virginia Federal Convention of 1788, and there voted for the 
ratification of the National Constitution. With the rank of Brigadier-General, he. 
In 1791. commanded the right wing of the American Army at St. Clair's defeat, 
in the Northwest Territory, at which it is said that eighty Berkeley county men 
were killed. General Darke died November 20, 1801, and is buried in Jefferson 
county. Darke county, Ohio, received its name in honor of him. 
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CHAPTER V. 

WEST VIRGINIANS IN THE INDIAN WARS AFTER THE 
REVOLUTION— THE LATER INDIAN WARS. 

(From 1783 to 1795.) 

The barbarian warfare which devastated the settlements west of 
the Alleghenies, after the close of the Revolution, was merciless in 
the extreme. The Indian nations occupying the r^on now em- 
braced in the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Michigan, who 
had been the allies of the British, not only refused to lay down 
their arms, but made powerful organizations to resist every force 
which could be sent against them. Great Britain refused to give 
up her western posts in compliance with the terms of the treaty 
of 1783, and her oflScers and garrisons fed the fires of Indian hate 
by their presence, their tonder of protection, their supplies of guns, 
powder, and knives, and in many instances, by their actual partic- 
ipation in the war waged against the American frontier. This con- 
tinued from 1783, until General Wayne broke forever the savage 
power at the battle of Fallen Timbers, — August 20, 1794, — a period 
of twelve years. During these border wars, more men, wotaien and 
children perished at the hands of the barbarian foe, victims of the 
sta^e, rirte, tomahawk, and scalping-knife — in what is now West 
Vii^inia, than had died from similar causes in any other region of 
like extent in America. 

These Indian wars on the frontier will be best understood, by 
having knowledge of the county organization of West Virginia 
during their continuance. At the close of the Revolution, (1783) 
the counties of Berkeley, Greenbrier, Hampshire, Monongalia, and 
Ohio had an existence; and Montgomery county extended to the 
Ohio and included all that part of West Virginia between the 
Great Kanawha and Big Sandy rivers. To these, during the con- 
tinuance of the Indian Wars, were added Harrison county, formed 
from Monongalia in 1784 ; Hardy from Hampshire, in 1786 ; Ran- 
dolph from Harrison, in 1787 ; Pendleton, from parts of Augusta, 
Hardy and Rockingham, in 1788; and Kanawha from parts of 
Greenbrier and Montgomery, in 1789. It was in these counties 
that the scenes of the Indian wars in West Virginia after the Rev- 
olution, are laid, and here their tragedies and dramas were enacted. 

Further, that we may gain a correct knowledge of the Indian 
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wars in West Virginia after the Revolution, it is necessary that 
we be informed as to the military establishment of the Border at 
that time. By an Act of the Virginia Assembly passed at the Octo- 
ber Session, it was provided that all free male persons — (other 
than those excepted between the ages of eighteen and fifty years 
should be enrolled and formed into Companies of three sergeants, 
three corporals, a dmmmer and a fifer, and not less than forty 
nor more than sixty-five rank and file; and these companies into 
Regiments of not more than one thousand nor fewer than five hun- 
dred men, if there be so many in the county. Each company shall 
be comimanded by a captain, lieutenant and ensign; and each Regi- 
ment by a colonel, lieutenant-colonel, and a major; and the whole 
by a coimty-lieutenant.^ 

It is thus seen that in each county of the State there was a regi- 
mental organization. These were in turn, form^ into brigades 
and Divisions. The Regiment? in the West Virginia counties were 
all in the tenth and thirteenth brigades, and all in the Fourth Di- 
vision. The military organization in West Virginia in the Indian 
wars is shown in the following : — 
Berkeley County — Fifty-fifth and Sixty-seventh Regiments, (completely 

organized) : Sixteenth Brigade and Third Division. 2,126 free white 

males of 16 years and upwards. 
Greenbbiek County — Seventy-ninth Regiment (organized) Thirteenth 

Brigade ftnd Third Division. 732 free white males of 16 years and 

upwards. 
Hampshire County — Seventy-seventh Regiment (completely organized) 

Tenth Brigadp and Third Divisicm, 1,662 free whitd males of 16 years 

and upwards. 
Hardy County — Fourteenth Regiment (ten companies). Tenth Brigade 

and Third Division. 1,108 free white males of 16 years and upwards. 
Harbison and Randolph Counties — Eleventh Regiment (one company of 

Light Infantry in Harrison and three in Randolph), Tenth Brigade and 

Third Division. 708 free white males of 16 years and upwards. 
Kanawha County— -Eightieth Regiment, Thirteenth Brigade and Third 

Division. 731 free white males of 16 years and upwards. 
Monongalia County — Seventy-sixth Regimemt; Tenth Brigade and Third 

•Division. 1,089 fr^e white males of 16 years and upwards. 
Ohio County — Fourth Regiment: Tenth Brigade and Third Division. 

1,222 free white males of 16 years and upwards. 
Pendleton County— Forty-sixth Regiment (eight companies) Tenth Bri- 
gade and Third Division. 5G8 free white males of 16 years and 
upwards.2

Each company was required to muster every two months at the 
call of the Captain; each Regiment once a year in April or May, 
on the call of the Colonel ; and all at a general muster in October 
or N6vember annually, on the call of the County-Lieutenant. In 
all counties east of the Blue Ridge the militia was required to be 
armed with muskets, but all to the westward of that mountain 
barrier, might be armed with rifles, and if any private made it to 
appear that he was unable to purchase a rifle, the County-Lieuten- 
ant, might buy it for him, paying for it out of militia fines in his 
hands. All regimental oflleers made reports within ten days after 
the general muster to the County-Lieutenant, who in turn within 
forty days after receiving these made his annual report to the Gov- 
ernor. December 15, 1788, it was enacted by the General Assem- 
bly that each militiaman in the counties on the Western Waters — 
those in West Virginia — should keep always ready a good musket 
or rifle, half a pound of good powder, and one pound of lead to 
be produced whenever called for by his commanding oflScer.^

An Observation. 

Snch were some of the early military organizations of "West Vir- 
ginia, which more than a hundred years ago, withstood the storm 
of savage warfare. The names and deeds of the men who formed 
their rank and file should never be forgotten. When the Indian 
wars were ended, these men went forth to conquer, not with the 
rifle^ but with the axe, that they might subdue the wilderness, and 
thus not only found for themselves a home of peace, but a rich in- 
heritance for their posterity. Their sons, many of them, served 
in Virginia Regiments in the Second War with England ; and their 
grandsons, some of them, were with Scott and Taylor in Mexico. 
By the last census of the United States it was shown that of all the 
States, West Virginia had the highest per cent of native born pop- 
ulation ; thus showing that the descendants chose to remain where 
a soldier ancestry sleeps, — an ancestry largely representative of the 
people of the State today. Let us save the records. 
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CHAPTEE VI. 

WESTERN VIRGINIA SOLDIERS IN THE ARiMT ORGAN- 
IZED FOR THE SUPPRESSION OF THE WHISKEY 
INSURRECTION IN WESTERN PENN- 
SYLVANIA IN 1794.

In the year 1794, there occurred in the valley of the Mononga- 
hela river and the region contiguous thereto a series of unlawful, 
violent, and insurrectionary acts to which, collectively, was applied 
the. term **The Whiskey Insurrection,'* a term which in that appli- 
cation has continued in use for more than a hundred years. This 
was indeed, the most important movement in the early history of 
our Republic, for it proved to be an example showing that the Fed- 
eral Government was not a rope of sand which might be broken at 
the will of any section of the country, whenever a State or part of a 
State thought a particular law might be oppressive. 

At this time all that part of the State of Pennsylvania, west of 
the Allegheny Mauntains was included in the four counties of Alle- 
gheny, Fayette, Washington, Westmoreland, and on the Western 
part of Bedford. The population which then numbered about 80,- 
000, were largely Scotch-Irish, or of that descent from the Cumber- 
land Valley and Virginia, a people whose earlier home had been be- 
yond the sea, in a land where whiskey was the national beverage. 
These men in Western Pennsylvania were agriculturists — produc- 
ers of grain and fruits — ^but there were no markets for these, and 
they became largely distillers of spirituous liquors. So extensive 
was this business that it has been said that every sixth land-owner 
was a distiller. 

Section Eight of Article I. of the Federal Constitution which 
became operative in 1789, provided that one of the duties of Con- 
gress should be, *'To lay and collect Taxes, Duties, Imposts, and 
Excises, to pay the debts and provide for the common Defence and 
general Welfare of the United States.'* In compliance with this. 
Congress upon the recommendation of Alexander Hamilton, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, passed ''An Act laying Duties on Distilled 
Spirits within the United States." This was approved March 3, 
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1791, and by its provisions the United States were divided into 
fourteen districts — one State in each — in each of which there was 
to be appointed a *' Supervisor of the Revenue/' under whose man- 
agement all collections of the revenue were to be made. Each Dis- 
trict was sub-divided into *' Surveys of Inspection'' with an In- 
spector in each, all under the direction of the Supervisors of the 
Revenue. Further, it was provided that after June 30, 1791, there 
should be paid an every gallon of spirits distilled in the United 
States from any article of the growth or produce of the United 
States, duties ranging from nine to twenty-live cents according to 
per cent below or above proof. When the provisions of this law be- 
came known, there was great dissatisfaction therewith ; and the peo- 
ple of Western Pennsylvania agreed to not only remonstrate, but 
to resist the enforcement of the law. This marked the beginning 
of the famous Whiskey Insurrection, the crisis of which — ^that of 
armed resistance — was reached in the autunm of 1794. 

Liberty poles were erected throughout all the insurrectionary 
districts, and on them floated banners with the significant words, 
''Liberty; No Excise; Death to Traitors." Any man who refused 
to assist in erecting a liberty pole was deemed an enemy to the com- 
mon cause. David Bradford, with the rank of Major-General, was 
at the head of the insurreetionarj'' army. He desired to secure the 
co-operation of the people of the counties — ^Monongalia, Ohio, Har- 
rison and Randolph — in Northwestern Virginia. In an effort to do 
this he issued the following : — 

Address to the Inhabitants of Monongalia County. 

Washington, (County, Pa.) August 6, 1794. 
Gentlemen: — I p-'osunie you have heard of the spirited opposition given 
to the excise law of this State. Matters have been so brought to pass 
here, that all aro under the necessity of bringing their minds to a final 
conclusion. Thi? has been the question amongst us some days: Shall 
we disapprove of the conduct of those engaged against Neville, the excise 
officer, or approve? Or in other words, shall we suffer them to fall a 
sacrifice to Federal Prosecution, o:* shall we support them? On the result 
of this business we have fully deliberated and have determined with 
head, heart, hand and voice that we will support the opposition to the 
excise larw. The crisis is now come, submission or opposition. We are 
determined i'a the opposition. We are determined in future to act 
agreeably to system, to form arrangements, guided by reason, prudence, 
fortitude and spiritod conduct. We have proposed a general meeting of 
the four counties of Pennsylvania, and have invited our brethren in the 
neighboring counties of Virginia to come forward and join us in council 
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and deliberation om this important crisis, and conclude upon measures 
interesting to the western counties of Pennsylvania and Virginia. A 
notification of this kind may be seen in the Pittsburg paper. Parkin- 
son's Ferry is the place proposed, as most central, and the 14th of August 
the time. We solicit you (by all the ties that an union of interest can 
suggest) CO come forward to join with us in our deliberations. The 
cause is common to us all; we invite you to come, even should you differ 
from us in opinion; we wish you to hear our reasons influenciing our 
conduct. Yours with esteem, 

DAVID BRADFORD.

A few days later a body of men from Western Pennsylvania en- 
tered Morgantown, Monongalia comity, West Virginia, where Ed- 
ward Sn^ith, was Collector of IJevenue. That official fled to Win- 
chester in the Shenandoah Valley, where he wrote Edward Carring- 
ton, Supervisor of the Revenue, at Richmond, and said: — "^ 

"I am threatened from all quarters in nay own county, and the Penn- 
sylva.niafQs came into our Town and ordered me to give up my papers, 
or they wculd come and destroy them with all of my property. In the 
meantime, no collection can go on, as our distillers will not pay until they 
see the event." 

When Governor Henry Lee had information of the condition in 
the valley of the Afonongahela, he, on August 20, 1794, issued the 
following : — 

Proclamation by the Governor op Virginia. 

"Whereas I have received information that a handitti from the West- 
ern parts of Pennsylvania have in defiance of law and order, passed into 
this Commonwealth, and by threats and other evil doings compelled an 
officer of the Tjnited States living in Morgan Town, in the County of 
Monongalia, to aba^adon his home and seek personal safety by flight; And 
whereas I have reason to believe that the said banditti are a part of 
that deluded combination of men described in the President's proclama- 
tion of the 7th day of this present month, who, forgetful of all obligations 
human and divine, ^eem intent only on rapine and anarchy, and there- 
fore endeavot by their emissaries and other illegal means to seduce the 
good people of this Commonwealth inhabiting. the Country bordering on 
the State of Pennsylvania, to unite with them i»n schemes and measures 
tending to destroy the tranquility and order which so happily prevails, 
and thereby to convert the blessings we so eminently enjoy under our 
free and equal government into the most afflicting miseries which can 
possibly befall the human race. 

To arrest these wicked designs; to uphold the majesty of the law; to 
preserve our fellow citizent^ from evil and our country from disgrace, 1

have thought proper, by and with the advice of the council of State, to 
issue this, my prorlamation calling on all officers, civil and military, to 
exercise with zeal, diligence, and firmness, every legal power vested in 
them respectively for the purpose of detecting and bringing to trial every 
offender or offenders in the premises. 

And I do moreover specially require and enjoin that all persons coming 
Into this Commonwealth from that part of our sister State, at present 
BO unhappily distracted, be particularly watched, and if they shall be 
found disseminating their wicked and pernicious doctrines, or in any way 
exciting a spirit of disobedience to government, thereby violating the 
peace and dignity of this Commonwealth, that they be immediately ap- 
prehended and dealt with according to law. 

Given under my hand as Governor, and under the seal of the Common- 
wealth, at Richmond, this twentieth day of August, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety-four, and of the Common- 
wealth the nineteenth. HENRY LBB.2 

Accompanying this proclamation was the following circular let- 
ter from Governor Lee t^ the Delegates, Militia Commandants, 
Courts, and Commandants of Volunteer Militia, from the District 
of Monongalia, and also Brigadier-General Benjamin Biggs : — 

Richmond, VlrgiHiia, 
SiBs: August 20, 1794. 

You will readily discover from the enclosed Proclamation how very 
solicitous the executive are to save their fellow citizens and Country 
from the horrors and disgrace which aflSict and defame a sister State; and 
you will perceive cur apprehensions that the Insurgents may, by their 
acts and emissaries, mislead some of our Countrymen, unless counter- 
exertions are made i^n time by the good and influential citizens. 

In this situation, I not only forward to you by express the endorsed 
act of Government, but also address you particularly, entreating you to 
prove your duty to the Commonwealth, love of order, and love of Country, 
to avail yourself of every means in your power to counteract the latent 
designs of your deluded neighbors, atnd to bring to punishment all who 
openly in any manner, violate the Peace and Dignity of the Common- 
wealth. 

Disagreeable as it is to point the bayonet against the breast of a fellow 
citizen, it is still more so to obey the mob, and therefore, but one opinion 
prevails among all orders of people l»n every part of the State from which 
I have as yet heard, viz: detestation of the Pemnsylvania Insurgents; of 
their principles, and actions and determination to compel their sub- 
mission to legal authority. 

Orders have been issued for a large detachment of our militia to 
march under the command of General [Daniel] Morgan, at p. moment's 
warning and the whole body of mllltla are ready to follow, was the same 
necessary.

The proclamation and circular letter of Governor Lee were borne 
by an express rider, who on his arrival at Morgantown, was to de- 
liver them to Hon. Thomas Wilson. From the following letter w© 
learn of the delivery of these documents : — 

Letter jrom Colonel Wujaah McCreery, op Monongalia Coun- 
ty, IN Reply to that op Governor Lee. 

Morgan Town, Va. 
Sirs: 28th of Aug. 1794. 

Your express arrived here today with sundry letters addressed to the 
care of Mr. Thomas Wilson, who happened not to he at home; thinking 
it right (in this alarming time) I received the Papers & Passed a receipt 
for them. Mr. Wilson will be at home tomorrow & no doubt will send 
them insta'ntly forward to their address. 

We are all in this, Harrison & Randolph counties in Peace, & also Ohio 
with some exceptions; a state of neutrality is all we are able to support, 
and, indeed, we are in this town much threatened now for lying still 
by our Powerful neighbors. However I trust we will support it until the 
Government takes measures to bring about Peace — the Commissioners! who 
attended at Pittsburg, by order of the President of the United States, and 
also by order of the Governor of Pennsylvania, but nothing has yet trans- 
pired that can be relied upon; a Committee of 12 men from the insurgents 
met them, and it is reported that no terms but a repeal of the Excise Law 
will be accepted by the People — ^however this isi only report. I am in 
beast Sir. 

Your Excellency's Most Obedient Servant,

The MejItary Establishment op Virginia. 

The military establishment of Virginia in 1794, was that provid- 
ed for in the Acts of Assembly passed December 22, 1792, and De- 
cember 2, 1793. This consisted of four Divisions, the third of which 
embraced all the regimental organizations then existing in what is 
now West Virginia. Of this Division Major-General Daniel Mor- 
gan, of Revolutionary fame, was the commander. This Division 
was^ composed of seven Brigades, viz:, the Seventh of four Regi- 
ments ; the Tenth of nine Regiments ; the Thirteenth of nine Regi- 
ments; the Sixteenth of four Regiments; the Seventeenth of nine 
Regiments ; the Eighteenth of three Regiments ; and the Nineteenth 
of five Regiments. Of these Regiments the 4th was in Ohio county ; 
the 11th in Harrison coimty ; the 14th in Hardy ; the 46th in Pen- 
dleton ; the 55th and 67th in Berkeley ; the 77th in Hampshire ; the 
76th and 104th in Monongalia; the 79th in Greenbrier; the 80th in 
Kanawha; the 103d in Ohio, but afterward in Brooke; and the 
108th in Greenbrier, but aftenvard in Monroe. Of these the 4th, 
nth, 76th, 103d, 104th, and 107th formed the Tenth Brigade, of 
which Brigadier-General Benjamin Biggs, of Ohio county, was the 
commander, and Robert McClure of the same county, was Brigade 
Inspector. The 79th and 80th were in the Thirteenth Brigade com- 
manded by General John Bowyer of Botetourt county, the Brigade 
Inspector being Stephen Trigg of the same county. The 55th and 
67th were in the Sixteenth Brigade, Brigadier-General William 
Darke, of Berkeley county, commanding . The 108th belonged 
the Fame county, being the Brigade Inspector. The 14th, 46th, and 
the 77th, formed the Eighteenth Brigade, Brigadier-General Jo- 
seph Neville, of Hardy county commanding. The 108th belonged 
to the Nineteenth Brigade. Such was the organization of the 
Western Virginia troops. 

On the 15th of August, 1794, Governor Lee in his ca- 
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pacity of Commander-in-Chief of the Military Establishmmt of 
Virginia, issued a ** General Order'' stating that the President of 
the United States had called upcm the Commonwealth for three 
thousand Infantry, and three hundred Cavalry for immediate ser- 
vice. By this Order these troops were to form a Division com- 
manded by General Daniel Morgan, and be divided into two Brig- 
ades, that from the eastern part of the State, to be under Brigadier 
General James Mathews of Norfolk ; the other composed of western 
men to be under command of Gteneral William Darke, of 
Berkeley county, the Commandant of the Sixteenth Bri- 
gade of the 8rd Division. Tn this Order the 4th Regi- 
ment in Ohio county; the 11th in Harrison' county; 
the 76th in ]\tonongalia county; the 79th in Greenbrier county; 
and the 80th in Kanawha county ; were exempted from furnishing 
any of the levies for the suppression of the Whiskey Insurrecticm, 
** because they consist of frontier inhabitants who are exposed to 
constant Indian warfare.'* Thus it is seen that with the exception 
of these West Virginia Regiments, General Morgan must 
get his Western men from the 103d Regiment of Ohio county; the 
104th of Monongalia; the 107th of Randolph; of Brigadier General 
Biggs' 10th Brigade; the 14th of Hardy; the 46th of Pendleton, 
and the 77th of Hampshire, composing the 18th Brigade of General 
Joseph Meville: and the 55th and 67th of Berkeley county, which 
belonged to General William Darke's 16th Brigade. Meantime, the 
President had made another requisition on Virginia for an addi- 
tional fifteen hundred troops which brought her total levies up to 
four thousand eight hundred men. Winchester in the Shenandoah 
valley, was made the place of rendezvous for the eastern men, while 
Moorefield in Hardy county, was designated as the place of ren- 
dezvous for the western men. 

General Orders Issued by MAjoR-GENERAii Morgan. 

The Brigades composing the First Division are immediately to furnish 
three thousand and forty-one men, officers included, properly equipped, 
and ready to march at a moment's warding. As no accurate returns 
have heen made to the Adjutant-Ge«nerars office, the Comimander-in-Chief 
has ordered that each Brigade shall furnish an equal number of men: 
General Darke's Brigade will therefore furnish six hundred and nine 
men; General Zane's Brigade, six hundred and eight men; General 
Bigg's Brigade, six hundred and eight men; and General Bowyer's Bri- 
gade, six hundred and eight men. In the formation of the several corps 
the Brigades will be pleased to pay due attendance to the General Orders 
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of the 20tli of June. They are also requested to comply as early as 
possible with the General Orders of the 19th of June. Mr. Thomas 
Parker is appointed Aid-de-camp to the GeneraJ, and is to be respected 
and obeyed as such. He is ordered to furnish the commanding officers 
of the Brigades with the General Orders referred to.

Of the men thns called into service by Major-General Morgan, 
fully twelve hundred were from Military Organizations then ex- 
isting within the present limits of West Virginia. How many of 
these men reported at the rendezvous at Moorefield, we do not know 
— ^probably all of them. In this connection the following item, bear- 
ing date Sept. 4, 1794, and appeaidng on page 293, of Volume VII. 
of the ** Calendar of Virginia State Papers,'' is of mucK interest to 
the student of our State History : — 

"Money advanced Brigadier-General Biggs on an estimate of Expence, 
which may probably be increased, for provision in marching 308 men 
from his Brigade to Moorefleld, being about 60 miles, supposed to cost 
7d. each per day, and to require 4 days, going 15 miles per day, including 

lost time for rest £35.19.0 

4 Baggage and provision wagons finding themselves 4 days, at 

I5s. per day each going 12 : 00.0 

Ditto for returning empty, 25 miles per day 9:00.0

Who were these three hundred and eight men who belonged to 
the Brigade commitnded by Brigadier-General Biggs, and whom he 
marched to Moorefield? Evidently they composed the levies from, 
the 11th and 107th Eegiments in Harrison and Eandolph counties. 
The whole number of troops which rendezvoused at Moorefield, pro- 
ceeded to Cumberland, Maryland, where they joined the other Vir- 
ginia troops, with whom they marched into Western Pennsylvania. 
Governor Henry Lee was Commander-in-Chief of the armijr com- 
posed of the men from the States previously mentioned, and when 
the order was issued for this army to return, he detailed General 
Morgan with twenty-five hundred men, to remain in the vicinity of 
Pittsburg during the winter of 1794-95. A portion of these at least 
were evidently the West Virginians belonging to Brigadier-General 
Darke's Brigade. No rolls or Rosters of them have been found, but

CHAPTER VII. 

WEST VIRGINIANS IN THE SECOND WAR WITH ENG- 
LAND—THE WAR OF 1812— CORRESPON- 
DENCE CONNECTED THEREWITH. 

West Virginia Counties in the Military Establishment of Vir- 
ginia IN THE War of 1812, as Arranged Under Act 
OF Assembly, January 28, 1804. 

(Source — Organization of the Militia of the State of Virginia. A Bulle- 
tin issued from the office of Moses Green, Adjutant-General of the Com- 
monwealth, June 1, 1814.) 

"We trusted to the moral feelifig of the country x x x x Nor had the war, 
that of 1812, continued, would that trust have been in vain — But while the 
war lasted, did it furnish no evidence of the common sympathy which 
binds the West to the East? x x xThere was not a mountain, a river, a 
valley of the West that did not respond with animation, to this appeal to 
the patriotism of Virginia. At the cry of Invasion and danger from the 
East, every man of the West from the summit of the Blue Ridge to the 
shores of the Ohio, capable of bearing arms, mounted his horse, strapped 
on his knapsack and turned his face from home — there was no distinction 
of the rich from the poor. Gentlemen who had occupied conspicuous 
places in our halls of legislation — the ploughman from fresh fallow field — 
officers, soldiers, and citizens — all moved with one accord. In a fortnight, 
•15.000 men were mustered in sight of Richmond among them the largest 
body of cavalry that was ever reviewed in our portion of the continent. 
In one morning a thousand of them were discharged as supernumeraries. 
On their return home they met on the mountains the eagles of the West 
still sweeping their flight to the East. Their course was turned to their 
mountains., only when danger had ceased.'* Speech of Charles Fenton 
Mercer in the Constitutional Convention of Virginia, delivered, Thursday, 
November 5, 1829. — Journal p. 203.

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A DboiiAration op War. 

On the 18th of Jiine, 1812, Congress passed an Act declaring: 
**That War be and the same is hereby declared to exist between the 
United Kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland, and the dependen- 
cies thereof, and the United States of America and their Territo- 
ries. " Of this the President, James Madison, on. the next day made 
proclamation thereof. 

A Requisition on Viroinia i'or Troops. — Letter op William 
EusTis, Secretary of War, to Governor Barbour. 

'War Dep&rtment, 
AprU 15, 1812. 

I am instructed by the President of the United States to call upon the 
Executives of the several States to take effectual measures to organize, 
arm, and equip according to I^aw, and hold in readiness to march at a 
moment's warning their respective proportions of one hundred thousand 
Militia— officers included. ♦ ♦ * 

This, therefore, is to require of your Eixcellency to take effectual 
means for having Twelve thousand of the Militia of Virginia (being her 
quota) detached and fully organized in Companies, Battalions, Regiments, 
Brigades, and Divisions within the shortest period that circumstances 
will permit, and as nearly as possible in the following proportions of 
Artillery, Cavalry, and Infantry, viz.: One-twentieth part of Artillery; 
one-twentieth part of Cavalry, and the residue Infantry. There will, 
however, be no objection on the part of the President of the United 
States to the admission of a proportion of Riflemen duly organized 
in distinct corps, and not exceeding one-tenth part of the whole quota 
of the States respectively. Each Corps should be properly armed and 
equipped for actual service. * ♦ ♦ ♦

Four days after the receipt of the above — ^April 19, 1812 — Gov- 
ernor Barbour issued *' General Orders," to the Brigadier-Generals 
of the State Military Establishment, thus calling into service the 
quotas of each Brigade sufficient in number to make twelve thous- 
and men as required from the Commonwealth by the President of 
the United States. The Companies, thus called into service from 
Virginia counties, now embraced in West Virginia, were as fol- 
lows ; that is to say : — 

1. Captain "W/ilson's Rifle Company attached to the 76th Regiment 

of Monongalia County; estimated at 50 men. 

2. Captain Moigan's Rifle Company attached to the 104th Regiment of 

Monongalia County: estimated at 50 men. 
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S. Captain Pugh's Rifle Compiany attached to the 103d Regiment of 
Brooke County, estimated at 50 men. 

4. Captain Simmon's Ritie Company attached to the 120th Regiment • 

of Cabell Coimty, estimated at 50 men. 

5. Captain Van Sickle's Rifle Company attached to the 106th Regiment 

of Mason County, estimated at 50 men. 

6. Captain Keiney*? Rifle Company attached to the 55th Regiment of 

Jefferson CouDty, estimated at 50 men. 

7. Captain Mason's Rifle Company attached to the 67th Regiment of 

Berkeley County, estimated at 50 men. 

8. Captain Bodkin's Rifle Company attached to the 46th Regiment of 

Pendleton County, estimated at 50 men. 

9. Captain Heiskell's Rifle Company attached to the 77th Regiment 

of Hampshire County, estimated at 50 mem. 

10. Captain Peck's Rifle Company attached to the 11th Regiment of 

Harrison County, estimated at 50 men. 

11. Captain James Faulkner's Artillery Company attached to the 67t^l 

Regiment of Berkeley County, estimated at 50 men. 
Each of the above counties to furnish one Colonel, one Major, and 
a due proportion of Captains, Lieutenants, Ensigns, non-commis- 
sioned oflSjfeers, musicians, etc., and allowing 60 men, (officers includ- 
ed) to each company. 

Then the Oovemor added: '*It would be a source of pride and 
exultation to Virginia were her sons, animated by that heroic spirit 
and love of Country the distinguishing characteristics of their ch^- 
aicter, in this important crisis, to come forward and make a tender 
of their services. * * * Should this event happen, and it is 
cionfidently anticipated, such tenders to be accepted ; and should the 
number of Volunteers exceed the quota of the respective Brigades, 
their services may nevertheless be previously accepted, subject to 
the pleasure of the Executive.'' " The Western Virginians took ad- 
vantage of this last proposition and there was witnessed the sceii'e 
described in the extract from the speech of Charles Penton Mercer, 
appearing at the head of this chapter. 

THE WESTERN VIRGINIA BRIGADE WITH GENERAL 
HARRISON IN THE NORTHWESTERN ARMY. - 

Previous to the Declaration of War General William Hull with 
about two thousand men was ordered to proceed to Detroit. This 
array arrived at the head of Lake Erie, about the time the war waiB 
declared. General Hull, after concentrating his forces at Detroit

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crossed over the river to^ Sandwich and issuccl a Proclamatibn to 
the inhabitants of Canada. In this he said: — 

"The Army under my commatid has Invaded your country; and the 
Jstaadard of the Uaaion now waves over the territory of Canada. To the 
peaceable, unoffending inhabitants, it brings neither danger nor difficulty. 
H) come to find eneniies, not to make them. I come to protect, not to 
injure you." 

On the 10th of July Colonels Cass and Miller, attempted to sur- 
prise a British post, three hundred strong, distant about five miles 
from Maiden; a slight skirmish ensued when the British retreated, 
leaving eleven men killed and. wounded on the field; and the Amer- 
icans returned to their headquarters at Sandwich. The British re- 
turned to post from which they had fled, and there was skirmishing 
oil the 19th and 20th with trifling success on either side. Previous 
,t(» leaving Detroit, large bodies of Indians tendered him their ser- 
vices, but he stated that he was not authorized to accept them, and 
that he wished them to remain silent spectators, and not engage <mi 
either side ; but' this was not their choice, and they at once crossed 
over to Maiden where they were accepted and put into service of the 
;Bi:dtish. Then, too, Britij^h force?^ arrived at Amherstburg, eighteen 
:tnjjes below Detroit, at Which place Major-General Isaac Brack 
i^ade his headqua;rters. An advance was made by the British and 
Lidians in great force ; and the Americans recrossed the river to 
Detroit on the 8l:h of August. Here they were besieged and iit- 
tacked. On the 15th General Brock demanded the immediate sur- 
render of Fort Detroit. To this General Hull replied by saiying: 
.f.*I am prepared to meet any force which you may have ^t your dis- 
jipsal.*' This proved to be untrue, for, on the next day he surreD- 
j^ered the American Army prisoners of war.^ Thus Detroit and all 
^^lichigan Territory passed under the British dominion . Of this 
General Brock made immediate proclamation.

Sir: — I 

T am commanded by the President to request your Excellency to ciail 
out, arm and equip iiftcesi hundred of the detached Militia Infantry of 
Virginia as soon as practicable. 

This force is destined to co-operate with the Northwestern army, and 
it is submitted to your Excellency to have the troops detached and ren- 
dezvoused at such part of the State as you may judge most convenient 
for their march to the western frontier of Ohio. 

The recent issues of arms, equipments, and Camp equipage, relndef it 
necessary to require these troops should furnish themselves, or be Ap- 
plied for their march from the Arsenals of the State.

Governor Barl)our ha5?tc*ned to comply with the request of the 

President and on the day on which this was received, he issued an 

order or proclamation providing for the formation of a Western 

Virginia Brigade, as follows: —

April last, making im the 
aggregate 1600 men forthwith to take the field and repair to Point Pleasant, 
in the county of ;Maaon, on the Ohio River, established hereby, as the 
place of General Rendezvous for the said detachment, vi^^:

Should there be any difficulty in procuring the 
necessary means of ccnveyance, together with such camp equipage, as pre- , 
scribed by the 43d section of the Militia law of the 28th of January, 1804, 
the Commandants will resort to the impressment, asi authorized by that 
section. 

Until the troops shall arrive at the place of rendezvous, where they 
will be furnished by a regular contractor, the Captains of the respective 
companies are to provide the necessary supplies, and draw on the pay- 
master, to be stationed at Point Pleasant, for the amount 

The Riflemen will take with, them their rifles aad accoutrements^ in 
complete order. Should any rifle company, however, be unprovided 
with ariDiS, the Commanda»at of the Regiment to which it is attached, is to 
place in its hands the best public arms belonging to the Regiment. The 
Infantry of the line £»nd IJght Infantry, will go unarmed to the general 
rendezvous, to which plac • « ^e thousand and fifty stand of muskets, of 
the best quality, with the n-r ^ssary accoutrements, will be forthwith sent, 
ready to be placed in their hands, on their arrival. 

Tents and knapsacks will be immediately sent to Point Pleasant, (from 
Richmond) for the accommodation of the troops. 

Brigadier-General Leftwich, will organize -the detachment into Regi- 
ments aod Battalions, as soon as his force shall be concentrated: and w^^ 
wait the orders nf the Secr^^.iry of AYnr." 
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Here Governor Barbour inserted the following address: 

CITIZEN SOLDIERS OF WESTERN VIRGINIA! 

**Your country, after submitting to every insult and injury from Great 
Britain, which power, guided by injustice, could offer, or inflict, — after 
haying essayed, in vain, every attempt to procure redress, which was 
calculated to influence a nation, which respected either justice or honor, — 
after practising a degree of forbearance which, whilst it testified her 
solicitude for peace, exposed her character to a humiliating imputation* 
appealed to Arms. In the moderatiosi of our government will be found, 
the most conclusive evidence that this solemn appeal originated neither 
from the thirst of glory, nor the wish for conquest, but from a solicitude 
to maintain our honor free from pollution, and our rights from invasion. 
It was a measure not only dictated by necessity, but called' for by the 
people, and is emphatically their War. 

The first effort has failed of success — Gen. Hull and his army are pris- 
oners of War! — Your implacable enemy contemptuously disregarding the 
dictates of honorable warfare have again called to their aid their old 
allies, the Indians, and have acquired thereby a temporary success. Our 
Western Frontier is laid bare to their inroads. Our women and children 
are exposed to the ruthless vengeance of the savage, who thirsting for 
blood, are advancing on, holding in one hand the tomahawk, that never 
spared, — in the other, brandishing the burning torch. To shield them 
from these calamities, our Brothers of the Wilderness call for our aid. — 
Rise, my beloved countrymen, obey this sacred summons, and rally around 
the unfurled banner of your country. — Confiding in the justice of your 
cause, — reposing upon the aid of Providence, with your arms 
nerved with your Country's wrongs, and with the Glory of our ances- 
tors beaming from the fields of Saratoga, Eutaw, amd York, a sacred light 
Illuminating your path, — advance, — ^meet the perfidious foe, strike him 
borne, and by a severe lustration, wipe off the stain upon the character of 
our country. 

The present crisis is in travail with our future destines and calls for an 
exertion and energy proportionate to the occasion. Our enemies, foreign 
and Internal, Indulge in unhallowed auguries; they impiously foretell the 
destruction of our government, and the ruin of our cause. They revel, by 
anticipation,^ in our misfortune, whilst rumor, too monstrous, however, to 
be believed, ascribes to .a desperate faction, the not to be forgiven sin of 
preparing to lift its parlcidal hand aglnst their Country.— Let it be the 
pride of Virginia, to exhibit an honorable contrast to this picture. Let our 
actions correspond with our professions. Let us encounter the privation 
and dangers of Wlfir, even unto death in the holy cause of our Country, 
looking for our reward in the pleasure arising from the consciousness of 
having done our duty, and the appropatlon of a world. For remember, that 
impartial history will delineate, with fidelity, the line which separates the 
lukewarm friend and traitor, on the one hand, and the ardent, patriotic 
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Citizen on the other, and sncceeding aiges whilst they contemn and exe- 
crate the former will pay due homage to the latter.

Equipment and Supplies for the Western Virginia Bmgadb — 
How CtovERNOR Barbour Secured Them. 

• Governor Barbour having issued General Orders for the rendez- 
vous of the Western Virginia Brigade at Point Pleasant, at the 
mouth of the Great Kanawha river, hastened to make provision 
for supplying it with the necessary equipment to enable the men to 
render the service for which they had been called into the field. 
There was no public money to meet this demand. His Contingent 
Fund was exhausted, and he appealed to the patriotism of the citi- 
zens of Richmond. In this appeal he said: — 

"The character of your country has sustained a wound in the surrender 
of General Hull. Our brethren of the Frontier are exposed to the Toma- 
hawk of the savage. A prompt exertion must be made to cure the one and 
repel the other. FIFTEEN HUNDRED VIRGINIANS were called to unite 
with the Army of the West, in holy cause of their Country; for whose 
accommodations (withim four days) 250 Tents. and 1500 knapsacks are 
wanting. To your patriotism, and particularly to that of the Ladies I ap- 
peal, and ask for all aid you can furnish to further their completion. 

Those who are willing to promote this desirable object, will signify to 
me, without a moment's delay, the number of hands they can furnish. 
Compensation will be made to those who wish it. Every room in the Cap- 
itol, not otherwise ragaged, will be opened for the accommodation of those 
who may attend. Such as prefer continuing at home will have their por- 
tion of work sent them. 

, All persons conversant with the cutting and making of Tents, will con- 
fer a favor by attending and lending their aid.

Accompanying this Appeal Governor Barbour added the follow- 
ing Statement: — • • 

"The new detachment from Virgifiia will march for the Wtest, most con- 
venient to the points of action — from the counties of Ohio, Monongalia, 
firooke, Harrison, Randolph, Wood, Mason, Cabell, Kanawha, Greenbrier, 
Hampshire and Hardy, being the whole of the requisition from the Tenth 
and Twentieth and parts of the Thirteenth and Eighteenth Brigades—to 
place of rendezvous. Point Pleasant on the Ohio— under the command 
of Brigadier-General Leftwlch."

The Enquirer of September 8th told how the work of the citizens 
of Eichmond. was progressing in the matter of making tents and 
Imapsacte, Jt s^d: 

"The citizens of Richmond vied with each other in obtaining the work. 
Knapsacks were cut out in one room of the Capitol, and the tents in an- 
dtfaen Persons entered into contests with each other for the work; some 
snatched it out of the hands of others and many went away di^ppointed 
that they could not get more to "execute. The scene will not readily be for-* 
gotten by those who witnessed it It was an affecting offer of a volunteer 
service on the altar of our country. The consequence Is that more work 
has been accomplished than is absolutely necessary; that instead of 1500 
knapsacks, 1900 will be ready— and instead of 250 tents, 262 will be pre- 
pared. The wagons will probably start for the place of rendezvous-- 
Polnt Pleasant on the Ohio , tomorrow. ♦ * ♦ Our brethren of the West 
are already marching in all directions to the relief of tlie Frontier."

A present of 1600 or 1800 weight of good 
chewing Tobacco is also sent; it is due to the liberal donor to communicate 
his name, — Mr. Benjamin • J. Harris of this pl^ace — Every canteen that 
could be procured in time was sent on.

(^tovERNOR Barbour Informs the Gi^jeral Assemble as to How 

THE EqUIPPAGE FOR THE WESTERN VIRGINIA BRIGADE 

Was Obtained. 

The Governor in his Message to the General Assembly, bearing 
<Jate November 30, 1812, informs that body as to how supplies 
were obtained for the Western Virginia Brigade. He says : — 

"As, however, this emergency — that of equipping the Western Brigade-^ 
was entirely unexpected, and considerahle pecuniary means were nec<'.s- 
sary for the equipment of the detachment, we were not without embar- 
rassment. * * ♦ The Contingent Fund was exhausted ♦ ♦ * and 
I thought proper to appeal to the patriotism of the citizens of Richmond 
and so solicited their aid in the making of tents, knapsacks, etc It is a 
tribute of gratitude I owe th^m, which I cheerfully pay, to make known 
to you, the representatives of the people, the promptitude with which they 
cbniplied with my request. Every age, every sex, and every condition 
seemed animated by one sentiment. Thousands claimed a share of the 
pious undertaking: and in the course of a few days, the whole equipage 
was made and dispatched to the place of rendezvous, designated for the 
detachment which has since joined the Northwestern Army, under tl^ 
command of the brave General Harrison, soon, I trust, to redeem *Jie 
wounded honor of cur Country, ^nd take just revenge on her pervious 
enemies and their savage allies." ,,,j 

Gathering of the Western Virginia Brigade at Point Plbas^ 

ANT, AT THE MoUTH OP THE GrBAT KaNAWHA, ( 

On the 4th of September, 1812, an editorial in the Bichman4 
Enquirer emphasized Governor Barbour's address to the '*Citi£« 
Soldiers of Western Virginia,*' by saying:— i

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••Wlio is not aroused! The patriotism of the Country is blazing, 
and we shall again see the spirit of 1776 display itself— Deeds of valor and 
valor and disinterestedness will be achieved, which shall shine in Axnerl- 
can Annals. Fifteen hundred Virginians are required by the Qeneral Gov- 
ernment, and ordered out by an energetic Governor. Ctovass is purchased; 
the Governor has made an appeal to the patriotism of our ladies; and they 
are assisting to make tents and knapsacks for the soldiers of our Coun- 
try. They will march at a day's notice— The spirit of individuals is awar 
kened, volunteers are rousing— such as cannot leave their families, and 
homes, will make contributions towards those who volunteer their ser- 
vices,, and men of the first standing will be seen stepping forth to seek 
the post of honor and danger. It is adversity that tries nations. Are 
you ready, my dear countrymen, to prove yourselves worthy of the bless- 
ings you enjoy? What say ye, Sons of Western Virginia! Will you not 
sympathize with the brave sons of Kentucky and Ohio! ! To arms my 
Countrymen!:" 

But addresses and appeals were not necessary. These early West 
Virginians — sons of noble sires and sires of noble sons — ^were ready. 
Many of them were the sons of Revolutionary soldiers, and all or 
nearly all had in their early years withstood the shock of bar- 
barian warfare. Contemporary documentary evidence is the best 
of all evidence, and we therefore insert the following documents, 
07 extracts therefrom, that the reader may know from ofScial 
sources of the service of these West Virginians in the Northwest- 
em Army in the War of 1812. 

The Object of the Organazation op the Western Virginia 

Brigade. 

In his message to the General Assembly of Virginia, bearing 
date November 30, 1812, Governor Barbour says : 

''A letter from tlie Secretary of War, was received September 2d, com- 
municating the request of the President of the United States, that I should 
cause 1,500 of the detached Militia immediately to take the field, and to 
rendezvous at some convenient point in this State, with a view ulti- 
mately to join the Northwestern Army. ♦ ♦ ♦ My General Orders is- 
sued in pursuance of this request, were obeyed with a promptitude honor- 
able to the citizens composing the detachment. The requisition for 1,500 
Militia was made necessary in consequence of the disastrous occurrence 
at Detroit; which, whilst it exhibited the mortifying spectacle of an Amer- 
ican Army surrendering without a blow, to the forces of Great Britain, laid 
bare our defenceless frontier, to the incursions of our enemy and their 
ferocious allies, whose deeds of cruelty were everywhere manifested by 
t^e indiscriminate slaughter of men, women and children. To arrest this 
horrible warfare it was necessary that the utmost dispatch should be 
used." 
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As eiirly as the 1st of September, 1812— the very day on which 
the Secretary of War informed Governor Barbour of the call of the 
President for the Western troops — ^the citizens of Brooke county 
•had heard of the surrender of General Hull, and were taking m(V 
tion acordingly. The following letters written by John Connell, 
Colonel of the 103d Regiment in that county; and James Marshall, 
a citizen of Wellsburg, in said county, contain information ss to] 
the action then being taken.

TO HIS EXCELLENCY, GOVEBNOB JAMES BABBOUB: * ' 

Richmond, Virginia. 
Your order under date of June 25 was not delivered to me until the 20th 
ult'o — before this time you will have receivisd intelligence that the Traitor 
Hull had sold our army and our Countiy so far as was iu his p6wer. Our 
fellow citizens of the i^tate of Ohio requested our aid. 1 communicated 
that request by express to General Biggs, of Ohio county, and oik 
the same day on further information received by me, I re- 
peated my application as you will observe by the enclosed copies, 
riis answer was verbal, that he had received no orders that^ 
would Ustify him in ordering out the volunteers. Your orders of June 
25th were at that time in his possession (sinc^ delivered to me). I, how« 
ever, continued to rouse the spirit of the Regiment, believing that our vol- 
vtntdity aid given in this hour of danger would be approved by yoiir Ex- 
cellency and by the General Government. A committee of respectable 
Gentlemen came foi*ward and offered their aid in furnishing supplies. You 
ivill learn with pleasure that 250 of your sons are now assembling at this 
point, determined to avenge our Country's wrongs. We shall march to- 
morrow completely equipt with arms, ammunition, provisions, waggons, 
tents, 6c., unless it shall appear that our assistance is n|pt necessary.. 
Our Cavalry volunteered, although without arms generally, determined 
to take Rifles, and act as occasion may require. Think of us as to arms, 
Ac. The mail is waiting, I shall advise you of our movements.

Letter from James Marshall, of Brooke County, Western Vir- 
ginia, TO Governor James Barbour.

Brooke county, Virginia, 

September 1, 1812. ^ 

On receiving authentic information that General Hull had surrendered' 

the Fort of Detroit with all the Troops under his command to the British 
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army under General Brock, it was' believed by a number of respectable in- 
habitants of this county to be oiir duty to raise a volunteer corps for the 
protection of the Frontiers until the Government should provide more 
adequate means to repel the enemy. Colo. John Connell, an officer of some 
experience, tendered his services, and is this day ready to march to the 
Frontiers in the direction to Detroit, with about two hundred volunteers, 
but on receiving information that the Frontier inhabitants immediately 
Opposite to us are sufficiently covered at present, we have thought it most 
advisable to suspend the maTch of this detachment for a few days; in the 
meantimiE}, they will be held in readiness to act as circumstances may re^ 
quire. For the equipment of this Detachment, four other citizens of this 
county, viz., George Jetter, Robert Hartford, "Wiilliam Wartenbe, Jacob De 
Camp and myself, have also volunteered our services and supplied about 
thirty days provisions, with such quantity of arms, ammunition and tents, 
ic, as were in our power to procure, together with baggage wagons and 
pack horses for their transportation. It will perhaps be satisfactory to 
my colleagues to have your Excellency's approbation for this service, to- 
gether with such assurance as you shall think proper to give, that we shall 
be reimbursed our actual expenses, which will be very trifling indeed if 
the service of this Detachmetat shall not be required. In that case the 
principal expense will be money advanced for the linen which is made 
fnto tents and knapsackp. for the men. On the provisions, ammunition, 
Ac, there will be no loss either to the public or to us, every article being 
purchased at the current cash price. Permit me to observe that the want 
of arms is severely felt i«D this County, particularly Rifles, and swords and 
pistols for the Cavalry. Ammunition Is also much wanted. If these arti- 
cles are furnished by tho Government, your Excellency may rest assured 
the Militia of Brooke county will do their duty.

Under date of September 15th, Colonel John Connell in a let-, 
ter to Governor Barbour expresses his appreciation of the honor 
conferred npon him as Colonel of the First Regiment in the West- 
ern Virginia Brigade, and informs him that with the Brooke 
County troops he is ready to start to the place of rendezvous — 
Point Pleasant, at the mouth of the Great Kanawha. This was as 
follows: — •

Your favor;5 of the 3d and 4th current were duly received l^y your Bx-

and confidently hope that such services as I am capable of rendering will 
meet your approbation, and that of every friend to our beloved country. 

I have issued orders to the several Captains of the Infantry of the line, 
anid to Capt. Pugh of the Rifle Corps, to meet me at Charles Town, (now 
Wellsburg). on Tuesday the 22nd with the requisition required by your 
orders of the 19th of April last, and doubt not but that your sons of the 
North-West corner of the State will do their duty. 

My staff is complete, and formed of Gentlemen fit and capable of per- 
forming service. My Quarter Master is now employing the necessary 
cdnveyanco of the Baggage. 

I shall proceed to Point Pleasant by water, that being the cheapest and 
most expeditious way of arriving there. 

Capt Wilcoxon's and Capt Congleton's Companies of Light Infantry and 
Capt William McClany's Troop of Light-horse feed damg;>ed at not having 
the honor to be on the first call. 

The Infantry have arms. The Cavalry have none. I feel ashamed ta 
meet those brave men when asked by them for arms. 

For God's sake — for my sake — for our country's sake, arm these people 
as soon as possible. They are brave, active, and willing and ready to do 
duty. With regret I have to leave these men. God bless you and prosper 
our cause.

On the 26th of September, 1812, Brigadier-General Leftwich ar- 
rived at Point Pleasant, at the mouth of the Great Kanawha. Here 
he found Captain Anthony Van Sickle's Company of Mason County 
Bifiemen, the first at the rendezvous. The Harrison county men 
arrived September 30th. October 3d three hundred men em- 
barked at the moutii of the Little Kanawha — ^now Parkersburg — 
for Point Pleasant; and the next day 200 more passed Marietta, 
Ohio, descending the river to the same destinaticm.^ The two fol- 
lovdpg letters vrritten at Point Pleasant, contain information aa 
to the formation of the Brigade:

I have the honor to inform your Excellency that I arrived at this place 
on the 26th ult, at 3 o'clock P. M., finding only a Lieutenant and eighteen

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men, part of the quota from the county of Mason. A few days after which 
the troops began to come in briskly, and detachments arrive almost daily. 
The whole of the field officers are now present except Major McGuire, and 
from the morning reports of this day. Including a few that are absent on 
furlough, there are in Camp 825 men, officers inclusive. There have been 
no arrivals of troops from the Counties of Hampshire, Hardy, Monongalia 
and Randolph. But it is understood that they are In motion, and are ex- 
pected in five or six days. 

Those present are generally fine looking men, in high spirits and healthy, 
and as far as I have yet observed, discover a disposition to pay due respect 
to the commands of their officers. Among the Rifle companies there is a 
considerable deficiency of Rifles. Those unarmed appeared an their ar- 
rival to be much opposed to the idea of receiving muskets, but the neces- 
sity of complying with the requisitions of your Excellency being explained, 
the opposition appears mostly to have subsided. 

Information has just been received that the military stores and camp 
equipage are afloat on the Kanawha and will probably be here to-morrow, 
a circumstance that will be truly pleasing to me and gratifying to the 
troops who have heretofore encamped in Companies and detachments un- 
der the direction of their officers, as best suited their convenience and 
accommodation. From the best information I have received respecting the 
route we expect to march as hinted in your Excellency's special orders of 
the 4rh ult., it is considered almost impracticable to march an army with 
expedition without a traveling forge, for the procuring of which I have 
made arrangements, but am not yet certain that my purpose will be ef- 
fected. The difficulty of procuring cartridges appears to be insurmount- 
able in consequence of the scarcity of powder. Flints are stated to be 
in great demand towards the place of destination. 

Your Excellency will please to receive these hints relative to inconven- 
iences as arising from a consciousness o my duty to make the represen- 
tation.

Point Pleasant, Virginia, October 12, 1812. 

•TO HIS EXCELLENC^Y, 00^'ERNOB JAMES BABBOUB. 

Richmond, Virginia. 
I have at length the satisfaction to inform your Excellency by Express, 
that the troops which I have the honor to command have collected at the 
general rendezvous, except some small detachments which are yet expected 
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trom the 14th and 106th Regimeaits which hfive not produced but little 
more than half their quotas. 

A partial organization has been effected for the better regulation and 
disciplining of the troops subject to alterations when the whole are col- 
lected, the last company of which came in last evening. The organization 
shall now be effected immediately, and a correct return forwarded to your 
Excellency. From the Regimental morning reports of this day there are 
in camp and on furlough, thirteen hundred and eleven men, including Offi- 
cers, and 319 Blankets arc wanting. It seems impracticable to procure 
them, witjiout which the troops must evidently suffer greatly, as they have 
to act in a very cold climate and at a severe season of the year. It is con- 
fidently hoped that if pofepible the interposition of Government will remedy 
this inconvenience. We are also in want of ammunition, axes, spades and 
shovels, and such articles as are absolutely necessary, all of which might 
be readily procured if we had funds. The Paymaster stationed here re- 
fused to reimburse the Captains with the money they ex^nded for provis- 
ions in conveying their companies to this place. They have been at con- 
siderable expense, and murmured on being refused the money they had ei^- 
pended for the public good. The Paymaster did not think himself author- 
ized by his instructions to satisfy such claims, and it was with much diffi- 
culty I could silence their murmurings, by stating that some unintentional 
failure had produced this incx>nvenience, and the willingness of Govern- 
ment to discharge such claims. 

1 rece'd a letter from the Honorable Secretary of iWar directing me to 
march as. soon as possible to the frontier of Ohio, and report myself to the 
commanding officer pf the N. W. army. The same day I rece'd one from 
General Harrison, dated "Piqua, Sept'r 27th,*' in which I was informed 
that my destination is Wooster. in the County of Wayiie, 45 miiCS west of 
Canton, and my route through New L.i^bon and Canton. The Vi-glnia de- 
tachment and that from Pennsylvania unite at Wooster and from the right 
wing of the army, to be commanded by the Senior Officer, and march to the 
rapids of Miami. . . 

I am preparing with all possible speed to hasten on to Wooster, and ei^- 
pect to start in a very short time. All the troops not having arrived, I 
shall leave an officer at this place to conduct them after us when they ar- 
rive. 

1 found it indispensible to appoint a Brigade Staff pro tern., and have 
made some arrangements to get ammunition. 

The military Stores arrived the 4th inst., without much injury. The 
Tents are distributed and a regular encampment formed. The Infantry are 
furnished with arms and accoutrements, and such of the riflemen as are 
without Rifles will have muskets placed in their hands to-morrow. 

As we shall march up the Ohio, if your Excellency should have any com- 
munication to make '-elative to reimbursing the Capt's or furnishing pe- 
cuniary supplies to purchase indispensible requisites, an elcpress could in- 
tercept us at Charleston (now Wellsburg,) on the Ohio. The troops ap- 
pear brave and willing to encounter any inconvenience that can be isur- 
rounded, but thnt oi blankets is insurmbuntabfe. '

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. The Brigade crossed the Ohio river, into the State of OHib, Oc- 
tober 20, 1812; and thus proceeded by way of Gallipolis, Gallia 
County; Chillicothe, Ross County; Circleville, Pickaway County; 
Franklinton, on Sciota river, opposite site of Columbus, Franklin 
County; Delaware, Delaware County; Marion, Marion County; 
Upper Sandusky, Wyandott County; Finley, Hancock County; 
and onward across the thea terrible Black Swamp^ in what is now 
Wood county, to Fort Meigs, at the foot of the Maumee Bapids in 
the extreme north-western part of the State. The Western Vir- 
ginia Troops aided in the erection and also the defense of Fort 
Meigs. Early in February, 1813, General Harrison left General 
Leftwich in command at this fort while he visited Upper and 
Lower Sandusky, Delaware, Franklinton, Chillicothe, and Cincin- 
nati, to hasten forward the troops with provisions and munitions 
of war.^ The term for which the Western Virginians had enlisted 
at length expired; four companies, w^re discharged April 1, 1813, 
and the remainder fifteen days later, when all returned to their 
Jiomes. The following documents contain information relative to 
the history made by this Brigade in the Northwestern Army.

"On that day we marched 30 miles under Incessant rain; and I am afraid

road it took us over' our knees, and often to the middles. The Black Swamp 

: (4 miles from Portage River and 4 miles Ih extent) would have been consider- 
ed impossible by all but men determined to surnxount every difficulty to ac- 

'complfph the object of this tnarch. In this Swamp you lose slffht of terra flrma 

- altogether; the water was about 6 inches deep on the ice, which was very rot- 
ten, often breaking through to the depth of 4 or 5 feet. The same night we 

r^camped.on the very wet» ground, but the driest that could be found, the 
rain still continuing. It was with difficulty we could raise fires; we had no 
tents; our clothes were wet, no axes, nothing to cook In, and very little to eat. 
A Brigade of pack-horses being near us, we procured , from them some flour; 

"killed some hogs (there bemg' pflenty Of them along the road.) Our bread we 
baked in the ashes, and the pork we/brpiled on ^e coals-^ sweeter morsel; I 
never partook of; when we went to sleep it was on logs laid close to each 
other to keep our' bodied from the damp ground. Good God! What a pliant 
being is man in adversity !!"— See Richmond Enquirer, of April 13, 1813, quoted

Camp Delaware, Ohio, November 11, 1812. 
To His Excellency, Governor James Barbour, 
Richmond, Virginia, 

Agreeably to your orders I have repaired to Point Plesusant with the 
Quota of men from Brooke, where we arrived on the 2nd of October, f. 
confess that I folt disappointed on finding that no person was authorized 
to pay the expenses of furnishing the troops, boats, wagons, &c., the whole 
of which was furniehed by some Gentlemen of Brooke and myself. 

The accounts of expenses will be forwarded, and I hope will be imme- 
diately discharged. For want of funds and troops were detained several 
days, and with all the aid of Major Turner our movements were slower 
than could have been wished. 

General Harrison is now at this place making arrangements for our 
further movements. The Paymaster Gen'l of the U. States has decided 
that the Staff shall be taken from the line, or only receive ten dollars per 
month. Under the laws of Virginia, which I conceive leave the choice with 
the Colo* of each Regiment, I made the best selection in my power, and 
should the General Assembly not Justify, but let the U. States absorb 
all the power of construing the State Laws, and of course compelling me 
to select from materials not competent to discharge the duties, I shall with 
regret retire to private life and there aCwait the fate of my country. 

I am compelled from a sense of duty to inform your Excellency that sev- 
eral of the officers and privates have shamefully abandoned the Standard 
of their Country, and disgraced the name of themselves as Virginians. 

Capt. Peck of Harrison, and Lt. Larimore of Hampshire, have both re- 
signed, I believe more from Bashfulness than ability. I hope their names 
will be blotted from the Records of Virginia. A number of men have de- 
serted, but we are now daily bringing in, and some returning of their own 
accord, fearing that which shall be fully inflicted, the punishment of the 
law. 

Please to accept my best respects, and present them to all my acquaint- 
ances now at Richmond in hopes of a successful campaign.

Dear General. 

Your letter of the IStlt Ultimo from Delaware, has just been received — 
I was particularly gratified, to learn that the Detachment under your com- 
mand has so conducted itself as to receive the approbation of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief — The fame it may acquire in common property to every 
"^'Irginian, who rejoices in the prosperity and character of his Country; all 
such look with sensibility to the part it may perform on the interesting 
theatre upon which it has been called to act. Tender to the whole Corps 
(officers and privates) an expression of my high regard with an assurance 
that I have presented to the Representatives of the People now convened 
in General Assembly, the tribute due to their worth, which has been paid 
by the Commander-in-Chief and an evidence whereof .has been furnished 
by your letter. 

It is also gratifying to me that the patriotic donation, from this place, 
has been received and distributed, it will be the more grateful to the troops 
as it was the spontaneous eftusion of Brotherly love and a proof of the 
ardor of their devotion. 

Relatively to the course you have pursued in supplying the vacancies 
which have occurred in yo\ir Detachment, I am sorry to adVise you that 
Insuperable difficulties occur in issuing Commissions. For example some 
of the nominees, upon the expiration of the Service of the Detachment 
would hold Commissions in Counties different from the residence, as illus- 
trated in the case of Moses McClintick. We have therefore deemed it 
more eligible to suffer your appointees to hold their stations, to which 
they have been called, rather by your General orders than by Conamission.

Delaware, Ohio. 

January 24, 1813. 
At 4 o'clock this morning, I received a letter informing me that General 
Leftwich had received orders from General Harrison by express for the 
VirgiiLiia troops tc march without the least possible delay to the Rapids 
of Miami of the Lakes. On the 18th, General Harrison wrote General Left- 
wich, that Colonels Lewis and Allen had advanced to the River Raisin with

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about 800 men, and expected to be engaged with about the same number 
of British and Indians. The express that brought the last letters states 
that he saw a letter from General Purkins (who is at the rapids) stating 
that our detachment had attacked the enemy in their fortification, carried 
and took possession of them. 18 of the ememy were found dead in the field. 
The number of wounded is not ascertained. Our loss was 8 killed and 
wounded. But since it is thought that a cannonading has been heard in 
'lie direction of the River Raisin. Whilst writing 1 have received informa- 
tion by Mr. Bartlett, Avho is Field Commissary General, that the above state- 
ment is correct, and Lewis drove the British and Indians two miles. It 
is probable that British have got a reinforcement from Maiden, which is 
only 18 miles from the River Raisin. General Harrison has sent on a re- 
inforcement to Lewis, but they have double the distance to march that 
the British have. General Harrison has given me liberty to go on with 
the army, provided I can get some person to attend here to purchase com 
for the teams that are passing with their loads. I have loaded at this 
place within the four last days, 700 pack horses, 60 wagons, and 100 -sleds 
with flour and Q. M. stores. I am giving $2 per bushel for corn delivered 
at Upper Sandusky, and you must know from the quantity necessary to 
supply the army that it takes the cash by whole-sail. You may rest as- 
sured that we shall do something of consequence soon as we have a suflft- 
ciency of provisions forwarded, and all our Artillery was started the 18th 
from Sandusky for the rapids, and we have forwarded a sufficient supply 
of Ammunition. I cannot account for not receiving a letter from you. I 
calculate that you have made arrangements with the Bank of Virgiaiia to 
settle with the Bank of Chillicothe. I am getting tolerably fond of a sol- 
dier's lif.e, if it was not for leaving my family. * * *

NOTE — The Western Virginia Brigade made a forced inarch of 
three days to re-enforce General Winchester, who was then sorely 
pressed at the River Raisin, but it did not reach its destination un- 
til after his disastrous defeat at that place, January 12, 1813.

To His EXCI'-LLKNCY, CiOVElfNOB JaMFR BABBOUB, 

Richmond, Virginia. 

Yon will have information before this reaches you that the Virginia 
Brigade have returned home without havimg it in their power to meet the 
enemies of our Country, and I hope without disgrace to their parent State. 

The imprudent advance of General Winchester from the rapids corn- 
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pletely defeated tbe object of the campaign, and left us so far in the rear 
of time that no other alterative presented itself to the Commander-in-Chief 
but to advance to the Rapids and there build a Fort suflaciently strong to 
protect the public stores; and from thence, if an opportunity offered, to 
attack the enemy. But the term of service for which the troops from 
Kentucky and Ohio — being about to expire, they would not agree to vol- 
unteer for a longer term, and were discharged, leaving the Pennsylvania 
aad Virginia Brigades, the Petersburg, Pittsburg, and Greensbur-g Blues, 
with a few Companies of Regulars, to finish and defend the Fort. An 
attack fiom the en<^my was expected, but they chose to content themselves 
with the advantage they had gained. From the best information I could 
obtain from some of those who were in the action, it was to them a dear 
bought victory, and to us a melancholy reflection that it deprived us of 
the opportunity of seeifng Maiden, there to die or Conquer. That, I be- 
lieve, was the determination of the troops, and they appeared to have the 
highest confidence in the Commander-in-Chief, and in my opinion it vxis 
ty him justly merited. 

You will, no doubt, also have learned that the greater part of the Arms 
furnished by the State of Virginia to the Brigade were left at Delaware, 
upper Sandusky, &c. 

This was contrary to my opinion; I urged the propriety of the men's re- 
turning the arms into the State, observing that a loan was not a gift, and 
that the men were bound to carry and return them, if not at a particular 
place, at least in the Regiment from whence they were drafted. 
. This, however, was contrary to the opinion of a majority of the officers 
chea present; of course the men were suffered to deposit the arms as above 
stated. 

Knowing what an immense lost* the State will sustain, and believing that 
every stand of arms will be wanting to defend us against our enemies, I 
would advise that measures be immediately adopted to have the arms col- 
lected and secured, as they will be daily diminishing in number and value. 
Should your Excellency think proper to direct that the arms should be 
secured, and at the same time consider me a proper person to have it 
done, I shall willingly undertake the same for the good of my country, 
and confide the business to such persons only as will discharge this duty 
with fidelity and for a reasonable compensation.

"White Horse." 

October 25, 181?.— "The Brigade arrived at the Scioto Salt fWorfcs.." 

October 26, 1812— "Marched down Salt Creek fifteen miles and encamp- 
ed at New Richmond within three-quarters of a mile 
of the Big Sciotar river." 

October 27, 1812 — "Marched nine or ten miles; waded Big Sciota river; 
proceeded four miles further and encamped on the 
edge of the town of Chilicothe." 

October 31, 1812 — "Struck the tents; waded the Sciota river on a cold, 
blustering moiciing; marched fifteen miles, and en- 
camped on the Pickaway Plains." 

November 1, 1812 — "Marched through the Plains; at the distance of four 
miles passed a small town called Jefferson; three 
miles further, passed through Circleville; proceeded 
twenty miles this day, and encamped on a large 
creek."

November 2, 1812— "Started and marched up the Sciota and encamped in 
a town called F."15 

November 4, 1812 — "Marched twelve miles." 

November 5, 1812 — "Marched thirteen miles acid encamped near a small 
town called De^aware,it) situated on 'Whetstone river, 
a fork of the Big Sciota river. Met General Harrison 
here and remained until the 21st of December." 

December 21, 1812— "Started and arrived at Norton at three o'clock, and 
here we continued until the 2d day of January, 1813, 
for the purpose of guarding the stores which were 
at a fort called Fort Monroe."l7 

January 2, 181318— "Started for Upper Sandusky. The day before we 
started it began to rain; continued all day and part 
of the night, and then it began to snow, and at eleven 
o'clock the snow was half leg deep. Went four miles 
and encamped. The fourth day the saow ceased fall- 
ing and we started, the snow being about knee deep, 
arc? we reached the blockhouse in the Sandusky 
Plains; it being extremely cold. The next day we 
started very ea-ly and marched fifteen miles and en- 
camped on the Plain with the Pennsylvania troops, 
about four miles from a town of the Wyandotte In- 
dians, called Greentown." 

"January 23 — In the evening it began to rain. The snow began to 
melt and it being a level piece of grouad, the water ran into our tents. 
We were baking and cooking and preparing to march to the Rapids. It 
was about three hours when our fires were all out and about three o'clock 
the water was knee deep in our tents, and we were obliged to retreat 
from our tents and build a fire on higher ground, where we continued 
u»ntil day, it being a very rough night. When daylight came we had to 
wade to our tents to hunt our baggage, which we found fioating about the 
tents. 

About 11 o'clock we started and it being very level we had to wade 
sometimes knee deep. We continued our march for eight miles and en- 
camped on a piece of woodland but very low and muddy. That night it 
began to snow. In the morning we marched two miles and were stopped 
by a small river, it being very high. Here we continued two days, and 
at that time we built two canoes, but at the expiration of the two days it

March 30, 1813— "Tljis day received my discharge, and Captain John 
McWhorter his company and Captain L and Captains 
PT-inoe and Simmons and their companies were dis- 
charged and left Fort Meigs for the purpose of re- 
turn ina: home. When we left the Fort we had to 
wade, and we waded two miles and encamped on a 
branch of the river." 

March 31, 1813 — "Matched six mi!es and crossed Carrying river.20 
Went eight mfles further and encamped on a branch 
of the Sandusky river." 

April 1, 1813 — "Marched six miles and reached the Carrying Block- 

House. Here we continued until the next day and 
our Ensign and some of our men went to the Lower 
Sandusky for provisions." 

April 2, 1813 — "This day we marched over four miles of dry land 

passing two miles below Sandusky." Upper Sandusky 
a small town on Sandusky river, x x x We trav- 
eled ten miles and encamped on the Sandusky river. 

April 3, 1813— "Had a hard and rough march of about twenty-five 

miles and reached Fort Sandusky." 

April 4, 1813— "Marched 15 miles and encamped at the Sciota Block- 

House." 

April 5, 1813— "This day we reached Fort Monroe in the township 

of Marlborough, (Delaware County.) 21

Of these Companies seventeen were, at some period of the war, 
attached to the Third Eegiment of Virginia Cavalry, of which 
Henry Bowyer of Botetourt county, was the Lieutenant-Colonel 
commanding; with Eobert Grattan, of Augusta county, Major of 
the First Battalion ; and Alexander Shields, of Bockbridge county, 
Major of the Second Battalion ; five of the Third Eegiment of Vir- 
ginia Artillery of which Alexander King, of Hampshire county, 
was the Lieutenant-Colonel commanding, and James Faulkner, of 
Berkeley county, the Major commanding the First Batalion. The 
other Companies were of Light Infantry or Eiflemen attached to 
various Eegiments of these arms of the service. 

CAVALRY COMPANIES : —

Many of the men from the mountain region of West Virginia, 
died at Norfolk, during the War of 1812, and were buried in the 
sands at that place. A movement was put on foot in 1836, to 
suitably mark their burial places. The following is in evidence 
of this: — 

"THE BURIAL PLACE OP THE MOUNTAINEERS.— It is with the 
liveliest satisfaction we Inform our readers, that the Common Council of 
Norfolk, at their meeting yesterday afternoon contracted for building a 
f)rick wall around the burial place of the brave and patriotic yeomanry 
of the upper country, who marched to the defense of our town during the 
late war, and who fell Victims to the terrible plague which ravaged the 
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country in the memorable winter of 1814-15. Too long has this dutir 
been deljayed, while every citizen of Norfolk hus felt it as a reproach, that 
no public tribute of respect and gratitude bad been paid t& the memory ot 
their gallant defenders, but for twenty years their graves had been left 
uninclosed, and without any mark to distinguish them from the sod of the 
ffeld. It is contemplated to have their remains disinterred and deposited 
in one common grave, to mark the spot by a monument to their memory, 
inscribed with their names as far as they can be ascertained.52

Direct Tax Assessed by the United States Government in 

1813, AND Amount thereof Paid by Virginia C!ounties 

Now Embraced in West ViRonnA. 

The collection of a Direct Tax by the Qeneral Qovermnent is 
only resorted to in cases of great emergency. The Second Section 
of Article I. of the Federal Constitution declares that ** direct 
taxes shall be apportioned among the several States, which may be 
included within this Union according to numbers;*' while the 
Ninth Section of the same Article provides that **no capitation or 
other direct tax shall be laid unless in proportion to the census 
or enumeration herein before directed to be taken/' The first 
time that Congress availed itself of these constitutional provisions, 
Waisio aid in the prose^cution of the Second War with England— 
that of 1812. The American Armies had sustained many reverses, 
and the national treasury was depleted. To raise funds, Congress 
availed itself of this last resort — ^that of a direct tax — ^and, August 
2, 1813, passed an Act entitled ^* An Act to lay and collect a Di- 
rect Tax within the United States.'^ It was as follows: — 

"Be it ehacted hy the Senate and House of Repreaewtativea of the 
United States of America in Congress Asseml>led: That a direct tax of 
three millions of dollars shall be an^ is hereby laid upon the United 
States and apportioned to the States respectively," x x x 

Further, the Act apportioned this sum, first among the several 
States, and secondly, among the several counties comprised in each 
of the respective States. The part assigned to Virginia was 
$369,018.44. Of the counties now in West Virginia, sixteen then 
had an existence. These with the Congressional Assessment upon 
each, were as follows: —

Thus it is seen that the present coxmties of West Virginia, nearly 
eighty years ago, paid the sum of $43,469.94, as a direct tax to the 
General Government, to aid in the prosecution of the Second War 
with Great Britain. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

WEST VIRGINIA SOLDIERS IN THE WAR WITH 
MEXICO. 

When the Mexican Minister, as the representative of his govern- 
m^it ofBcially notified Congress that in the event of the passage of 
the bill providing for the admission of Texas into the Union, war 
would follow, his declaration attracted but little attention. But 
when General Santa Anna equipped an army and began his march 
from the city of Mexico toward the Rio Grande, at the same time 
announcing to the excited populace of the capital of the Montezum- 
as, that before his return he would water his horse in the Potomac 
river, the Americans realized the truth of the declaration made 
by the minister before leaving Washington. Hostilities began Ap- 
ril 25th, 1846, and by an Act of Congress passed May 13, 1847, it 
was declared that, **by an Act of the Republic of Mexico, a state 
of war exists between that Government and the United States.'' 
There is nothing more contagious than military enthusiasm, and 
though philanthropists depict the blessings of peace and dilate on 
the horrors of war, let the drum beat and the bugle sound and the 
field and workshop will be dei^erted and the young and brave follow 
in their wake in quest of glory and adventure. Such was the ex- 
isting condition in the United States, at the time of the declaration 
of war against Mexico. The President, James K. Polk, issued a 
call for troops and a requisition was made on Virginia. This was 
as follows: — 

Letter from William Tj. Marcv, Secretary op War, to William 
Smith, Governor op Virginia. 

V^ar Department, 
November 16, 1846. 
Sib:— 

XXX The President now directs me to notify your Excellency that 
one Infantry regiment of volunters from your State is required for. im- 
mediate service, and to be conti»aued therein during the war with Mexico, 
unless sooner discharged. The regiment will consist of — 

Field and Staff:— 1 Colonel, 1 Lieutenant Colonel, 1 Major, 1 Adjutant, 
(a Lieutenant of one of the Companies, but not in addition.) 

Non-commissioned Staff: — 1 Sergeant Major, 1 Quartermaster Sergeant, 
2 Principal Musicians, and 10 Companies, each of which to consist of 
one Captain, 1 First Lieutenant, 2 Second Lieutenants, 4 Sergeants, 4 
Corporals, 2 Musicians, and 80 Privates. 
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COLONEL JOHN FRANCIS HAMTRAMCK, OF JEFFERSON COUNITT, WEST VIRGINIA. 
COMMANDED THE VIRGINIA REGIMENT IN THE WAR WITH MEXICO. 

He was born in 1798, served as a Sergeant in Zachary Taylor's expedition un 
the Mississippi river in 1814 ; entered the Military Academy at West Point, and was 
graduated therefrom in 1819 ; from 1826 to 1831, was Indian Agent for the Osage 
nation ; became a planter near Shepherdstown in Jefferson county, West Virginia, in 
1832 ; Captain in County Militia in 1835 ; from March 8th, 1848, to July 20th, ensuing, 
was -Militiary Governor of Saltillo in Mexico; Mayor of Shepherdstown from 1850 to 
1854; and in 1853, was appointed a Justice of the Jefferson County Court, a position 
which he filled until the time of his death, April 21, 1858. 
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Should the number of Privates, on being mustered, not fall below sixty- 
four effective men in a Company it will be received. 

Guyandotte is designated as a place of rendezvous for the several 
companies as fast as they shall be organized, and where they may be 
further organized into a regiment, if not already done under a previous 
call. The regiment will be inspected and mustered into service by an 
ofhcer or cflacers of the United States Army, who will, in every case,

On the 18th of November — ^that on which Governor Smith re- 
ceived the above communication — ^he issued a proclamation calling 
for ten companies of volunteers to constitute a regiment to serve 
according to the terms of the requisition of the President. These 
companies when organized and their oflScers commissioned, were 
to rendezvous at Guyandotte in Cabell county, now in West Vir- 
ginia, there to bo mustered into the service of the United.^ On 
the same day William H. Eichardson, Adjutant-General of Vir- 
ginia, issued '* General Orders'' declaring that the Infantry Regi- 
ment of Volunteers required by the Governor's Proclamation, 
should consist of the oflScers and privates as designated in the 
President's Requisition.' 

Nowhere else did the call for volunteers meet with a readier re- 
sponse than in the Virginia counties now included in West Vir- 
ginia. In the issue of the Martinshurg Gazette, of November 26th, 
there appeared a call for a meeting of citizens of Berkeley county, 
on Friday evening, the 27th ensuing to respond to the proclamation 
of Governor Smith. The result of this meeting was that Captain 
iJphrain G. Alburtis, editor of the Berkeley County Republican, 
and Captain of the "Independent Blues" tendered to the Gover- 
nor the services of himself and company and these were promptly 
accepted. The roster of this company was as follows : —

Organization op the Regiment. 

On the 10th day of December, 1846, Governor Smith writing the 
Secretary of War, said; **Give me the privilege of mustering both 
battalions at Richmond, and I will promptly furnish as fine a Reg- 
iment as the world can produce." With the request, tiie President 
and Secretary of War complied, and the place of rendezvous was 
thus changed from Guyandotte, on the Ohio, to Richmond on the 
James. The reasons assigned for this change were that the greater 
number of companies were organized east of the Blue Ridge ; and 
tjiat because of the bad roads and deep snows in the AUeghenies at 
that season of the year rendered the march to Guyandotte almost 
impossible. Speedily the various company organizations including 
those from Berkeley and Jefferson counties, gathered at Richmond 
where they were mustered into service by Captain Larkin Smith 
of the Eighth Regiment, United States Infantry. On the ^22d of 
December the Governor and Council of State appointed John P. 
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Hamtrtoick. of Shepherdstown, Jeflferson cotmty, now in West Vir- 
ginia, Colonel of the Regiment, and he, arrived at Richmond on the 
30th ensuing, at which time there was a great military and civic 
demonstration.* On the 3d day of January, 1847, the first bat- 
talion of five companies, left Richmond for Old Point Comfort. The 
same day three other companies arrived at Richmond and two 
others were on the march to that city. On the 26th of that month, 
four companies sailed in the ''Mayflower" from Old Point for Mex- 
ico; fresh water and supplies. were taken on board at Havanna, 
Cuba, February 7th, and then the voyage was continued to Point 
Isabel, at the mouth of the Rio Grande. February 24th, Colonel 
Hamtramck having completed arrangements for the sailing of the 
remaining companies; and having received a beautiful sword, pre- 
sented by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth, left Rich- 
mond overland for New Orleans. Early in March, the Regiment, 
complete in its organization was at Point Isabel, whence it proceed- 
ed by steamboats up the Rio Grande and San Juan rivers to 
Comargo, from which place it proceeded to Monterey. 

A letter written at Monterey, by Dr. B. K. Chamberlin, Surgeon 
of the First Regiment Ohio Volunteers, under date of April 23, 
1847, says: — 

"The Virginia Regiment under Colonel Hamtramck escorting a train 
of one hundred and eighty wagons from Comargo, arrived here yesterday. 
They have heen sixteen days on the way, having heeai detained hy heavy 
rains. They were obliged to hulld several hrldges over streams that three 
weeks ago had not a drop of water In them. The Regiment is one of the 
largest and finest appearing ones I have seen in the field. The ofllcers are 
generally military men of experienc and appear to he gentlemen of high 
honor and bearing?. The "Old Dominion" may well feel proud of the 
force she has sent Into the field."5 From Monterey, the march was 
continued hy way of Santlllo to Buena Vista. No braver Regiment did 
battle on the plains of Mexico than this. 

VcHjUntbbring in Western Virginia West of the Alleohkny 
Mountains por the War With Mexico. 

Tbere was no company organization in Greenbrier county for the 
War witli Mexico, but a number of m«i from tiiis county bastened 
away to Staunton and enlisted in the Augusta County Company, 
formed at that place, and eommandecl by Captain Kenton Harper.

Monongalia County Men in the War with Mexico. 

{Source— Wlheeling Argus, June 15, 1847; also Wiley's "History of Mon- 
ongalia County," p. 496.) 

Lieutenant George W. Clutter, early in 1847, enlisted a detach- 
ment of thirty-two men in Monongalia county, for service in the 
War with Mexico. They were known as the ** Mountain Boys of 
Monongalia," and all left Morgantown, May 21, 1847, and pro- 
ceeded to Fortress Monroe, Virginia, where they were attached to 
Company B of the Thirteenth United States Infantry, of which 
John Tyler was captain. He resigned and Lieutenant Clutter was 
promoted to the captaincy. The Company sailed June 9, 1847, in 
the brig **Tuckahoe" from Old Point Comfort, to Point Isabel at 
the mouth of the Rio Grande, whence the Regiment marched to join 
the forces of General Taylor. The names of these Monongalia

The Harrison Republican in its issue of June 26, 1846, states that 
the Eleventh Regiment of the Virginia Military establishment (that 
of Harrison county), was paraded at Clarksburg, under Colonel 

Augustine J. Smith, and that forty or fifty ^'fell in for ^Mexico."®

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Tender op a Company prom Kanawha County. 

December 26, 1846, Governor Smith wrote the Secretary of War, 
saying: '* Messrs, Kemper and Fry, two gallant young gentlemen 
from Kanawha, have just called on me to know if they can raise 
a company in that county for service in the War with Mexico/' 
Their request was of course denied for the Regiment was already 
full. 

Ready FOR the War in Ohio County. 

(Source — The Wheeling Times, and the Wheeling Argus.) 

The Wheeling Times, in its issue of November 25, 1846, contained 
a call for a meeting of the people of Ohio county on that evening, 
for the purpose of organizing a company for service in the War 
with Mexico. The ranks of the company were filled, and on the 
11th of February, 1847, a meeting was held for the purpose of or- 
ganization. Colonel Benjamin F. Kelly presided, and John J. Wat- 
son acted as Secretary ; Daniel S. Lee was elected Captain ; George 
W. Clutter, First Lieutenant ; and John Jay Watson, Second Lieu- 
tenant. An editorial in the Argus, of February 23d ensuing, 
recommends that the ladies of Wheeling present the Company with 
a flag, before its departure. But now there was disappointment; 
information was received from the Governor of Virginia to the 
eflfect that the Regiment called for by the president was full, and 
no additional troops could be received. It was now that Lieutenant 
Clutter, previously mentioned, proceeded to Monongalia where he 
enlisted the detachment which became part of Company B. of the 
Thirteenth United States Infantry. 

As early as December 10, 1846, Governor Smith had information 
that a company was being organized in Cabell county. Western 
Virginia, for service in the War with Mexico. 

A Patriotic Demonstration in Cabell County. 

The Richmxfnd Enquirer in its issue of January 16th, 1848, has 
the following under the caption, '* Volunteer Movements in West- 
ern Virginia. " 

*'A letter from Cobell C. H., of the 6th of January, alludes to the 
formation of a volunteer company for Mexico. The Regiment was called 
together on the 4th instant, when fifty-three stepped forward and en- 
rolled themselves as ready to march and fight in their country's cause. 
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They were to start on the 7th for Wayne C. H., where the Regiment 
was to meet on the 9th, hoping to make up the requisite number. Though 
this company will be formed too late to be accepted by the State, it shows 
that there are some gallant spirits in Cabell county. The citizens of the 
Courthouse have subscribed $200 for their benefit, and Charles Conner 
(so public-spirited a gentleman deserves to be named with praise) has 
made a donation of $100. Again, we say, well done old Cabell! She has 
set a patriotic example for her neighbors, which will not be lost upon 
them, should the country hereafter call upon Virginia! for more of her 
sons to fight in a good cause." 

Captain Elisha W. McComas' Company C. op the Eleventh 
United States Inpantby. 

The Virginia Regiment being full and already gone to Mexico, 
Elisha W. McComas and Joseph Samuels secured Commissions as 
Captain and First Lieutenant, and at Wheeling, and in Cabell and 
other counties bordering on the Ohio, raised a company which was 
attached as Company C. of the Eleventh United States Infantry. 
The Eendezvous was Guyandotte, in Cabell county, from which the 
Company proceeded to Newport barracks, where it was, mustered 
into service. ** Yesterday," said the New Orleans Ddta, in its issue 
of August 5, 1847, '* Captain Elisha W. McComas and Lieutenant 
Joseph Samuels, with seventy-five privates of Company C. of the 
Eleventh United States Infantry of the Regular Army, arrived on 
the steamer ''Pontiac" from Newport barracks."^ 

West Virginia Organizations Which Saw Service in Mexico. 

Four West Virginia Organizations were accepted — ^two by Vir- 
ginia and two by the United States — and saw service on the battle- 
fields of Mexico. These were as follows : — 

Captain Ephraini G. Alburtis' Berkeley County Company, in First 
Regiment Virginia Vohmteers. 

Captain John William Rowan's Jeiferson County Company, in First 
Regiment Virginia Volunteers. 

Captain Elisha W. McComas* Company C. of Eleventh Regiment, United 
States Infantry. 

Captain George W. Clutter's Detachment of Monongalia "Mountain 
Boys" attached to Company B of the Thirteenth Regiment, United Stated 
Infantry.

West Virginia Organizations Which Tendered Their Services 
TO the State of Virginia but were not Received. 

Ten Companies of West Virginians were enlisted, organized and 
tendered their services to the Governor of the Commonwealth for 
the War with Mexico, but were not received for the reason that the 
National Government called upon Virginiia for only one Regiment 
and this, as we have seen was speedily filled by men from the 
eastern part of the State. These ten West Virginia Companies 
were as follows: — 

Kemper & Pry's Kanawha Riflemen of Kaaiawha county. 
Captain Daniel S. Lee's Volunteers of Ohio county. 
Captain Elisha W. McComas* Volunteers of Cabell county. 

Captain •— Kramer's Monongalia Blues of Monongalia county. 

Captain Powler's Cheat River Invlncibles of Preston county. 

Captain Ellison's Cavalry Company of Preston county. 

Captain Byron J. Bassel's Volunteers of Harrison county. 
Captain Hiram W. Winters* Bridgeport Rifles of Harrison county. 
Captain Cyrus Vaiice's Harrison Guards from Harrison county* 
Captain Cruger W, Smith's Clarksburg Rifles of Harrison county. 

It is thus seen that, had they been permitted, these West Virginia 
Volunteers would have completely filled the ranks of the First Vir- 
ginia Regiment; or had a second Regiment been called for, were 
ready to organize it with a full complement of a thousand men. 

Service op Individual Soldiers. 

Among the West Virginians who served in the War with Mexico, 
were Lieutenant Forbes Britain, Seventh United States Infantry, 
of Harrison county; and Lieutenant Thomas J. Jackson, First 
United States Artillery, the latter bom in Harrison county and 
reared in Lewis. He was the famous *' Stonewall" Jackson, of the 
Confederate States Army. Others who served from Harrison 
county, were George Duff, Hiram Applebay, Judson Holden, and 
George Exline, all in Company C. of the Eleventh United States 
Infantry. Edgar Haymond and his brother Alfred from Braxton 
county, also enlisted, the former dying in Mexico, the latter soon 
after his return. Levi L. Bryte, of Grant District, and Alexander 
Jenkins of Reno District, both in Preston county, and others whose 
names have not been ascertained, served in this war. Isaac Lewis 
ajid Knopp of Mason county, were members of Company 
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C. of the Eleventh Regiment United States Army. The Eoster of 
this Company may be preserved in the War Department ; if we had 
it it would be found to contain many familiar names of men in 
the West Virginia counties bordering on the Ohio river, especially 
those of Ohio and Cabell. 

Where are the Rosters of these Company Organizations? Lost or 
preserved, which 1 Some are doubtless lost ; others may yet be found 
in the possession of individuals; in county record offices; in the 
Archives of Virginia ; or in the possession of the War Department 
of the National Government. Doubtless search will be made for 
them in the future. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

WEST VIEGINIA SOLDIEES WHO WENT TO HARPER'S 
. FERRY IN 1859, AT THE TIME OF JOHN BROWN'S 
INSURRECTION AT THAT PLACE. 

The intelligence that went out from Harper's Ferry on the morn- 
ing of the 17th of October, 1859, sent a thrill throughout Virginia 
and astonished the whole nation. It was the prelude to the great- 
est civil war of all time, and the world has learned the story of 
the forcible seizure of the National Arsenal at that place ; the cap- 
ture, imprisonment, the killing of the people, and the almost im- 
mediate suppression and extermination of the insurgents. The 
madness of the attempt, the boldness — amounting to heroism on the 
part of the handful of men who were concerned in the movenlent, 
and especially the romantic history and personal character of the 
chief actor — all have given to the place and the event an interest 
and importance which will keep both ever prominent in American, 
yea in world history. No sooner was it known that an insurrection 
had taken place than Virginia military organizations were ordered 
out, and those in Jeflferson and Berkeley Counties, both now in 
West Virginia, were the first to arrive on the scene. These were 
as foUows: — 

1. "The Jefferson Guards" of Charles Town, Jefferson county; Cap- 
tain John H. Rowan, who had commanded a Jefferson County Com- 
pany In the War with Mexico twelve years before. This Company was 
the finat to arrive at Harper's Perry on October 17, 1859, the morn- 
ing after the Insurgents took possession of the Armory and Arsenal 
buildings. Type written copy of roster supplied by C. FVanli Gallaher, 
of Charles Town, West Virginia. 

2. "The Hamptramck Guards" formerly the Shepherdstown Light 
Infantry. It took its name from its Captain, John P. Hamptramck, 
who with the rank of Colonel, commanded the First Virginia Regi- 
ment in Mexico. This Company was on the scene at Harper's Perry 
early on the day following the occupancy of the town by the Insur- 
gents. Printed roster supplied from Shepheidstoum Register of Mlarch 24, 
1910. Typewritten roster supplied by C. Frank Gallaher of Charlestown, 
West Virginia. 

3. Berkeley County Company; organized at Bunker Hill, Berk- 
eley County, in 1859, and the night after the Insurrection at Harper's 
Ferry, it was stationed at Bedington, in said county, awaiting orders 
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to proceed to the ecene of action. Manuscript roster sup<plied by Hon. 
Gray Silver of Martineburg, West Viriginia; also copy printed in 
Evening Journal at Martlnsburg, April 10, 1910, supplied by Hon. 
Thomae C. Miller, of Shepherdstown, West Virginia. 

4. "The Berkeley County Rifles;** Captain E. G. Alburtis, left Mar- 
tlnBburg early In the morning after the Insurrection, and arrived on 
the scene of action, shortly after noon. Typewritten roster supplied 
by Hon. Gray Sliver, of Martinsburg, West Virginia. 

5. "The Berkeley Rangers," of Berkeley County; an Infantry Com- 
pany of Gerrardstown, in that county; commanded by Captain James 
W. Gray, hastened away to Harper's Ferry, on the first alarm. Type- 
written roster supplied by Hon. Gray Silver of Martinsiburg, West 
Virginia. 

From the dale of the Insurrection, October 16th, 1859, to the 
final execution of the last of the insurgents, fully 1700 Virgin- 
ia troops were on duty, at different times, at Harper's Ferry and 
Charlestown; but the companies mentioned above — all AVest Vir- 
ginia companies — ^were.the first to arrive upon the scene. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

WEST VIRGINIA SOLDIERS IN THE FEDERAL ARMY 
DURING THE WAR BETWEEN THE STATES. 

THE REGIMENTAL AND OTHER ORGANIZATIONS. 

INTRODUCTORY. 

The world knows the story of American Civil War. Forty-five 
years have come and gone since the surviving soldiery of West Vir- 
ginia, engaged therein, returned to their homes; and in all these 
years no rosters of Regiments, or other organizations have been 
printed by the State. The object in the preparation of '* CHAP- 
TER IX,'' of this Report, is to jireserve data relating to West Vir- 
ginia Soldiers in this war, and, at the same time, make it readily 
accessible to all who may care to examine it. 

For the material necessary to the compilation of this, we are in- 
debted to the care and labor of Colonel James S. Wheat,^ and 
Colonel Henry J. Samuels 2, the Adjutant Generals during the 
period of the Restored Government; (June 20, 1861, to June 20, 
1863 ) and to Brigadier-General Francis P. Pierpont,^ the first 
Adjutant General of West Virginia. 

Neither Colonel Wheat nor Colonel Samuels ever made any offi- 
cial report to Governor Pierpont ; but each collected and preserved 
papers and records which were, by an Act of the General Assem- 

1. James S. Wheat was born In the District of Columbik and came to Wheel- 
ing In 1831. Soon after ho was admitted to the bar and speedily rose to ;di8- 
tinction in his chost^n profession, and as an orator as well. He was appointed 
Adjutant General by Governor Pierpont. on the 27th of June, 1861, and served 
until the 30th of September ensuing. Later, he was Attorney General under the 
Restored Government, and was a member of the State Constitutional Convention 
In 1872.— V. A. U 

2. Henry J. Samuels was appointed Adjutant General September 30th, 1861, 
by Governor Pierpont, and continued in ofllce until June 20th, 1863. He was bom 
In Barboursville, Cabell county, West Virginia, July 12, 1825. He received a 
liberal education, studied law, and became a distinguished jurist. For several 
years he was associated In the practice of law with Hon. James H. Ferguson. 
At the close of the war he returned to Barboursville, and was for several years, 
a judge of the judicial circuit in which he resided, and was a member of the 
House of Delegates in 1891. He died, June 27, 1898, at Barboursville, and is 
buried near that place. On the 10th day of October, 1848, Judge Samuels wedded 
Rebecca Bartram, a native of Pennsylvania, but at that time a resident of Law- 
rence county, Ohio.— V. A. L. 

3. Francis Perry Pierpont, the first Adjutant General of West Virginia, was 
born at Fairmont, now in Marion county. West Virginia on the 23rd day of 
February, 1840, his parents being Zackquill Morgan Pierpont and Martha (Vande- 
voort) Pierpont. When but two years of age. he was taken by them to Harris- 
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bly, under the Restored Government, transferred to the new State 
of "West Virginia. It was this undigested and unclassified mass of 
material that came to the hands of Adjutant General Pierpont on 
June 20, 1863— that on which West Virginia became a State. 

First Report ov the Adjutant General Pieri-ont^ — 
That for 1863. 

General Pierpont at once set about arranging, in systematic or- 
der, the data in his office, which was to be the basis of his first 
Annual Report. Speaking of this Report he said : — 

"I should have liked very much to have given [therein] a complete 
list, or complete rolls of all the troops mustered into the United States' 
service from this State, hut owing to the great neglect of mustering offi- 
cers to return to this oflfice copies of the muster-in rolls, and of the re- 
cruiting officers to return their enlistment papers, especially of the first 
regiments organized, the records of the office are very incomplete and in- 
ac.rurate, and to gtrc %rhat the reof^rds of the office show, only loonld, T 
fear, be productive of more harm than good. Indeed so incomplete are* 
the records, that my report of the numher of troops furnished hy the 
State is taken from a statement from the Adjutant General's oflRce of the 
United States, which I think* is a very correct estimate." 

Thus it appears that, because of the ** incomplete 'and inaccu- 
rate'' character of the records of the Adjutant General's office, 
which came into the hands of General Pierpont, he chose rather to 

vllle, Ritchie county. Here he attended the old time subscription school of his 
day : and then, having completed the course of study of the Fairnuont Academy, 
he engaged in the study of law and was admitted to the bar when quite young. At 
the beginning: of the war between the States, he assisted in recruiting the 
Twelfth Regiment West Virginia Infantry; and became Second-Lieutenant in 
Company F.; August 7, 1862, he was commissioned First-Lieutenant and Adju- 
tant of the Regiment : and nineteen davs later was raised to the rank of Major, 
an office which he resigned June 16, 1863, to accept the appointment of Adjutant- 
General of the new State, tendered him by Governor Arthur I. Boreman. He 
assumed the duties of this position, June 20th ensuing, and continued therein 
until September 10, 1866, when he resigned and hastened away to Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, where he attended the Law School of Harvard University. Hav- 
ing graduated, he returned to Ritchie county, where he engaged in the practice 
of his profession; and was at once elected Prosecuting Attorney. But now his 
health failed, and in November, 1868, he accepted an invitation from his friend, 
Jacob Hombrook, to accompany him and family to Florida. On the steamer 
"Grosback" all arrived at New Orleans January 1, 1869. Here General Pierpont 
was so ill that he was unable to oroceed further. Of this he notified hi« relat- 
ives and his father and brother. William, hastened to him, scarcely did they see 
him alive for he died January 7th ensuing. The body was brought home and 
buried by the Masonic Fraternity in the village cemetery at Harrisville, in 
Ritchie comity. A beautiful marble shaft ten feet in height marks the spot.— 
V. A. L. 

4. So scarce are the three Reports of Adjutant General Pierpont, that I have 
never seen but two copies of that of 1863; four copies of that for 1864; and three 
copies of that of 1865. Two copies of the first, one of the second, and three conies 
of the third are in the Library of the State Department of Archives and His- 
tory. It is from these Reports that the following data relative to West Virginia 
soldiers, in the Federal services during the Civil War, have been compiled.— V. 
A. L. 
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use data from the Eeport of the Adjutant General of the United 
States. His Report — ^that for 1863 — covers thirty-four pages, six 
of which are devoted to introductory and explanatory matter, while 
the others contain rosters of the Field, Staff and Line Officers of 
sixteen Regiments of Infantry: four Regiments of Cav- 
alry; one of Light Artillery; two Companies of Independ- 
ent Exempt Infantry of the city of Wheeling; and 
a *' Recapitulation, "showing the total enlistments in West Vir- 
ginia Regiments, at the close of the year 1863, to be 20,027, of 
which 689 were from Ohio; and deducting these, 19,338 were to 
be credited to West Virginia. This Report was printed as a Public 
Document, in the Journal of the House of Delegates, Session of 
1864. Printed in the same volume is the Report of George W. 
Brown, the Quartermaster General of West Virginia, for the same 
period as that covered by that of the Adjutant General. 

Second Report op the Adjutant General Pierpont — 
That for 1864. 

The energy and labor of Adjutant General Pierpont is shown in 
the preparation of this Second Report — that for the year 1864. It 
is an octavo volume containing 740 pages. Explanatory matter 
occupies thirteen pages. Following this are Rosters of the Field, 
Staff and Line Officers of eleven Regiments of Volimteer Infantry ; 
two Regiments of Veteran Infantry; seven Regiments of Cavalry; 
and two of Artillery. Then appear Rosters of Companies in thir- 
teen Regiments of Infantry; two Companies of Independent Ex- 
empt Infantry of Wheeling; seven Regiments of Cavalry, three 
of these being Mounted Infantry; and one of Artillery. 

Third Report of Adjutant General Pierpont — That for 1865 
— Datro January 8, 1866. 

Adjutant General Pierpont 's Third Official Report — ^that for 
1865 — is an octavo volume of 444 printed pages. The war had end- 
ed when he prepared it. It is a most interesting document; one 
of inestimable value to the military history of the State. Nineteen 
pages of introductory matter describe conditions, as then existing, 
and the return and discharge of the Regiments. This is followed 
by Rosters of Field, Staff and Line Officers, of fourteen Regiments 
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of Volunteer Infantry; two Regiments of Veteran Infantry; two 
Companies of Independent Exempt Infantry of .Wheeling; seven 
Regiments of Cavalry, three of these being Mounted Infantry; and 
one Regiment of Light Artillery. Then comes a Roster of Col- 
ored Soldiers, credited to the State, who served in the Forty-fifth 
Regiment United States Colored Infantry ; Lists of m!en who were 
jirisoners of war at the time their Regiments were mustered out of 
service; names of men who died in prison, at Andersonville and 
Camp Lawton, Georgia, and at Belle Isle and Danville, Virginia; 
and Lists of Companies of State Guards, organized in different 
counties of the State, for the protection of such coimties; and last 
of all, the complete roster of the 'Sixth Regiment of Veteran Cav- 
alry, with casualties therein. Historical data of this Regiment ap- 
pears on pp. 16-17 of this Report. 

The following tabulated form shows references in Adjutant 
General Pierpont's three Annual Reports, to all the military or- 
ganizations of the State, which were engaged in the Federal army 
during the Civil War: 
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5. The Socoud Regiment of Infantry was changed to the Fifth West Vir- 
irinia Cavalry Regiment, by an order of the Secretary of War, issued January 

26, 1864. 

6. The Third Regiment of Infantry was changed to the Sixth West Vir- 
ginia Cavalry Regiment Veteran Volunteers by an order of the Secretary of War, 
issued January 26, 1864. 

7. The Eighth Regiment of Infantry was changed to the Seventh West Vir- 
ginia Cavalry Regiment, by an order of the Secretary of War, issued January 

27, 1864. 

8. The First Regiment of Veteran Infantry was formed by the consolidation 
of re-enlisted men of tlie Fifth and Ninth Volunteer Regiments, by an order 
of the Secretary of War, dated November 9, 1864. 

9. The Second Regiment of Veteran , Infantry was formed by the consolida- 
tion of the re-enlisted men of the First and Fourth Volunteer Regiments, by an 
order of the Secretary of War, dated December 10, 1864. 

10. The Sixth Regiment Veteran Cavalry was formed by consolidation of the 
re-enlisted men of the oth and 6th Volunteer Cavalries. 

11. The organization known as "Independent Exempt Infantry," consisted of 
two companies stationed at Wheeling, as guards of the city during the War. 
Members thereof were exempt from other military service. 

12. These were Companies— forty-four in number— organized in different coun- 
ties of the State for service In their respective counties. The men composing 
them were sworn Into the service of the State for one year, were paid and sup- 
plied by the State with arms and equipments. 

Total Number op Enlistments in the Federal Army From 
West Virginll From 1861 to 1865. 

How many West Virginians served in the Federal Army during 
the War between the States? A correct answer to this question has 
never been made; in all probability never will be. Immediately 
after the adoption of the Ordinance of Secession, April 17, 1861, 
the enlistment of troops for the National Army began at Wheel*- 
ing, and speedily extended throughout the counties giving alle- 
giance to the Restored Government. On the day on which West 
Virginia was admitted into the Union, June 20, 1863, fully 12,000 
men within the bounds of the new State had volunteered their servi- 
ces, in the war for the ITnion. By the report of the Adjutant General 
Francis P. Pierpont, for the year 1863, it is shown that the enlist- 
ments in the State up to December 31st, of that year, numbered 
20,027, of which number 689 had come from Ohio. Deducting this 
number, it appears that at the close of the year 1863 West Virgin- 
ia had furnished 19,338 men to the Federal Army. Enlistments 
continued to increase so that, as shown by the Report of the Adju- 
tant General, they numbered 26,540 the 31st of December, 1864. 
The following statements for the whole period of the war exhibit 
the requisitions of the President on West Virginia for troops, and 
also the numbers furnished under each call — ^that is, ''West Vir- 
ginia in Accottnt with the United States":

The foregoing statements show a deficiency on the part of the 
State of 2,683 troops ; but this must have been made up, for by a 
statement of the Provost Marshall of the United States, made Sep- 
tember 2, 1865, it was shown that on April 30, 1865, the State of 
"West Virginia had furnished, of all arms and for different terms 
of service, 31,884 men, for service in the United States Army. 

These figures, however, include all re-enlistments of which there 
were quite a large number. Of these there were two regiments of 
Veteran Infantry, and one of Cavalry. They were composed of 
three years men who re-enlisted for the war. In addition to the 
men composing these regiments, numbers of others re-enlisted, so 
that it is believed that the actual number of troops from West Vir- 
ginia in the United States service during the war was about 28,000. 

Bounties Paid by Counties in West Virginia, to Volunteers. 

As the several calls by the President of the United States were 
made for men, the new Stat^ of W^est Virginia put forth every ef- 
fort to supply its quota; and this was done by voluntary enlist- 
ments. To encourage these, large bounties were paid in many coun- 
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ties of the State. At the close of the War Governor Boreman re^ 
quested General Pierpont, his Adjutant-General, to make inquiry 
regarding these county bounties, as to what counties paid them, 
and the amount- paid by each. In compliance with this request, 
General Pierpont addressed letters to the Boards of Supervisors of 
the several counties in the State, requesting from them an official 
statement of the amount of mioney expended in each for the pay- 
ment of Local Bounties to soldiers. In his report for 1865, dated 
** Wheeling, West Virginia, January 8, 1866," General Pierpont, 
when speaking of these letters, said: ^^Ab yet I have not xeceived 
reports from all the counties, but sufficient to know that over one 
and a half million dollars have been paid for that purpose. A 
statement of the amount paid by each county is hereto annexed : — 
The following is an extract from official statement received from 
the several counties in this State, showing the amount of money 
levied and paid by such counties as local bounties for volunteers 
mustered into the United States service, and money appropriated 
for the relief of soldiers' families in such counties.^^

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INFANTRY VOLUNTEERS. 

First Regiment Infantry Volunteers. — Three months service. 

This Regiment was organized at Wheeling in May, 1861, from 
volunteer companies from Hancock, Brooke, Ohio, and Marshall 
counties at ''Camp Carlisle'' on Wheeling Island. It participated 
in the battle at Philippi, Barbour county, June 3, 1861. It was 
mustered out of service at Wheeling, August 28, 1861. 

• 
First Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized in the northern Pan Handle in the 
autumn of 1861; served three years, and its non-veterans were 
mustered out of service at Wheeling, November 26, 1864, by Lieu- 
tenant Henry C. Peck of the Fourteenth United States Infantry. 
The veterans, or re-enlisted men of this Regiment, were, by an or- 
der of the Secretary of War dated December 10, 1864, consolidated 
with the veteran volunteers of Fourth Volunteer Infantry, to form 
the Second Veteran Infantry Regiment. 

Second Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized at Beverly in Randolph county, in 
August, 1861, and consisted of companies from Wood, Taylor and 
other counties. By an order of the Secretary of War, bearing date 
May 18, 1863, Company 6 was transferred to the First Regiment 
of Light x\rtillery. By another order of the Secretary of War, 
issued January 26, 1864, this Regiment was changed to ''Mounted 
Infantry" but is known thereafter as the Fifth Regiment Volun- 
teer Cavalry; but it was never armed or equipped as such. The 
non-veterans were mustered out of service in August, 1863, and the 
re-enlisted, two himdred in number, were, in the ensuing November, 
consolidated with veterans of the Sixth Mounted Infantry (then 
known as the Sixth Regiment Volunteer Cavalry) to form the 
Sixth Veteran Cavalry. 

Third REOi^fENT Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized at Clarksburg, in Harrison County, 
in July 1861. January 26, 1864, the Regiment was changed to 
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''Mounted Infantry/' but known henceforth as the Sixth Regiment 
Volunteer Cavalry. The non-veterans of the Regiment were mus- 
tered out of service at Beverly, in August 1864. while the re-enlisted 
men were reorganized into six companies which were consolidated 
with the re-enlisted men of the Fifth Regiment Cavalry — ^the 
*' Mounted Infantry'' of the Second Regiment — and thus formed 
the Sixth Regiment Veteran Cavalry, which should have been 
designated in the Military Establishment as the First Regiment 
Veteran Cavalry. 

FouBTH Rbgihent Infantby Yolunteebs— Three years serv^ice. 

This Regiment was organized at Point Pleasant, in Mason County, 
in the months of June, July, August and September, 1861. The 
• non-veterans were mustered out of service upon the expiration of 
their term in the summer of 1864; and the re-enlisted men were, 
by an order of the Secretary of War, dated December 10, 1864, 
consolidated with the re-enlisted men of the First Regiment Vol- 
unteer Infantry, to form the Second Regiment Veteran Infantry. 

Fifth Regiment Inpai^try Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized at Ceredo, in Wayne County, in the 
months of July and August, 1861, and was mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States on the 18th of October ensuing. The non- 
veterans were mustered out on the expiration of their terms, in the 
summer of 1864 ; and the re-enlisted men were, by an order of the 
Secretary of War, dated November 9, 1864, consolidated with the 
re-enlisted men of the Ninth Regiment Infantry, to form the First 
Regiment Veteran Infantry. 

Sixth Regimbnt Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized in August 1861, and was by 
special authority, recniited to fifteen comt)anies. The non-veterans 
were mustered out as their terms of service expired; while the re- 
enlisted men, together with a large number of recruits, preserved 
the regimental organization until June 10, 1865, when it waa 
mustered out of service at Wheeling. 
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Seventh Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized at Wheeling and Grafton, during 
the months of July, August, September, and October, 1861. No 
other Regiment from the state saw harder service than this. The 
non-veterans were mustered out of service as their terms expired, 
but the re-enlisted men, together with the recruits which came to 
it continued the Regiment in the field until it was mustered out of 
service at Munson's Hill, Virginia, July 1, 1865. 

Eighth Regiment* Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized in the Great Kanawha Valley in the 
autumn of 1861. On the 13th of June, 1863, it was, by an order 
of the War Department, moimted and h^iceforth drilled as *' Mount- • 
ed Infantry." By a second order of the Secretary of War, dated 
January 27, 1864, the ** Eighth Mounted Infantry" was changed 
to the Seventh Regiment Cavalry. Now, the non-veterans were 
discharged, but nearly 400 members of the Regiment re-enlisted 
as veterans, and together with about 250 recruits, preserved the 
regimental organization until mustered out of the service in 1865. 

\ 
Ninth Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment. was organized at Guyandotte, in Cabell County, 
February 28, 1862, of companies from the counties of Cabell, Wood, 
Jackson, Mason and Roane. The men in this regiment represented 
twenty-four counties. In 1864, the non-veterans were discharged 
as their terms of service expired ; but 357 members of the Regiment 
re-enlisted, and with the veterans of the Fifth Regiment Infantry 
were, by an order of the Secretary of War, dated November 9, 1864, 
consolidated and formed the First Veteran Infantry Regiment. 

Tenth Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

The organization of this R<^giment was begun in March, 1862. 
It was mustered out of service at Richmond, Virginia, August 9, 
1865. 
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Eleventh Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

The organization of this Regiment was begun as early as Decem- 
ber, 1861; but this was not completed until September, 1862. It 
was mustered out of service at Richmond, Virginia, June 17, 1865. 

Twelfth Regimf.ni' Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized at **Camp Wiley'' on Wheeling 
Island, on the 30th of November, 1862, and was composed of com- 
panies recruited in the counties of Hancock, Brooke, 01;^io, Marshall, 
Marion, Taylor and Harrison. It was mustered out of service at 
Richmond, Virginia, June 16, 1865. 

Thirteenth Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years 
service. 

This Regiment was organized with eight compani^ at Point 
PJeasant, Mason County, October 10, 1862. It was mustered out 
of service at Wheeling, June 22, 1865. 

Fourteenth Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three .years 
service, 

This Regiment was organized at *'Camp Wiley" on Wheeling 
Island in the months of August and September, 1862, the organiza- 
tion dating from the 16th of September, that being the date of 
muster-in of the last company. It was mustered out at Cumber- 
land, Maryland, June 27, 1865. 

Fifteenth Regiment Infantry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized with nine companies, at Wheeling, 
and was ordered to the field October 16, 1862. The tenth Company 
was organized in February, 1864. The Regiment was mustered 
out of service at Richmond, Virginia, June 14, 1865. 

Sixteenth Regiment Infantry Volunteers — 

This Regiment has a unique history. It was organized at the 
old town of Alexandria on 'the Potomac River, nine miles below 
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Washington City, and was the only regiment in the Federal serv- 
ice from that part of Virginia east of the Blue Ridge. It wtus 
largely composed of men from the counties of Alexandria, Fairfax, 
Fauquier and Prince William, with quite a number from the vicin- 
ity of Norfolk. The history of this Regiment is very incomplete. 
Adjutant General Pierpont has scarcely any historical data relat- 
ing to it, and this is true of the rosters in the ofiiee of the Adju- 
tant General, as well. He refers to the Muster-In and Muster-Out 
rolls, giving a roster of the oflScers in the latter and of the privates 
in the former, but does not mention the date of either. 

Seventeenth Regiment Infantry Volunteers — One year's ser- 
vice. 

This Regiment was organized at Wheeling in August and Sep- 
tember, 1864, imder the call of the President, dated July 14th that 
year, for one, two or three years men. Nearly all the men in it 
were enlisted for one year. It was mustered out of service at 
Wheeling, June 30th, 1865. 

VETERAN INFANTRY VOLUNTEERS. 

First Regiment Veteran Infantry — Term of service — during the 
War, 

This Regiment, formed by the consolidation of enlisted men of 
the Fifth and Ninth Infantry Volunteers, was oi^anized under 
"Special Orders No. 391" of the War Department bearing date 
November 9, 1864. It was mustered out of service at Cumberland, 
Md., July 21, 1865. 

Second Regiment Veteran Infantry — Term of service — during 
the War, 

This Regiment was formed by the consolidation of the re-enlisted 
men of the First and Fourth Regiments Infantry Volunteers, in 
compliance with an Order of the Secretary of War, dated 
December 10, 1863. It was mustered out of service at Clarksburg, 
Harrison county, July 16, 1865. 
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CAVAI/RY VOLUNTEERS. 

First Regiment Cavalry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was organized in the summer of 1861. The non- 
veterans were mustered out as the terms expired in the summer of 
1864 ; but the re-enlisted men together with 223 recruits which there- 
after joined therein, preserved a regimental organization until July 
8, 1865, when it was mustered out of service at Wheeling. 

Second Regiment Cavalry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was recruited during the summer of 1861, and 
was mustered into the service of the United States with ten full 
companies November 8th, that year. It was mustered out of service 
at Wheeling, June 30, 186'5. 

Third Reotment Cavalry Volunteers — Three years service. 

This Regiment was not organized until early in the summer of 

1864, but it was composed of companies, therein brought together 
but which had been privately recruited and attached to other com- 
mands. Company *'A'' was mustered at Wheeling, December 23, 
1861; Company "C" was organized at Brandonville, Preston 
county, October 1, 1861 ; and the two constituted a battalion ; Com- 
panies *'B'' and **D" were mustered at Wheeling, October 21, 
1862; Company *'H" was organized at Parkersburg, in Wood 
county, November 2, 1862; Company '*!" was mustered into ser- 
vice at Bridgeport, in Harrison county. May 16, 1863; Company 
*'M'' was mustered at Buckhannon, April 4, 1864; and Company 
*'G'' was recruited and mustered into service at Point Pleasant, 
in Mason county. The re-enlisted men of the Regiment, together 
with 115 recruits, kept the Regiment in the field until June 30, 

1865, when it was mustered out of service. 

Fourth Regiment Cavalry Volunteers — 

This Regiment was enlisted in the autumn of 1863, for six 
months service, and was composed of companies organized in the 
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northern part of the State. In these companies were men from 
Doddridge, Tyler, Wetzel, Marshall, Ohio, Marion, Monongalia, 
Harrison, Wood and other counties. It was mustered out of service 
March 15, 1864. But little historical data has been preserved re- 
garding the services of this Beguoent. Adjutant General Pier- 
pont's Report for 1865 contains a roster of the of&cers from the 
date of organization to that of Muster Out; and rosters of all the 
companies, compiled from the Muster In rolls; but no historical 
data whatever regarding the operations and movements. 

Fifth Bbgimbnt Cavalry Volunteers — Three years service. 

(See Second Regiment Infantry Volunteers.) This Regiment 
as stated, was organized in July, 1861, as the Second Regi- 
ment Infantry Volunteers, and served as such untQ January 26, 
1864, when, by an Order of the Secretary of War, it was mounted 
and designated as the Fifth Regiment Cavalry. However, it was 
never armed or equipped as Cavalry, but continued to serve as 
** Mounted Infantry.'' As stated, its re-enlisted men were on De- 
cember 1, 1864, consolidated with the re-enlisted men of the Sixth 
Regiment Cavalry Volunteers, (Mounted Infantry) to form the 
Sixth Veteran Cavalry, while the non-veterans were mustered out 
as their terms of enlistment expired. 

Sixth Regiment Cavalry Volunteers — Three years service. 

(See Third Regiment Infantry Volunteers.) This Regiment was, 
as before stated, organized at Clarksburg, in Harrison coimty, in 
July, 1861, as the Third Regiment Infantry Volunteers ; and served 
as such until January 26, 1864, when, by an order of the Secretary 
of War, it was mounted and its designation changed to that of 
Sixth Regiment Cavalry ; but it continued to serve as mounted in- 
fantry. It was never ainned or equipped as cavalry. Its non-vet- 
erans were mustered out, September 7, 1864, and its re-enlisted men 
were consolidated with the re-enlisted men of the Fifth Regiment 
Veteran Cavalry. 

Seventh Regiment Cavalry Volunteers — Three years service. 

(See Eighth Regiment Infantry Volunteers.) This Regiment, 
^as as stated, organized in the Great Kanawha Valley, in the Au- 
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tumn of 1861, as the Eighth Regiment Infantry Volunteers; and it 
continued to serve as such, up until June 13, 1863 when it was 
ordered to Bridgeport, in Harrison county, where it was mounted 
and drilled as ''Mounted Infantry.*' As such it was known until 
January 27, 1864, when by an Order from the War Department, 
its designation was changed to that of the Seventh Regiment Cav- 
alry. Its non-veterans were mustered out of service in 1864, as 
their terms expired; but its re-enlisted men — ^nearly 400 in num- 
ber — ^together with an addition of 250 recruits sent to them, con- 
tinued the regimental organization until it was mustered out of 
service at Charleston, West Virginia, August 1, 1865. 

VETERAN CAVALRY VOLUNTEERS. 

Sixth Regiment Veteran Cavalry Volunteers — Term of service 

— during the war. 

This Regiment, which should have been known as the First Reg- 
iment Veteran Cavalry, was formed by the Consolidation of the re- 
enlisted men — ^two hundred in number — of the Fifth Regiment Cav- 
alry (or originally the Second Regiment Infantry) and the re-en- 
listed men — ^makiug six companies — of the Sixth Regiment Cavalry 
(originally the Third Regiment Infantry) by order of the Secre- 
tary of War.i* 

ARTILLERY VOLUNTEERS. 

First Regiment Light Artillery Volunteers — Three years ser- 
vice. 

This was the only artillery regiment in the service of the 
United States from West Virginia. It consisted of eight batteries, 
as follows: Battery "A", was the first battery organized under 
the Restored Government. Its non-veterans were mustered out of 

14. No other West Virginia Regiment has a more interesting hifstory than 
this, it bsing the only West Virgrinia Regiment retained in service after the close 
of the war. Its orgranlzation took place at North Branch Bridge, West Vir- 
ginia, September 7, 1864; whence the Regiment moved to New Creek— now Key- 
ser, West Virginia. It spent the months of January and February, 1865, at 
Camp Remount, Pleasant Valley, Maryland; and in Biarch it was ordered to 
Wfefihington City, where it was engaged in doing Provost duty until the 16th 
of June, when it received orders to proceed to Louisville, Kentucky; from there it 
was ordered to Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, and thence across the Plains into 
the Territories of Colorado and Dakota. Its headquarters in the winter of 1865- 
66, was Fort Laramie, in the last named Territory; more than a thousand miles 
west of Fort Leavenworth. The Regiment was several times engaged with the 
Indians and was highly complimented for Its gallantry. Om the 22d of May 
1S66, it was mustered out of service at Port Leavenworth, Kansas: and arrived 
at Wheeling, on the 25th, where, on the 29th, the men received their final pay 
and discharge; and then proceeded to their West Vix^nia homes. 
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service August 8, 1864; its re-enlisted men being added to Battery 
'*F". Battery **B", was mustered out October 23, 1864; its re-en- 
listed men being added to Battery '*B". Batteries *'C" and **D", 
continued in service without change to the close of the war. Bat- 
tery ''E", was recruited at Buckhannon, Upshur County, in Au- 
gust, 1862, and was mustered into service at Wheeling a few days 
later. Battery '*F'' was organized in 1861 as Company '*C'' of the 
Sixth Regiment Volunteer Infantry; by order of the Secretary of 
War it was transferred to the Artillery Begiment. It was mustered 
out of service September 14, 1864; its re-enlisted men, with those 
previously transferred to it from Battery **A'* now reorganized a 
veteran battery designated Battery '*A". Battery **G'' was or- 
ganized in 1861 as Company **G*' of the Second Regiment Infan- 
try Volunteers, but it was transferred to the Artillery Regiment. 
It was mustered out of service August 8, 1864. Battery **H" re- 
mained in service, unchanged, to the close of the war. The Regi- 
ment was mustered out at Wheeling as follows: Battery **A'' 
(being Batteries ''A" and *'F" consoUdated) July 21, 1865; Bat- 
tery ''C'% June 28, 1865; Battery ''D", June 27, 1865; Battery 
'*E" (being Batteries ''B" and ''E" consolidated) June 28, 1865; 
and Battery ''H", July, 1865. 

WHEELING INDEPENDENT EXEMPT INFANTRY. 

This was a body of Infantry consisting of two organizations 
known as Company **A" and Company **B", neither of which 
had any Regimental connection. They were composed of men en- 
listed in the Northern Pan-Handle, who were stationed at Wheel- 
ing throughout the war as city guards, or rather Capitol Guards, 
for Wheeling was not only the seat of the Restored Government, 
but the capitol of West Virginia after the admission of the State 
into the Union. These companies were on duty during the con- 
tinuance of the war, and were not required to perform other mili- 
tary service. 
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LOSS OF LIFE AMONG WEST VIRGINIA SOLDIERS IN 
THE FEDERAL ARMY DURING THE CIVIL WAR. 

More than three thousand West Virginia soldiers in the Federal 
Army lost their lives in the Civil War. The following tabulated 
statements exhibit the loss from the several causes therein shown, 
as ascertained by actual count from the Reports of Francis P. 
Pierpont, the Adjutant General of West Virginia in the years of 
the War. It should be observed that the Sixteenth Regiment In- 
fantry was scarcely organized at the close of the struggle; and that 
the Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Regiments of Cavalry were changed 
from Infantry in 1864; hence the loss of life in these Regiments 
while serving as Infantry, appears in connection with the Second, 
Third and Eighth Infantry. 

List of West Virginia Staff Officers Who Were Killed^ or

was killed in action at South Mountain, Maryland, September 14,

action at Beech Creek, West Virginia, August 6, 1862. 

Major A. M. Goodspeed, of the Fourth Infantry, was killed in action 
at Vlcksburg, Mississippi. 

Major Ralph Ormstead, of the Fifth Infantry, was killed in action 
September 15, 1863. 

Sergeant-Major John T. Sutton, of the Ninth Infantry, was killed 
in action at Halltown, Jefferson county. West Virginia, August 26, 
1864. 

Colonel Daniel Frost, of the Eleventh Infantry, was killed in action 
at Snicker's Ferry, Virginia, July 19. 1864. 

Lieutenant-Otolonel James Robert Hall, of the Thirteenth Infantry, 
was killed in action at Cedar Creek, Virginia, October 19, 1864. 

Lieutenant-Oolonel Thomas Morris, of the Fifteenth Infantry, wa« 
killed in action at Snicker's Ferry, Virginia, July 18, 1864. 

First Lieutenant and Adjutant Sidney W. Knowles. of the First 
Cavalry, was killed in action at Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, July 3, 
1863. 

Major S. B. Conger, of the Second Cavalry, was killed in action. 

Major Seymour B. Conger, of the Third Cavalry, was killed in ac- 
tion at Moorefield, Hardy county, West Virginia, August 7, 1864. 
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Sergeant-Major Edward A. Thomas, of jtho Second Cavalry, was 
killed in action near Winchester, Virginia, July 24, 1864. 

Reverend Gk)rdon Battelle, Chaplain of the First Infantry, died of 
typhoid fever in Washington, D. C, August 7, 1862. 

Surgeon George C. Gans, of the Tenth Infantry, died of disease at 
Harrisonburg, Virginia, Octoher 4, 1864. 

Sungeon Jonathan R. Blair, of the Tenth Infantry, died; cause, 
place and date unknown. 

Commissary-Sergeant Rees Cooper, of the Eleventh Infantry, died 
of disease, Se!pteml)er 1, 1864. 

Surgeon John W. Moss, (of Wood county), of the Fourteenth In- 
fantry, died of disease at Petersburg, Hardy county, (now Grant 
county). West Virginia, January 2, 1864. 

Quartermaster-Sergeant John Starr, of the Fifteenth Infantry, died 
of consumption, October 19, 1864. 

Major Joeiah Steel, of the First Cavalry, died May 28, 1863, of 
wounds received in action. 

Hospital Steward John R. James, of the Second CJavalry, died in 
hospital at Gauley Bridge, Fayette county. West Virginia, September 
4, 1862. 

Mlajor Patrick MoNally, of the Fifth Cavalry, died of wounds receiv- 
ed in action at Rocky Gap, Greenbrier County., West Virginia, June 
26, 1862. 
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COLORED SOLDIERS IN THE UNITED STATES SERVICE 
ACCREDITED TO WEST VIRGINIA. 

In the years of the Civil War, two hundred and twelve colored 
men were enlisted in West Virginia for service in the Federal 
Army, there being no organization of colored troops from the 
State, these enlisted men were assigned to the Forty-fifth Regiment 
United States Colored Troops, in which they were mustered to the 
credit of the State of West Virginia. 



CHAPTER XL 

WEST VIRGINIA SOLDIERS IN THE CONFEDERATE 
STATES ARMY. 

The Military History of the State of West Virginia has never 
been written; and no other American State experienced the con- 
ditions that existed within its boundaries during the Civil War. In 
many of the counties there was presented the remarkable scene of 
men enlisting, and companies forming, at the same time, some for 
the Federal service and others for the Confederate service. The 
inhabitants of the counties of Central Northwestern Vii^inia, 
those bordering on western Marylaand and Pennsylvania, those in 
the Northern Panhandle, and thence stretching along the Ohio 
River to the mouth of Big Sandy River, were largely in favor of 
the maintenance of the Union; and it was in these that far the 
largest number of soldiers for the Federal Army were enlisted. In 
the counties of the upper New River region, in the Greenbrier Val- 
ley, the Valley of the South Branch of the Potomac, and in the 
lower Shenandoah VaUey — ^now in the Eastern Panhandle — ^the 
majority of the people favored secession ; and it was from these that 
far the greater number of West Virginians entered the Confeder- 
ate service. This will be the more readily seen when it is stated 
that Mason County, on the Ohio, sent more than one thousand men 
to the Federal Army, and one company (61 men) to the Con- 
federate Army: while Hampshire County, in the Valley of the 
South Branch of the Potomac, sent more than a thousand meii to 
the Confederate Army, and but one company (73 men) to the 
Federal Army — largely from that part now embraced in Mineral 
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County. The Northern Panhandle sent thousands of men into the 
Federal Army, while from the Eastern Panhandle many hundreds 
entered the Confederate service. 

In the preeeeding chapter the regimental organization of the dif- 
ferent arms of the service of the West Virginia soldiers in the 
Federal Army has been given. It is impossible to secure such ac- 
curacy of statement from data in hand, or ever to be obtained, 
relative to the Confederate Military organizations from this State.

WHAT NUMBER OF WEST VIRGINIANS WAS IN THE 
CONFEDERATE ARMY? 

How many West Virginians served in the Confederate Armyt 
No one now knows the exact number, nor will it ever be definitely 
known ; but it may be approximated. There were twelve companies 
of West Virginians in the famous Stonewall Brigade; viz: four 
from Jefferson County; two from Berkeley County; two from 
Greenbrier County ; one each from Hampshire, Hardy, Monroe and 
Ohio counties. The entire Twenty-second Regiment Vii^inia In- 
fantry was composed of West Virginia Companies ; nine companies 
of the Thirty-ftrat Regiment .Virginia Light Infantry were from 
West Virginia; as were six companies in the Thirty-sixth Regiment 
Virginia Infantry; while the remaining companies enumerated 
above were widely distributed for service in various other regi- 
mental organizations. It has been stated that more men from Mer- 
cer entered the Confederate Service than there were voters in that 
County. Judge James H. Miller in his ''History of Summers 
County'' gives a list of the names of two hundred men who were 
in the Confederate Army from the territory now embraced in Sum- 
mers County; while H. T. Calhoun prepared for Morton's ''History 
of Pendleton County," a list of names of more than seven hundred 
men from that county who served in the Confederate Army. In 
the spring and summer of 1865 Gen. John H. Ohley, with the Fifth 
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West Viginia Cavalry, stationed at Charleston, was in command 
of the Kanawha Military District, which included twenty counties, 
stretching from Jackson to Mercer, and from Pocahontas to Wayne ; 
and at the close of his service here, August 1st, 1865, he reported 
to the Adjutant General of West Virginia that the oflScers of his 
command had parolled more than five thousand Confederates re- 
turning to counties within the said Kanawha Military District. 

At the close of the war there was no Adjutant General 's OfiSce or 
War Department in which to deposit the rosters of these comlpanies ; 
but this Department is now in possession of original muster rolls, 
pay rolls, typewritten miauuscript or printed rosters of a lai^e 
number of the above mentioned companies; and it is believed that 
a conservative estimate of the number of West Virginians in the 
Confederate service would approximate seven thousand. 

The Blite and the Grey of West Virginia. 

At the close of the last chapter it was stated that the total num- 
ber of enlistments of West Vii^inians in the Federal Army should 
be, in round numbers, placed at twenty-eight thousand. . If, now, 
the total number of West Virginians in the Confederate service be 
placed at seven thousand, we should have a total of thirty-five 
thousand West Virginians rendering service in the two armies. The 
population of the State at that time was 360,000, 9 2-3 per cent, of 
which, was, therefore, enlisted men — evidently the highest per cent- 
age, according to population, of enlisted men of all the states of the 
Union. 

It was likewise shown that of the whole number of West Virgin- 
ians enlisted in the Federal Army, three thousand, two hundred 
and twenty-four lost their lives in battle or died from wounds, 
disease or accidental causes — 11 3-7 per cent, of the total en- 
listments. And now, if we assume that the loss of life in the 
seven thousand West Virginians in the Confederate service was 
equal to this, as doubtless it was, we shall have as the total num- 
ber of West Virginians who lost their lives in the Civil War, four 
thousand and twenty-four. Enormous loss! And all the greater 
when it is remembered that the average age of these four thousand 
men was twenty-one years. 
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CHAPTER Xn. 

WEST VIRGINIA SOLDIERS IN THE SPANISH-AMERICAN 

WAR. 

The declaration of war by Congress was made against Spain, 
April 23, 1898; and inunediately thereafter President McKinley 
ealled upon Governor George W. Atkinson for a regim^it of Infan- 
try, to be formed, so far as possible of drilled men of the National 
Guard. In compliance with this the Gtovemor, on May 2nd ensuing, 
ordered the Brigade of our State, Brigadier General B. D. Spill- 
man commanding, to mobilize at Kanawha City, on the south side 
of the Great Kanawha, about a mile above where the steel bridge 
spans that river, at Charleston, the capital of the State. There 
was a ready response to the order of the Commander-in-Chief, 
and in a few days the eighteen companies composing the two regi- 
ments of the Brigade were at the place of rendezvous, and had 
spread their tents at ''Camp Iiee.'' 

The Pebst Regiment West Vieqinia Infantry. 

Of the companies comi)Osing the two Regiments, six were desig- 
nated to return to their homes. The First Regiment of West Vir- 
ginia Volunteer Infantry was then formed of all the men of the 
remaining twelce companies physically fit, and willing to enlist; 
and its ranks were afterward flUed to the required number from 
the names obtained by enlistment in different parts of the State. 
The Regimental organization was as foUows: B. D. SpiUnum, Col- 
onel; Clarence L. Smith, Lieutenant Colonel; W. H. Banks, Major; 
Philip A. Shafer, Major; H. Byron Baguley, Surgeon: Cas- 
sius C. Hogg, Ass't Surgeon; Charles T. Nesbitt, AssH Sur- 
geon; Rev. S. K. Arbuthnot, Chaplain. On May 20th the Governor 
caused a commission to issue to W. H. Lyons as a Major in this 
Regiment. On that day the Regiment left *'Camp Lee" for Chick- 
amauga, Tennessee, where it arrived in the dusk of evening the next 
day; and bivouacked on the great battle field. On the 18th it en- 
tered *'Camp George A. Thomas.'' After some months spent here 
the Regiment moved to ''Camp Poland" at Knoxville, Bast Ten- 
nessee. From here it proceeded to ''Camp Conrad," at Columbus, 
Georgia, where it was mustered out of service February 7, 1899. 
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The Second Ebgiment West Virginia Infantry. 

On May 25, 1898, the President of the United States requested 
Governor Atkinson to send forward a Second Eegiment of Infantry. 
The Governor hastened to issue a call, and the companies hastily 
formed in various parts of the State, rendezvoused at '*Camp At- 
kinson" on the north bank of the Great Kanawha, about half a mile 
below the mouth of Elk River, say about five squares above where 
the Kelly Axe Factory now stands. Here the Begimait was organ- 
ized, the regimental officers being as f oUows, viz : D. T. B. Gasteel, 
Colonel; O'Brien Moore, Lieutenant Colonel; Howard Atkinson, 
Major; Charles D. Elliott, Major; William F„ Henshaw. Sur- 
geon; Zadoc T. Kalbaugh, Assistant Surgeon; William F. Bailey, 
Assistant Surgeon; Rev. Albert S. Kelly, Chaplain. The com- 
panies were mustered into service by Captain J. M. Bums of the 
17th U. S. Infantry; the first on June 25th, and the last on the 
9th of July. The Regiment left **Oamp Atkinson" and moved to 
Middletown, Pennsylvania, where it entered *'Camp Meade.'' Here 
feome months were spent, after which it removed to **Camp Weth- 
erill at Greenville, South Carolina, where it was mustered out of 
service, March, 1899. 

Companies of West Virginia Soldiers in Other Regimental 
Organizations. 

In addition to the two Raiments mentioned above, four c(Mn- 
panies of West Virginians went to the field and aerved in other 
regimental organizations. They are as follows : — 

Company **E," Fourth Regiment United States Volunteer In- 
fantry, Captain W. H. Monroe; mustered into service at Parkers- 
burg with sixty-four men. 

Company **G", Fourth Regiment United States Volunteer In- 
fantry, Captain Albert A. Franzheim, mastered into service at 
Wheeling, with eighty-two men. 

Company *'L", Eighth Regiment United States Colored Volun- 
teer Infantry, Captain E. E. Hood, mustered into service at 
Charleston, with eighty men. 

Company **M," Eighth Regiment United States Colored Vol- 
unteer Infantry, Captain William T. Bishop, mustered into serv- 
ice at Parkersburg with forty-eight men, a sufficient number of men 
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being enlisted and sent forward to raise the aggregate of this Com- 
pany to the required number. 

Thus it is seen that the total number of troops supplied by the 
State for service in the Spanish- Amreiean War was as follovTS: —

West Virginia responded promptly to the calls made by the 
President, and the patriotism of her citizens is shown not only by 
the number of volunteers sent to the field, but by the fact that at 
the time the Adjutant General of the State received requests from 
two thousand additional men for service; and he expressed the 
opinion that had the President called for ten thousand men from 
the State, that number would have gone promptly to the field.

Prefatory Note. 

Since the last Biennial Report of this Department was made, 
three important events have transpired, each having an important 
connection with the history of West Virginia. So important are 
these that a record of each should be preserved ; hence the follow- 
ing appendixes are added to this Report: — 
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THE POINT PLEASANT BATTLE MONUMENT. 

It is twenty-two feet square at the base and eighty-two feet in height. The plinths 
and obelisk are constructed of Balfour Granite from quarries near Salisbury, North 
Carolina ; the statue thereon being made of Westerly Granite from Rhode Island. 
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THE POINT PliEASANT BATTLE MONUMENT. ITS HIS- 
TORY— ERECTION— UNVEILING. 

An Historic Review. 

The most important battle of all Colonial History, and the chief 
event of Lord Dnnmore's war, was fought on the soil of West 
Virginia, on the site of the present town of Point Pleasant, -Mason 
county, in 1774. The opposing forces were the Southern Wing of 
Lord Dunmore's army,^ under General Andrew Lewis, on the one 

1 In the year of 1774, John Murray, Earl of Dunmore, was the royal 
Governor of the Colony of Virginia; henoe Dunmore's "Wlar was 
a designation applied to a series of hloody deeds between the Viir- 
giniana and the warriors of the Indian Confederacy of the Ohio Wilder- 
ness that year. It stands out conspicaoi^sly midway between two great 
divisions of American History—the Colonial and the Revolutionary 
Periods — ^but apparently without connection with either. It was the 
last American War in which American troops waged battle under the 
flag of England. 

The Virginia frontiersmen, west of the Blue Ridge were, in 1774, 
dwelling upon the borderland of a savage empire. The Indian nations 
which were to be history-makers in their wars with the Virg^inians were 
dwelling in the wilderness northwest of the Ohio. They were the 
Miamis, Ottawns, Shawnees, Delewares, wyandottes and the Min- 
goes, the latter a tribal organization of the Seneca nation of Wifeetern 
New York. Chief of theee nations were the Shawnees of th)© Sciotjof 
Valley, who could put a thousand warriors in the field, and who be- 
cauco of their past wanderings were called the "Bedouins of the Amer- 
ican Wilderness." Because of their bravery and heroism displayed 
in defending their wildomess home against the advance of White in- 
vaders, they won tlie proud title of "Spartans of their Race." They 
had mustered into a conledwacy the nations around them, at the head 
of which was the renowned chieftain, Keiglt^tugTirquah, known to the 
Virginians as Cornstalk. At this time hundreds of hardy pioneers, men as 
brave as ever dared the perils of a wilderness, had found homes in th,^ 
fertile Shenandoah Valley which thy had largiely brought under cul- 
tivation, and not only this, but they had extended their settlements 
far to the westward, into the valleys of the Alleghenies, and at Wheel- 
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side, and the warriors of the confederated Indian nations of the 
Ohio Wilderness, on the other. 

This Virginia army, enlisted on the west side of the Blue Ridge, 
numbering fourteen hundred and eighty men, rendezvoused at 
**Camp Union," now Lewisburg, in Greenbrier county, West Vir- 
ginia. Pix)m there, it began its march through the trackless wil- 
derness and over the Allegheny Mountains to the Ohio river. His- 
torians have described that march. Atwater says: **The route of 
Lewis' army lay wholly through a trackless forest. His supplies 
were transported on pack-horses which were clambering about 
among the tall cliflfs or winding their way through the dangerous 
defiles, ascending or descending the lofty summits of the Allegheny 

Ing, even U) the Ohio river. Thus it was that white men wene pressing 
down from the Alleghenles to the Ohio, and Ited men had organi'/ed a 
great Confederacy for the defense of their country beyond that river. 
Bach— '^^Hiite men and Red men — awaited the sound of the tocsin of 
war. Hostilities begjtn in the spring of 1774, and there was terror 
along the whole western frontier. Miany Indian atrocities were com- 
mitted; and messengers bore tidings of this to Governor Dunmore, at 
Williamsburg, then the Colonial Capital of Virginia. May 12th. Gov- 
ernor Dunmore communicated to the House of Burgesses information 
which he had received concerning the horrid scenes being enacted on 
the border. That body directed him to exert the powers vested in 
him by the "Act for Making Provision Against Invasion and Insur- 
lectlcn." This he hastened to do. Leaving the gubernatorial mansion 
he passed over the Blue Ridge, and establishing his headquarters at 
•'Greenway Court," the home of I-^rd Fairfax, thirteen miles south- 
east of Winchester, in the Shenandoah Valley, mustered at that place 
an army of more than a thousand men, with which he followed Brad- 
dock s Road wost to the Monongahela river: then by water to Pitts- 
burg and Wheeling; and thence onward down the Ohio to the mouth of 
Hockhocking river, where he entered the Ohio Wilderness. When 
leaving Williamsburg ho directed General Andrew Lewis to muster 
an army of fifteen hundred men In the Upper Shenandoah Valley, and 
to the westward thereof, to act in conjunction with that under him- 
self, in the invasion of the Indian country. Gene^l Lewis speedily 
complied with this order and assembled an army of nearly or quite 
fifteen hundred men in the Big Levels where Lewisbu)rg, the Seat of 
Justice of Greenbrier county now stands. BYom there hi^ troops proceeded 
by detachments to the Ohio river, where, at the mouth of the Great Ka- 
nawha river, ou the site of the present town of Point Pleasant, Mason 
county. West Virginia, October 10, 1774, was fought the most im- 
portant battle ever waged between White and Red men in America. 
The monument reared on that spot comn»emorates the victory won by the 
Virginians that day. 
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mountains. The country, at that time in its aspect, was one of 
the most romantic and wild in the whole Union. Its natural fea- 
tures are majestic and grand. Among these lofty summits and 
deep ravines. Nature operates on a scale of grandeur, simplicity, 
and sublimity, scarcely ever equalled in any other region and nevef 
surpassed in the world. This march was more painful and diflS- 
cuit than Hannibal's over the Alps.'' 

*'At that time," says Bancroft, ** there was not even a track oven 
the rugged mountains, but the gallant young woodsmen who formed 
the advance party, moved expeditiously with their pack-horses and 
droves of cattle through the home of the wolf, the deer and the 
panther. After a fortnight's struggle they left behind them the 
last rocky hill-tops, and passing between the gigantic growth of pri- 
meval forests, in which, in the autumnal season the golden hues of 
the linden, the sugar tree and the hickory, contrasted with the 
glistening green of the laurel, the crimson of the sumac, and the 
shadows of the somber hemlock, they descended to where the Elk, 
united with the Kanawha, widens into a plain." 

Onward pressed these heroic men, determined to forever drive 
the savage power from the southern banks of the Ohio. They 
forced their way through the lonely mountiiins; Keeney's Knob, 
now in Sununers county, four thousand feet high, stood out against 
the southern sky; from the lofty elevations in what is now Fay- 
ette county, they gazed upon the silvery course of New river, which, 
rolling like a destiny, rushed on through the realms of solitude 
and shade; Big and Little Sewell mountains were passed; from 
down into, a rocky gorge, where the town of Ansted in the last 
named coimty, stands, over another mountain crest, down Rich 
creek, and down Kelley's creek, until they encamped at its mouth, 
where the town of Cedar Grove, on the Great Kanawha river, and 
in Eanawha coimty, now stands. On the 1st of October they had 
reached the mouth of Elk river and on the site of Charleston, the 
present capital of the State, were felling gigantic poplars and mak- 
ing canoes in which to transport some of their baggage to the 
mouth of the Great Kanawha. Then they crossed the Elk and 
continued their march down the north side of the Kanawha, 
through what is now Putnam and Mason counties, to the Ohio. 

Here, October 10, 1774, the Virginians were attacked by an In- 
dian army equal, or superior, to them in numbers, and that day there 
was fought the most desperate battle ever waged between the forces 
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of civilization and barbarism in America. Never, on any other field 
of the Colonial wars, or of the Revolution, was there displayed 
greater valor or bravery than on the field at Point Pleasant 

At evening the victory was won, but the dead were scattered far* 
and wide, and one hundred and forty wounded Virginians were 
borne by more fortunate comrades into the encampment. '*We had 
roore than every fifth man killed or wounded in the battle,'' says 
Colonel John Stuart, who was himself in 4he thickest of the fight. 
Such was the scene that October evening at Point Pleasant, 

'* Where all day long the sound of battle rolled; 
Where all day long the fearful and the bold, 
Behind their slender bulwarks, stem and pale. 
Stood face to face behind the leaden hail ; 
Stood face to face, the white man and the red, 
Their cause the same, the same their gory bed." 

It was an awful battle evening. * * The dead alone in such a night 
can rest.'* Wlio can tell of the desperate character of that con- 
flict, and of its results. Accounts of it were published all over] 
Europe at the time-* Historians for a hundred years have been 
writing of it, and all, without exception, declare it to have been 
the best fought battle of all the Indian wars. 

Bancroft says: **The heroes of that day proved themselves wor- 
thy to found States." 

Windsor says: *'The conflict here was the most hotly contested 
fight which the Indians ever made against the English." 

Monette says: **The battle of Point Pleasant is, by common con- 
sent, admitted to be one of the most sanguinary and well contested 
battles which have marked the annals of Indian warfare in the 
West" 

Lamed says: **It was the most fiercely contested of any battle 
ever fought with the Northwestern Indians." 

Roosevelt says: '* Certainly in all the contests waged against the 
Northwestern Indians during the last half of the eighteenth century 
there was no other where the whites inflicted so great a relative loss 
on their foes. Its results were most important. It kept the North- 
western tribes quiet for the first two years of the Revolutionary 
struggle; and above all it rendered possible the settling of Ken- 
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tucky and the winning of the "West. Had it not been for Lord 
Dunmore's War it is more than likely that when the Colonies 
achieved their freedom they would have found their western bound- 
ary at the Allegheny mountains." 

It is true that after the battle of Point Pleasant the Indians, by 
the terms of the treaty of Camp Charlotte **kept quiet for tn^o 
years." This enabled Gteneral Gates to collect the American sol- 
diery from the Penobscot river to the Savannah and thus compel 
Bui^oyne to surrender his army at Saratoga in 1777. This meant 
Prance to the rescue, and that meant the independence of the Uni- 
ted States. Thus it i& seen again that Point Pleasant is, indeed, an 
historic field. 

A POINT PLEASANT BATTLE MONUMENT. 

The dead were buried at Point Pleasant without the pomp of 
war, but the cheeks of many a VirginiarWest Virginia mountain- 
eer were that day bedewed with tears because of the sad fate of 
brave comrades. It was a heap of slain, and here they lay for 
many years on a neglected battle plain. At last there was an 
awakening to the importance of the battle, and the subject of a mon- 
ument which should suitably commenw>rate the event was much 
talked of aiid at last assumed form when 

Virginia Took Action — The Point Pleasant Monument 
Association. 

On the first day of April, 1860, the Gteneral Assembly of that 
State passed *'an Act to Incorporate the Point Pleasant Monument 
Association.'' (See Acts of the General Assembly, 1859-60, page 
576.) This provided that Mrs. John S. Lewis, Miss Ellen Steen- 
bergen, Miss L. D. Smith, and others, be made a body politic and 
corporate with authority to purchase land and erect a monument 
on the battlefield of Point Pleasant. But acticHi was soon stayed. 
The Civil War was at hand, and when that storm had piissed away, 
a new commonwealth had arisen on the "Western slope of the Alle- 
ghenies, which had inherited the battlefield of Point Pleasamt and 
the story, and much of the glory, of historic achievement thereon. 
War had desolated the land, and neither the Old State nor the New, 
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was in condition to erect monuments, even to the sacred memories 
of the past. But these noble-hearted, patriotic women had gone 
earnestly to work, with a determination to suitably mark the spot, 
where slept the illustrious dead, and in the years of war contribu- 
ted and collected a ''Monument Fund," which, with accrued inter- 
est, amounted, in 1909, to the sum of $2,107.84. 

1774 — A Great Centennial Celebration — ^1874. 

The year 1874 was the Centennial Year of the battle of Point 
Pleasant, and the tenth day of October, its hundredth anniversary; 
now as the events of the great Civil war passed out of mind, interest 
in the battle of Point Pleasant was again revived. On that day 
many thousands of people of West Virginia and adjoining and adja- 
cent States gathered at Point Pleasant to pay tribute and pay 
homage to the memory of the men who had fallen there a hundred 
years before, and to commemorate the great victory achieved at 
that time. There were military parades, oratory, discharge of 
guns, with banners and flags, and a great civic display. There 
were present that day many of the descendants of the men who 
died in that battle in an effort to establish civilization in the Ohio 
Valley, and to win a victory which was afterward to exert a mighty 
influence upon the Revolution, and the subsequent history of the 
new Nation as well. 

The West Virginia Legislature in 1875 Makes an Appropriation 
FOR A Battle Monument. 

That Centennial Celebration at Point Pleasant on that 10th of 
October, 1874, vastly intensified the interest in the results of the 
battle of a hundred years before, and, February 25, 1875, the new 
State of West Virginia took action, and the Legislature passed an 
act making **an appropriation of $3,500 to aid in the purchase of 
land and the erection of a monument in commemoration of the bat- 
tle of Point Pleasant.'' This was approved by Governor John J. 
Jacob, February 25, 1875. (See Acts of West Virginia, 1875, pages 
29-30.) This money thus appropriated was payable out of the 
revenues of 1876 to the ''President and Secretary of the Associar 
tion having in charge the creation of said monumwit.'* 
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A Joint Ebsolution Regarding the Monument. — ^Adopted in 

December^ 1875. 

The foregoing sum of money was drawn from the State Treasury, 
but before it had been expended the Legislature, on the 6th of De- 
cember, 1875, adopted Joint Resolution No. 24 (See Acts of West 
Virginia, 1875, page 245.), in which it was declared that the bat- 
tle of Point Pleasant was an event of deep and enduring interest, 
exhibiting in a remarkable degree the courage and patriotism of 
the early settlers of our country; that an event so distinguished in 
our history should be commemorated by a monument to be erected 
upon the spot where those gallant defenders sacrificed their lives, 
and where their sacred remains lie buried. Then it was stated fur- 
ther, that the State had already made an appropriation from her 
treasury for this purpose, and it was resolved that the Oovemor be 
requested to communicate with the Governors of the States of Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, and Kentucky and solicit aid from these States in the 
erection of the monument. The parties who had drawn the money 
from the treasury now decided to wait in anticipation of further 
assistance, and invested it at a good rate of interest. 

The Joint Resolution Adopted by the Legislature in 1897. 

Twenty-two years passed away after the appropriation was made 
by the Legislature in 1875; no assistance came from other States; 
and, on the 26th of February, 1897 (See Acts of West Vii^ia, 
1897, page 278), the Legislature adopted House Joint Resolution 
No. 34, by whict it was set forth that the money which had been 
appropriated in 1875, to aid in purchasing land and erecting a 
monument at Point Pleasant, had never been expended for that 
purpose, and authorizing the Governor to appoint three trustees to 
carry that act into force. Governor George W. Atkinson complied 
with this and appointed John W. English, Dr. Andrew R. Barbee 
and Judge F. A. Guthrie, all of Point Pleasant, as said trustees. 
But those appointed found the money invested for la given time and 
not available. Nothing, therefore, could be done by them. 

The Joint Resolution Adopted by the Legislature in 1901. 

Four more years passed away and on the 7th of February, 1901, 
the Legislature adopted Joint Resolution No. 12, which again de- 
clared it to be the duty of the Legislature to carry into effect the 
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appropriation made in 1875, for a monument at Point Pleasant, and 
directing the Governor to appoint three trustees for this purpose, 
who should execute a bond to be approved by the County Court of 
Mason county. 

The Trustees Appointed.^Their Organkation. 

In accordance with this, His Excellency, Governor A. B. White, 
did, on the 29th of March, 1901, appoint as such trustees for the 
purpose aforesaid, Virgil A. Lewis, of Mason City ; Charles C. Bow- 
yer, of Point Pleasant, and John P. Austin, of Redmond, all of 
Mason county. These trustees, having qualified according to law, 
on the 18th of April, 1901, executed a bond in the penalty of ten 
thousand dollars, which was approved by the County Court of 
Mason county. West Virginia, as required by said resolution. 

Then on the 25th of May, 1901, an organization was eflEected by 
electing John P. Austin, president; Virgil A. Lewis, secretary, 
and Charles C. Bowyer, treasurer. 

The Work Which the Trustees Have Done. 

On the 13th day of July, 1901, these trustees received from the 
former trustees, into whose hands it had been paid, the $3,500.00 
appropriated by the Legislature in 1875, together with $4,288.33, 
the accrued interest thereon for the twenty-six years in which it had 
been invested. 

The Site for a Monument Selected and Purchased. 

The first work to be done was the selection of a suitable and at 
the same time appropriate site for the erection of the proposed mon- 
ument. The location chosen is the square at the apex of the angle 
formed by the confluence of the two rivers — ^the Ohio and the Great 
Kanawha — on which the Virginian army was encamped at the be- 
ginning of the battle, and where its honored dead, who fell in the 
struggle, were buried. This is high land and contains about two 
and a half acres. Accordingly, this property was purchased and 
the titles thereto vested in the State of West Virginia, the several 
deeds therefor being recorded in the office of the County Clerk of 
Mason county, and for which the trustees paid $14.50. For this 
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property they paid the following sums : That is to say, to Thomas 
J.Darst, $550.00; to J. H. Stone and others, $3,000.00; to J. D. Mc- 
Culloch, $1,000.00; to Nancy A. Variaa $1,200.00; and to R. A. 
Comstock, $2,500.00, a total of $8,000.00. On this property were 
some old buildings, practically worthless, for purposes for which 
they were designed, and these were disposed of, wrecked and re- 
moved. For them the trustees received the sum of $97.35, which 
was placed to the credit of the Monument Fund. 

The National Congress Gives Ten Thousand Dollars to the 

Monument Fund. 

The Ladies' Monument Association chartered away back in 1860, 
placed in the hands of the trustees the sum of $2,007.84. As pre- 
viously stated, the State of West Virginia had in 1875, appropriated 
$3,500.00; and to this it added in 1905, an additional sum of 
$5,000.00. Because of the National character of the battle of Point 
Pleasant, there had been since the time the State made its first ap- 
propriation for a monument, and indeed, long before this, a popular 
belief that the National Government would some time aid in erect- 
ing a suitable monument on this historic field. In 1875, the Legis- 
lature, by Joint Resolution, requested our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress to use their best endeavor to procure an appro- 
priation from that body for this purpose. Li 1889, Hon. Charles 
E. Hogg, then a member of the Fiftieth Congress from this State, 
nuade an earnest effort in this direction but without avail. Imbued 
with this idea, prevalent for so many years, that assistance might 
yet be secured from the Federal Government, the trustees in Feb- 
ruary, 1902, went to Washington, where the entire State's delega- 
tion in Congress expressed, not only a willingness, but a desire to 
do all each could in the matter of securing an appropriation of $10,- 
000.00, to aid in the erection of a monument on the battlefield of 
Point Pleasant. This sum was appropriated to be expended under 
the direction and with the approval of the Secretary of War. 

Erection op the Monument. 

Now, a monument was to be erected jointly by the Nation and the 
State. The trustees feeling that at last they had a sufficient sum 
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with wliich to erect a suitable structure, took steps to do this. In 
August, 1908, they proceeded to Washington where they had an 
interview with JEEon. Luke E. Wright, Secretary of War. He re- 
quested a map of grounds showing elevation and other data, and 
evidence as to right of way thereto. Captain William H. Howard, 
a Civil Engineer of Point Pleasant, made the map, and Colonel 
Hiram R. Howard, mayor of the town, made official statement as 
to the streets leading to the site on which the monument was to be 
erected. On the 21st day of October, ensuing, the trustees had a 
second interview with Secretary Wright, who approved plans, they 
having been previously approved by Governor William M. O. Daw- 
son. They then requested government supervision in the erection 
of the monument, and this was referred to Captain A. F. Alstaetter, 
an engineer connected with the War Department, who was sta- 
tioned at Wheeling. The Van Amringe Oranite Company, of Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, which had erected many monuments at Gkttys- 
burg and on other fields, furnished plans and specifications, which 
were accepted, and a contract awarded it at a meeting in the office 
of Captain Alstaetter, at Wheeling, December 14, 1908. These 
people employed Charles Frederick Hess, of Point Pleasant, to put 
in the concrete foundation at the center of Tu-enda-wee Park,^ as 

9TU'ENDA-WEE PARK— This is the name bestowed, in 1901, upon 
the BQuare on which the mtonument has been erected. In that year 
the writer was engaged in some research work relative to Indian geo- 
graphical najnes in Weet Virginia. Among numerous other works he 
consulted the "Glossary of Indian Names," prepared by Colonel John 
Johnson, who was the Government Indian Agent at Upper Piqua, 
Ohio, for fifty years. In the list of Wyandot terms, he found that of 
Tu-endowee, signifying a "triangular point of land ai the confluence 
of rivers," not a particular part of any particular place, but a kind 
of common noun, applicable to any one of a class or kind. He spoke 
of this at the time to members of the Charles Lewis Chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, at Point Pleasant. These aoig- 
gested at once that it would be a good name for the battle park at 
that place; and it was due to their suggestion that it was thus named. 
That was but ten years ago, but in that time> it has been stated that 
It is a Shawnee term, that It signifies the mingling of waters; and it 
has been mispelled almost as many times ea it has been used. The 
truth is that It Is a Wyandot term; that it means a triangular point 
of land; and Its proper spelling is Tu^enda'V>ee — pronounced as If 
spelled ToO'endy-wee. 
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designated by Captain WiJliam H. Howard. This he began on 
the 11th day of May, 1909, when ground was broken by Daniel 
Crump Wartenburg, an employe of Mr. Hess. The large mass of 
human bones — ^the remains of those who fell in battle — ^which were 
removed from the excavation, were carefully placed in a box and 
re-interred by Captain Hess under the northeast comer of the mon- 
ument, there ultimately to mingle with mother earth. James E. 
Amedon, of Manchester Depot, Vermont, arrived May 23rd, and 
assumed the supervision ot construction. His stone or granite 
'* setter'' was John Kemehan, of Adams, Massachusetts; the ** rig- 
ger," the man in charge of the derrick, being Herman Kappes, of 
Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. The first car load of granite arrived at 
Point Pleasant, June 1st, from the quarries of the Balfour Pink 
Granite Company, which is distant five miles from the town of 
Salisbury, North Carolina, it being shipped by the Southern Rail- 
road, and the first block thereof was set in place on the 14th of 
the same month. At 11 :30 P. M. Thursday, July 22d, the upper 
part of the derrick, standing one hundred and five feet above the 
surface, was struck by lightning and badly damaged, but the mon- 
ument then but thirty feet high, was uninjured. The capstone was 
put in place at 11 :10 a. m. Monday, August 22d, 1909, when the 
structure was completed. It is twenty-two feet square at the base, 
eighty-two feet high, and contains one hundred and fifty-two gran- 
ite blocks, the whole weighing one hundred and forty-three tons. 
The statue, facing the east, standing eight feet high, and weighing 
two tons, is cut of Westerly Qranite, by the Smith Granite Com- 
pany, of Westerly, Rhode Island. The bronze panels and bas-re- 
lief were cast by Albert Russell & Sons Company, of Newbury- 
port, Massachusetts; the historical data thereon having been com- 
piled by Virgil A. Lewis, State Historian and Archivist, in com- 
pliance with an order of the trustees. At last, one hundred and 
thirty-five years thereafter, the National Government and that of 
the State of West Virginia, acting jointly, have properly marked 
the spot on which was waged the most desperate as well as the most 
important battle ever fought between the White men and the In- 
dians in America. 

The Unveiling and Dedication op the Monument. 

Saturday, October 9th, 1909, was the greatest day ever known in 
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the history of the historic town of Point Pleasant. As the time for 
the completion of the monument drew near, the members of the 
Monument Commission — John P. Austin, Virgin A. Lewis and 
Charles C. Bowyer— took up the matter of the unveiling exercises, 
with the people of the town, and never did a request meet with a 
readier, or more hearty response, than that which came from them. 
A citizens' meeting was held at the Court House, June 10, 1910, 
when an organization was perfected. Mayor John L. Whitten being 
made Chairman; E. J. Somerville, Secretary; Warren C. Whaley, 
Assistant Secretary; John P. R. B. Smith, Grand Mlarshall; As- 
sistants, Lewis C. Somerville, Peter H. Steenbergen and Edward 
Barto Jones.

Each of these Committees went to work with a will, each striv- 
ing to excel all others in its particular field of work. How well 
they succeeded was shown by the success attending the dedication 
and unveiling of the monument. 

All in Readiness: — ^By the 7th of October everything was in 
readiness for the great day then so near at hand. The streets had 
on their gala attire. The telephone poles had been made to re- 
semble columns of living green with flags and banners waving a 
welcome to all visitors upon the streets. Goldenrod and autumn- 
tinted leaves were beautifully blended, giving to the environment 
a touch of nature, and did credit to the genius of Herman 
Kappes, an Englishman by birth, but an American by adoption, 
who had charge of the decorations. G. E. Mathews arranged the 
artistic banners with their appropriate legends which here, there 
and everywhere, were to be seen. Electric arches spanned the 
streets and at night lent brilliancy that made all a scene of beauty 
indeed. Every business house in town was decorated, and the cit- 
izens vied with each other in giving to their homes an attractive 
appearance. 

A Reception and Banquet: — On Friday evening, that before 
the dedication, the proper Committees tendered to strangers in the 
town a brilliant reception in the parlors of the Spencer HoteL 
This was followed by a banquet, among the guests being the fol-

The toastmaster then called upon others, among them Judge B. 
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0. Bandall, Dr. John M. Davis, and Mrs. Livia Simpson PofFen- 
barger, all of whom responded. 

A Masonic Function: — The Committee at Large, having re- 
solved to request the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient 
Free and Accepted Masons to dedicate the Monument to the object 
to which it had been reared, filed such request with Colonel Hiram 
R^eoe Howard, of Point Pleasant, Grand Secretary of Masons of 
the Grand Jurisdiction of the State of West Virginia. This he 
filed with Mr. Emmett M. Showalter, the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, who convened the Grand Lodge in Special Ooanmunication 
for the purpose mentioned. Accordingly, this body assembled in 
the Masonic Hall at Point Pleasant, at 9 :30 A. M., October 9, 1909. 
There were present: —

and a very large number of visiting brethren from this and other 
Orand Jurisdictions. The Grand Master then announced that the 
obejct of the Special Communication was to unveil and dedicate 
the monument, erected by the State and United States Govern- 
ments, at Point Pleasant, in commemoration of the battle between 
the Indians and Virginians at that place, October 10, 1774. At 
10 :30 A. M. the Grand Lodge, under the escort of the Knights Tem- 
plai*s of Franklin Commandery of Point Pleasant; of Kanawha 
Commandery, of Charleston; of Huntington Commandery, of 
Huntington; and of Eose Commandery, of Gallipolis, Ohio; 
awaited the movement of the procession then forming. 

The Procession — Its Line op March. — The procession, one of

the largest ever seen in the State, formed at 9:30 A. M., at the 
comer of Viand and Sixth streets, and proceeded north on Viand 
street to Fourteenth ; west on Fourteenth to Ohio ; south on Ohio to 
Twelfth; west on Twelfth to Main to Tu-enda-wee Park, the 
site of the monument. The success of the parade was due in 
part to every one who participated in it, or who in any manner 
contributed to this, one of the most magnificent pageants ever wit- 
nessed in the StatiB of West Virginia. It consisted of three di- 
visions, formed as follows : 

TiTiii First Division. 

This moved at the head of the procession, under the immediate 
direction of Colonel John P. R. B. Smith*, the Grand Marshall of 
the day ; with him being one of his assistants, Andrew L. Boggess ; 
find. J. L. Boggess, color-bearer. The Point Pleasant Brass Band 
moved at the head of this Division ; then came long lines of Blue 
Lodge Masons, followed by marching columns of Knights Tem- 
plars in brilliant uniform, followed by the officers of the Grand 
Lodge of West Virginia in carriages. It was an imposing scene. 

The Second Division. 

This Division moved closely upon the rear of the First; at its 
head was Professor Peter Higgins Steenbergen, Assistant Marshall, 
with Lf^Rlc^y P. Neale, as his aid, and Robert Liter as color- bearer. 
Then came the children of the Public Schools of Point Pleasant, 
in charge of Mrs. Mary Margaret Bryan, Instructor of Music in 
these schools. This was one of the. most imposing and inspiring 
scenes of the whole parade. The children were so arranged that by 
the wearing of their caps and capes, of red, white and blue, they 
made the ftars and stripes of a living, breathing, moving American 
Flag, a sight so inspiring as to call forth cheers and exclamations 
from the thousands of spectators along the line of march. Those 
of the teachers in the public schools who not only assisted Mrs. 
j^ryan with the drilling of the pupils, but marched with them in the 
parade, and thus did much to contribute to its success, were Misses 
"Beii:ha Steinbach, Eva Hughes, Anna Pauline Lewis, Elizabeth 
riogg, Nora Soraerville, Carrie Mcintosh. Mary Work, Roma Gibbs, 
Ella Howard, and Julia Ryan. Marching with the teachers and 
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children, were Captain William H. Howard, President of the 
Board of Education, and Mr. Carlisle AMialey; the only other 
member of the Board, Mr. John W. C. Heslop, not participating 
in this march because of his part in the Masonic exercises. Fol- 
lowing immediately after this * * American Flag of School Children, ' ' 
came a highly decorated wagon carrying among others, the thirteen 
little boys who were to unveil the monument, they representing the 
thirteen American Colonies, and also descendents of the men who 
participated in the Battle of Point Pleasant. At their head was 
little Charles Cameron Lewis, son of Mr. C. C. Lewis, of Point 
PJeasant, West Virginia ; John Dickinson Lewis, son of Mr. Charles 
Cameron Lewis, of Charleston, West Vii^nia ; Chancellor Bowyer, 
son of Mr. Frank Bowyer, of Winfield, Putnam county. West 
Virginia; Alfred Stone Lewis, Bon of Hon. Virgil A. Lewis, of 
Mason, Mason county, West Virginia ; Henderson Hampton Miller, 
son of Dr. Joseph Lyons Miller, of Thomas, Tucker county. West 
Virginia: Loraine Pnllin Sterrett, son of Mr. Charles Sterrett, of 
Beech Hill, Mason county. West Virginia; Neale Blackwood, son of 
Mr. C. K. Blackwood, of Point Pleasant, West Virginia; Robert 
Cameron Thompson, son of Mr. William Bootes Thompson, of 
Huntington, West Virginia; Herbert Thomas Henderson, son of 
elames Henderson, of Five Mile, Mason county, West Virginia; 
William Hogg, son of Hon. Charles Edgar Hogg, of Morgantown, 
West Virginia ; Perry Simpson Poffenbarger, son of Judge George 
Poffenbarger, of Point Pleasant; John Daniel Steenbergen, son of 
Prof. Peter Higgins Steenbergen, of Point Pleasant, West Virginia; 
and John Griffith Freelinghuysen Smith, son of Mr. Homer Smith, 
of Point Pleasant, West Virginia. Nothing could have been more ap- 
propriate than that these children should have participated in the 
unveiling of the monument. On the front seat of this wagon sat 
little Miss Elizabeth Sehon McCoach, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
John M. McCoach, of Huntington, West Virginia, and Charles 
Lewis Poraeroy, son of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Pomeroy, of that city, 
both of whose ancestors participated in the Battle of Point Pleas- 
ant. Then came members of the Charles Lewis Chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, of Point Pleasant, West 
Virginia; among them were Mrs. John Daniel McCulloch, Misses 
Lillie Lee Hogg, and Lena Lorena Roseberry, of Point Pleasant; 
Mrs. Lucy Sehon McCoach, of Huntington, West Virginia. Then 
came the members of Civic Societies, followed by Municipal OlBcials. 
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The Third Division. 

This Division was headed by Edward Barto Jones, Assistant 
Marshall, aided by Hon. John Park Austin, and Floyd Sterrett, 
with Trix Couch as color-bearer. Tn front of this Division was 
the Uniform Rank of Knights of Pythias, inarching with the drill- 
step of the Regular Army, and in their splendid uniform present- 
ing an imposing appearance — one indeed of the best features of the 
parade. Mounted on horseback, next came Hon. William E. 
Glasscock, Governor of the State, with the following named officers 
of his Staff, and Officers of the National Guard ; viz :

Staff.

And, Members of the National Guard, detailed for duty with the 
Governor's Staff, viz: — Captain James I. Pratt, Second Infantry; and 
Captain John C. Bond, Pay Department. 

. These were followed by United States Senator Nathsn Bay Scott, 
and Congressman William P. Hubbard of the First District, and 
Hon. Jaraos A. Hughes, of the Fifth District; accompanied by the 
State Officers^ Hon. Stuart F. Reed, Secretary of State ; Hon. John 
Sherman Darst, Auditor of State; Hon. E. Lesley Long, Trea^rer 
of State; and Hon. Maurice P. Shawkey, State Superintendent 
of Free Schools. Immediately thereafter, in carriages were Judges 
Ira E. Robinson, Luther Judson Williams, and George Poffenbar- 
ger, of the Supreme Court of Appeals. Following these, were 
Mrs. William E. Glasscock, wife of the Governor accompanied by 
the wives of the Staff Officers ; and, in automobiles, Hon. William 
Seymour Edwards, escorting Mrs. James A. Hughes and daughter, 
and the wives of the Judges of the Supreme Court of Appeals; 
then came, in carriages, ex-Governor William A. MacCorkle, Wil- 
liam E. Chilton, ex-Secretary of State, with Hon. Wesley Mollohan, 
and Judge W. S. Laidley, with other distinguished invited guests, 
followed by citizens and visitors in carriages and automobiles and 
on horseback, the whole making an imposing parade extending 
along ten squares in the town. 
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The Dedication and Unveiling Exercises. 

Arriving at the monument the vast conconrse of i)eople covered 
Tu-enda-wee Park, and packed the adjacent streets. ^Minute guns 
were fired by the cannoneers, Thomas Mason and Wilbur Roberts, 
of Mason City, West Virginia. The day was an ideal one ; over- 
head were the clearest of skies; the sun shown brilliantly; thea 
t*ame mildly tempered zephyrs, the whole rendering the scene a 
most delightful one. The school children — ^hundreds of voices — 
sang 

"My Country 'tis of Thee 

Sweet Land of Liberty 
Of thee I Bing." 

Thousands of voices joined in singing this patriotic anthem. As 
previously stated, the formal dedication and unveiling had been 
placed in the hands of the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free <ind Ac- 
cepted Masons : and on the arrival of its Grand Officers, Mr. Charles 
C. Bov^ryer, Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the Battle Monu- 
ment, spoke as follows : 

^MoBt Worshipful Sir: — On behalf of the Trustees of the State, ap- 
pointed in pursuance of a joint resolution of the Legislature adopted 
Feibruary 7th, 1901, to erect a monument at Point Pleasant in com- 
memoration of the battle at that place between the Virginia troops, 
under the command of General Andrew Lewis, and the Confederate 
tribes of Indians under the Indian Chief, Cornstalk, fought October 
10th, 1774, and which has been completed t^ far as the manual labor 
and work of its building is concerned, so that now all that remains to 
be done is its unyeiling and dedication, which, in accordance with an 
invitation extended you a few weeks ago, jom are now requested to do 
with the ceremony of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Masons." 

Tu an eloquent response to this, the Most Worshipful Grand IVras- 
ter, among other things ; said : — 

"On behalf of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free 
and Accepted Masons of West Virginia, do I most cheerfully accept the 
invitation you have so graciously extended, and we will proceed to 
unveil and dedicate this monument in a manner we hope befitting the 
patriotic motive which moved its erection, and this great ooncouTse of 
loyal citizens who have come here to participate in the exercises of this 
day." 

Then after an invocation by the Grand Chaplain, Mr. Virgil A. 

Lewis, acting as Principal Grand Architect, said : — 

"Most Worshipful Grand Master, having been entrusted with the 
duty of directing the workmen in the construction of this monument, 
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and haying to the hest of my ahillty aocomtplished the task assigned 
me, I beg to surrender to you the implements ol operative masonry, 
hoping that the result of our labors will be crowned with your ap- 
probation." (Presented the square, plumb and level.) 

Then followed the beautiful prescribed form of dedication of the 
Fraternity; and then Judge George W. Atkinson, former Gover- 
nor of the State, and Judge of the U. S. Court of Claims, as Grand 
Orator, delivered an eloquent address, one long to be remembered 
by all of the Members of the Masonic Order who heard it. 

Then came the unveiling, and the little boys, previously namec, 
proceeded with the ceremonies incident to the unveiling; the cords 
were unloosed and the great flag swung out to the breeze; and 
then a thousjmd voices, united in three cheers, which fairly rent the 
air. Thus ended the formal ceremonies. 

Addresses Delivered. 

The remainder of the day was spent in the delivery of public 
addresses from a platform erected at the base of the monument. 
Mayor John L. Whitten presided. The first speaker, and the chief 
orator of the day was Governor William E. Glasscock, who began 
Ills oration by saying: — **A laiowledge of our past history can do 
us no good unless it suggests to us something from which we can 
profit'* — ^a sentence which should become proverbial. Other speak- 
ers wcTc Hon. Nathan B. Scott, Ex-Governor William A. MficCor- 
kle, Hon. William E. Chilton, Hon. William P. Hubbard, Hon. 
James A. Hughes, Hon. John S. Darst, Hon. Stuart F. Reed, and 
Mrs. Livia Simpson PoJfenbarber. 

Tptf MbxMORL\Tj Address. 

The real memorial clay was Sunday, the 10th of October, the An- 
niversary of the battle. On this day Judge George Wesley At- 
kinson, delivered a ''Memorial Address,'' one resplendent with 
rhetorical flourish and literary excellence. In this he discussed 
the history of the great battle from the standpoint of the historian, 
together with its results as they affected the subsequent history of 
the nation. 

An Observation. 

How many pf oplc were present at the dedication of the Monu- 
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ment 1 The nniRber was variously estimated at from ten to twenty 
thousand ; but the writer, who was present and moved about among 
the masses throughout the day, believes that fifteen thousand was a 
conservative estimate. The scenes an(^ events of that day will be 
remembered by all who witnessed them as long as they live: and 
those who come after them will read of them with much interest. 
Meanwhile the towering monument, dedicated and unveiled that 
day, will stand through centuries to come as a silent witness of the 
appreciation of the generation which reared it, — of the heroism 
and bravery ol thjo men who on that day of battle broke the savage 
power at the mouth of the Great Kanawha river. 

Battle ov Point PijEasant — ^A Centennial Ode. 

Harry Maxwell Smythe was a native of Virginia who abandoned 
the profession of law for that of journalism. When forty years of 
age, he came to Moundsville, West Virginia, and about 1872, with 
Geoi^e A. Creel, he established at that place, The New State Ga- 
zette, a publication which had but a brief existence. Later, he re- 
moved to Kansas City, Missouri, where he died in 1883. In 
August; 1875, there was a great flood in the Ohio river. Mr. 
Smythe was then at Point Pleasant where he wrote the following, 
which appeared in the Moundsville Reporter at that time: — 

An hundred years have breathed their changeful breath 

Upon this field of glory and of death; 
A century of change, yet round me still. 

The self-same valley, plain, and glen and hill. 
Where all day long the sound of battle rolled; 

Where all day long the fearful and the bold 
Behind their slender bulwarks, stem and pale, 

Stood face to face, the white man and the red. 
Their cause the same, the same thedr gory ibed. 

The same great rivers meet and mingle here. 

That on that day of doubt, and dread and fear, 

Flowed calmly on, unheedful of the strife. 

The sound of battle and the wreck of life. 

Now sweet the sunlight falls upon the dell. 

Where heroes fought and brave Charles Lewis fell 

Today when rains have swollen the river's tide, 

The rich soil crumbles from the water's side; 
There white and gastly, bedded in the clay, 
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The bonee of those who fell that Autum day; 
And ere they sink beneath Ohio's wave. 

The sunlight, for a while, gleams on the grave 
Of sires of noble sons, and sons of noble sires; 

A nation's incenge. All her altar fires 
Can scarce repay the labor of that day, 

From dewy dawn, till sunlight fled away. 

A nation's song, through all the coming time 

Can scarce give language to thy thoughts, sublime, 
As standing there beside the crimson'd rlUs 

Tou thought of dear ones far across the hills, 
Of West Augusta homes, where warm and bright 

The firelight gleamed on household gods at night, 
And dawn awoke each weary, weary day 

When bright eyes, waiting, watched the western way 
For forms those eyes might never, never greet; 

For forms then stark in death, where two great rivers 
meet."

10 P 
was placed on Its pedestal November 29, 1903, In the Hall of Fame, and was unveiledb 
April 30. 1910.

BlOGBAPHIOAL SkETOH — ERECTION — UnVEILING, PRESENTATION BY 

West Virginia — ^AccEPTANcaE by Congress. 



Francis Harrison Pierpont, the Governor of Virginia under the 
Restored Government, and whose statue in marble» presented by the 
St^te of West Virginia to the Nation and which stands in the Hall 
of Fame in the National Capitol, was bom, January 25, 1814, 
about five miles east of Morgantown, in Monongalia county, West 
Virginia. He was the third son of Francis and Catherine (Weaver) 
Pierpont ; the former bom April 6, 1784, died March 4, 1849 ; the 
latter bom Pebmary 27, 1792, died March 29, 1839. Both are 
buried at Fairmont, Marion county, West Virginia. A small log 
cabin, about twenty feet square, standing in the midst of the 
wilderness, was the infant home of Francis H., the subject of this 
notice. There he first breathed the liberty laden air of the moun- 
tains; and in the autumn of 1814, when but nine months of age, 
his parents removed to Harrison county, settling about three miles 
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southwest of the site of the present town of Fairmont, where the 
family resided until lvS27, when its place of abode was again 
changed, this time to ''Middletown," now Fairmont in Marion 
county, where Francis H. Pierpont ever after resided. What work 
he did prior to his thirteenth year, was on the farm. There, after 
he was of school age, he went about two and one-half miles to a 
log school-house for four terms, of three months each, in the winter 
time. From his thirteenth to his twenty-first year, he worked in 
his father's tan-yard; then started on foot to seek an education 
at Allegheny College, Meadville, Pennsylvania. Here he remained 
four and one-half college years, and was graduated in the class 
of 1839, having visited his home but three times in vacation, trav- 
eling, as he first started, on foot most of the distance. After leav- 
ing college he taught school for three years in Virginia and Mis- 
sissippi. While thus engaged he studied law, and on his return 
home to Fairmont in 1842, he was, that year, admitted to the bar. 
In political opinion he was a A^^lig ; and, as an amateur politician, 
though never a candidate for any office, he frequently addressed 
the people on political subjects. He was placed by his party on 
the electoral ticket for Harrison in 1848. His district contained 
ten counties, every one of which he canvassed, making speeches in 
all, everywhere taking decided ground against slavery. The young 
lawyer now began to make headway as such, in the little town of 
Fairmont as it was sixty years ago. His practice improved, and 
being bAest with that most important of all adjuncts to professional 
success — ^good health — he soon received recognition as a leading 
lawyer in the region in which he lived. Busy, professional years 
were now upon him and continued until the dark days of 1861. 
The world knows the history of that period. A Convention sitting 
at Richmond, adopted an Ordinance of Secession for Virginia, 
April 17, 1861, and submitted it to the people for ratification or 
rejection, at an election to be held on the 23d of May, ensuing. 
A majority of the people in the eastern portion of the State 
favored this Ordinance; but by far the greater number in the 
western part were opposed to it. Then, many public meetings were 
held but the first call for united action on the part of the people 
of Northwestern Virginia went out from a Convention at Clarks- 
burg — ^the birth-place of Stonewall Jackson. This was on April 
21, 1861. 
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The First Convention of the People op Nobthwbstebn Vib- 

^EINIA. 

The oall sent out from Clarksburg was in the form of an ''Ad- 
dress of the Convention to the People of Northwestern Virginia,*' 
and in it was the recommendation for a Convention to be held at 
Wheeling, Alay 13, 1861. To this the people responded and what 
is known as the •'* First Convention of tiie People of Northwestern 
Virginia,'' assembled at that place on the date named. More than 
four hundred delegates were present, among those from Marion 
county, being Francis H. Pierpont. It was on his suggestion that 
a Committee on Credentials was appointed; and he, with George 
McNeeley, of Monongalia county, were appointed to. escort the 
President, Dr. John W. Moss, of Wood county, to the chair. He 
was a member, for Marion county, of the Committee on State and 
Federal Relations. He opposed the plan for the establishment 
of a Provisional Government, having even then in mind the re- 
storation of the Virginia Government. The twelfth in the series 
of resolutions adopted by the Convention made provision for 
the creation of a Central Committee, to consist of nine members, to 
attend to all matters connected with the objects of the Convention. 
Francis H. Pierpont was one of these, and had an important part 
in the preparation of '*An Address to the People of Northwestern 
Virginia" a most remarkable State Paper of that exciting period. 

The Second Convention of the People op Northwestern 

Virginia. 

What is known as the ''Second Convention of the People of North- 
western Virginia/' assembled at Wheeling on the 11th of June. 
Two days later, this body unanimously adopted "A Declaration 
of the People of Virginia Eepresented in Convention at Wheeling, 
Thursday, June 13, 1801." In this it was declared that:— 

"The true purpose of all government to to promote the welfare and 
provide for the protection and security of the governed, and when any 
form or organization of government proves inadequate for, or subversive 
of this purpose, it is the right, it is the duty of the latter to albolish it. 
The Bill of Rigihts of Virginia, framed in 1776, realtirimed In 18(30. 
and again in 1851, expressly reserves the right to a maijorlty of her 
people." 
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Then it was asserted that the Act of the General Asesmbly of 
Virginia, calling the Convention which assembled at Bichmond — 
that which adopted the Ordinance of Secession — ^without the pre- 
viously expressed sanction of a majority of the people, was a 
usurpation; that the Convention had usurped and exercised 
other powers to the manifest injury of the people, which, 
if permitted, would immediately subject them to a mili- 
tary despotism; that by its pretended ordinances it had re- 
quired the people of Virginia to separate from, and wage 
war against, the government of the United States; tiiiat it 
had attempted to subvert the Union founded by Washington, and 
his eo-patriot8 in the purer days of the Republic; that it had at- 
tempted to transfer the allegiance of the People to an illegal Con- 
federacy; that it had attempted to place the whole military force 
and miltary operations of the Commonwealth under the control 
and direction of such Confederacy, for offensive and defensive 
purposes; that in conjunction with the State Executive it had in- 
stituted a reign of terror intended to suppress the free expression 
of the will of the People ; that the same Convention, even before the 
passage of the pretended Ordinance of Secession, instituted war by 
the seizure and appropriation of the property of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Then it was further declared that: — 

"We, therefore, the delegates here aasembled in conyention to devise 
such measure and take such action as the safety and welfare of the 
loyal citizens of Virginia may demand, have maturely considered the 
premises, and viewing with great concern the deplorable condition to 
which this once happy oommonwealth must he reduced unless some 
regular adequate measure is speedily adopted, and appealing to the 
Supreme Ruler of the universe for the rectitude of our intentions, do 
hereby, in the name and on the behalf of the good people of Virginia, 
solemnly declare that the preservation of their dearest rights and liberties, 
and their security in person and property, imperatively demand the re* 
organization of the government of the Commonwealth, and that all acts 
of said Convention and Executive, tending to separate this Common- 
wealth from the United States, or to leyy and carry on war against 
them, are without authority and void; and that the offices of all who adhere 
to the said Convention and Executive,. whether legislative, ezeoutive, or 
Judicial, are vacated." 

On the 14th of June the Convention began the work of reorganiz- 
ing the government of Virginia ; and that day a Committee reported 
"An Ordbiance for the Reorganization of the State Government.** 
It declared that we : — 
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**The People of Virginia by their Delegates assembled in Conven- 
tion at Wheeling, do ordain as follows: — 

1. "A Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and Attorney-General, for the 
State of Virginia, shall be appointed by this Convention, to discharge the 
duties and exercise the powers which pertain to their respective ofBloea 
by the existing laws of the State and to continue in office for six months, 
or until their suooessors be elected and qualified." x x x 

2. "A Ck>uncil, to consist of five members, shall be appointed by this 
Convention, to consult with the Governor respecting such mtg/tters per- 
taining to his official duties as he shall submit for their consideration* 
and to aid in the execution of his official Orders." x x x 

3. "The delegates elected to the General Assemsbly on the 28d day 
of May last, and the Senators entitled under existing laws to seats in 
the next General Assemlbly, together with such delegates and senators 
as may be duly elected under the ordinances of this €onvention, or ex- 
isting laws, to fill vacancies, who shall qualify themselves by talking the 
oath or affirmation hereafter set forth shall oonetltute the Iiegislature 
of the State, to discharge the duties and exercise the powers pertaining 
to the General As5iembly. x x x They shall assemble in the city of 
Wheeling on the first day of July next (July 1» 1861), and proceed to 
organize themselves as prescribed by existing laws in their respective 
branches. A majority in each branch, of the Members qualified as 
aforesaid, shall constitute a quorum to do business.'- x x x 

This Ordinance was fully discussed. On June 17th Francis H. 
Pierpont made what was, probably the most able speech of his 
life in advocacy of its adoption. This was done unanimously (m 
the 19th. That evening the members of the Convention held a 
caucus in the custom-house and unanimously nopainated Francis 
H. Pierpont for Governor j Daniel Polsley, of Mason county, for 
Lieutenant-Governor; and James S. Wheat, of Ohio county, for 
Attorney General; and Peter G. Van Winkle, of Wood county, 
William A. Harrison, of Harrison county, AVilliam Lazier, of Mo- 
nongalia county, and Daniel Lamb and James H. Paxton, of Ohio 
county, as members of the Governor's Council, or Council of State. 
All were elected on the 20th of June, except James S. Wheat, who 
was not elected until the next day. All took and subscribed to the 
following oath, it being administered by Andrew Wilson, Esq., 
a justice of the Poaee of Ohio county : — 

J 

"I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support the Constitution 
of the United States and the laws made in pursuance thereof, as the 
supreme law of this land, anything in the Constitution and Laws of the 
State of Virginia, or the Ordinances of the Convention which assembled 
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in Kichmond on the 13th day of February last, to the contrary notwith- 
standing, and that I will uphold and defend the Government of Vir- 
ginia as vindicated and restored by the Conyention which assembled 
in Y/heeling on the 11th day of June 1861." 

The Convention, having thus done its part toward re-establishing 
the government of Virgpinia, took a recess, June 25th, until the en- 
suing Cth of August. In compliance with the provision of the 
third Section of the Ordinance the General Assembly convened in 
Wheelingf July 1, 1861, and continued in Session until the 26th 
of that month. Eleven Senators and forty-nine members of the 
House of Delegates were present during the Session. Daniel Pols- 
ley, Lieutenant-Governor and ex-offl'cio President of the Senate, 
presided over the deliberations of that body. In the House of 
Delegates, Daniel Frost, of Jackson county, was elected speaker. 
On the 9th this body, the General Assembly, by joint ballot, elected 
Lucian A. Hagans, o£ Preston county, Secretary of the Common- 
wealth: Samuel Crane, of Tucker county, Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts; and Campbell Tarr, of Brooke county. Treasurer of the 
Commonwealth. On the same day, the Assembly elected John S. 
Carlile of Harrison coimty to a. seat in the United States Senate 
from Virginia, to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of R. 
M. T. Hunter. Then followed the election of Waitman T. A^illey, 
of Monongalia county, to fill the vacancy of James M. Mason, who, 
like Hunter, had resigned his seat in the Senate. In his message to 
the General Assembly, Governor Pierpont said: — **Por the present 
those happy days which, as a nation, we have so long enjoyed, lind 
that prosperity which has smiled upon us as upon no other people, 
are departed.'* Accompanying this message, were his correspond- 
ence with President Lincoln, together with letters received by him 
from Simon Cameron, Secretary of War; and Caleb B. Smith, Sec- 
retary of the Interior, all exhibiting recognition of the movement 
to restore Civil Government in Western Vii^inia. 

GovEBNOR Pierpont at the Head op the Restored Government 

OF VmaiNiA. 

Thus was completed the restoration of Government in Western 
and Northwestern Virginia. Its origin and existence supply 
material for the most remarkable chapter in the history of the gov- 
ernments of the individual American States. It has been called 
a "Reorganized Government;" also a ''Provisional Government," 
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but it was neither. The People of Northwestern Virginia fore- 
swore thei^ allegiance to the old Virginia State Government, but 
upon its ruins, as it were, they restored the exact form, giving a| 
strict adherence to its constitutional and statutory forms of law*. 
There was re-orgcmizatimi, but not change. It was their abstinence 
from the introduction of any new elements of revolution, and an 
avoidance as far as possible, of all new and original theories of 
government; an adherence to the old constitutional standard of 
principle, and to the traditional habits aad thoughts of the people, 
— a strict adherence '*to the old Model'' — ^the Virginia Govern- 
ment of former days, that enabled the Government to succeed. 
Hence it was a restoration of a governmental form well known 
to the people — a ** Restored Government'* — one designed for the 
whole State, aad not for a part of it. Its existence made possible 
the formation of the State of West Virginia. 

Reassembling op the Second Convention — The Formation op 

West Virginia. 

The Second Convention, which assembled in Wheeling, June 
11, 1861, and restored the State Government, then took a recess, 
June 25th, to re-assemble August 6th, again met at that time. The 
paramount issue was now the formation of a new State. August 
7th a ''Committee on a Division of the State," consisting of twenty- 
nine members was appointed. On the 13th ensuing, this Commit- 
tee reported "An Ordinance to Provide for the Formation of a 
New State out of a Portion of the Territory of this State" — Vir- 
ginia — ^and this was adopted seven days later — August 21, 1861 — 
just one month and one day after Governor Pierpont had been 
I)laced at the head of the Restored Government. Within the next 
twenty-three months, his labors and achievements in behalf of the 
formation of the new State, won for him the proud title of ''The 
Father of West Virginia," and right well, indeed, did he merit 
this distinction. He, himself, however, laid no claim to such 
honor. He was accustomed to say : — 

"The formation of West Virginia was not tlie act of any one man, 
nor was it the act of the politicians of the State, as they were engaged 
on the part of seoeeslon. It was simply the carrying out of an en- 
thusiastic determination of a large body of serlons and determined men. 
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who felt that they had been oppreesed by the slave power of the State, 
which power was then forcing them* to antagonize the Union they so 
dearly loved." 

It was this intense power behind him, with the advice and council 
of intelligent men everywhere, that enabled him to so guide and 
direct the movements, under the operation of the Restored Govern- 
ment of Virginia, which resulted in the formation of West Virginia. 
His was the guiding hand in the work of creating a new State. 

A Convention, the members of which were elected by the people, 
to frame a Constitution for the new State, assembled at Wheeling, 
on the proclamation of Governor Pierpont, November 26, 1861, 
and having completed its work, adjourned February 18, 1862. 

The General Assembly, under the Restored Government, the 
members of which had been elected May 23, 1861, and which had 
assembled in extra session, July 1, 1861, and adjourned twenty- 
six days later ; convened in Regular Session, December 2, 1861, and 
adjourned February 13, 1862. Its second Extra Session convened 
on the call of Governor Pierpont, May 5, 1862, and adjourned on 
the 15th ensuing ; having passed an act consenting to the formation 
of the new State of West Virginia within the confines of Virginia. 
Its third Extra Session convened on the call of Governor Pierpont, 
December 4, 1862, and adjourned February 5, 1863. The messages 
of Governor Pierpont sent to the General Assembly, at the begin- 
ning of these several sessions, are remarkable State Papers, showing 
aa they do the administration and operation of the Restored Govern- 
ment, and the steps in the movement to create a new State — ^West 
Vii^inia. 

It will be remembered that in the '* Ordinance for the Reorganiza- 
tion of the State Government ' ' adopted at the first session of the Sec- 
ond Convention, it was provided that "A Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor and Attorney-General'* should be appointed (by the Con- 
vention) for six months or until their successors be elected and 
qualified. By the same Ordinance the General Assembly was 
required to provide for the election of these three officials. This it 
did by an Act passed January 17, 1862, fixing the 22d of the suc- 
ceeding May as the date on which those officials should be elected 
by a vote of the people. Mass meetings were held in Mason, 
Wood, Marion, and other counties, endorsing Pierpont, Polsley, 
and Wheat for re-election. A delegate at Clarksburg, nominated 
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them, and on the day fixed they were elected, Pierpont, to fill 
the unexpired term of Governor John Letcher. Events followed 
each other in rapid succession. A half year of doubt and uncertain- 
ty came and went. The Senate of the United States passed the 
bill admitting the new State into the Union, July 14, 1862; the 
House of Eepreseutatives passed it December 10th ensuing; tljen it 
went to the President for his approval. His action was awaited 
with almost breathless anxiety throughout the bounds of the new 
State. Days passed away and the excitement in Wheeling was 
intense, because there was great doubt as to whether the President 
would sign the bill. In the afternoon about two o'clock, December 
31, 1862 — ^the day on which the time for the President to sign it 
expired, Archibald W. Campbell, editor of the Wheeling Intelli- 
gencer, A. J. Paxton, and E. M. Norton, all of Wheeling, went 
into Governor Pierpont 's office and requested him to send a tele- 
gram to President Lincobi ui^ing him in the strongest terms to 
sign the bill. To this the Governor replied by saying, that he 
had written and telegraphed twice and that he feared that he might 
weary the President with importunity. But these gentlemen 
would take no refusal so the following telegram was sent, it being 
written by Mr. Campbell, at the Governor's dictation : — 

"Wheeling, Va., Dec. 31, 1862. 
President Lincoln, 

Washington, D. 0. 
I am in great hopes you will sign the (bill to make West Virginia a 
new State. The loyal people of the State have their hearts set on it. Tho 
BoldieTB in thei army have their hearts set on it. If the bill fails, God 
only knows tho result. I fear general demoralization. I am clear; the 
consequence is in your hands. 

P. H. PIBRPONT, Oovempr." 

The President, that evening, signed the bill, and West Virginia 
became one of the States of the Union. In April, 1S65, and but 
two or three days before the assassination, Governor Pierpont had 
a conversation with President Lincoln, who remarked: — 

"Governor, I believe I never told you of the turning point with me in 
signing the Bill making West Virginia a new State," No, replied the 
Ck>vemor. "WeU" said he, "a great deal had ibeen said on both sides 
about the constitutionality of the Bill. The members of the Cabinet 
had given me written opinions — some claiming, others dein3ring its con« 
situtionality. I was perplexed on the subject. On the last day I could 
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hold the Bill you sent me a telegram. Do you remember it?" "Perfeot- 
17»" replied the Governor. "Well," eaid he, "when I got that telegram 
a new light flashed aiK>n me and I said to myself: 'Here! There is no 
constitutional question about thia Bill. It is purely political. We have 
been fighting the Confederacy for nearly two years wiithout aucoess. 
The friends of the Bill say it will strengthen the Unitm cause and weak^ 
en the €k>nifederates. I will haggle no longer over the Conatitution, but 
sign the Bill on political grounds." 

June 20, 1863, was the day on which West Virginia was admitted 
into the Union. It was a remarkable one in the history of the 
Virginias. In Wheeling a vast multitude thronged the streets; 
and thousands of flags fluttered in the breeze. A procession 
marched ijirough the principal streets and halted in front of the 
Linsley Institute building, where a large platform had been erected 
and to which the officials of two State Governments were conducted 
as they amved. There sat two Governors — ^Francis H. Pierpont, 
the executive head of the Restored Government of Virginia — ^and 
Arthur I. Boreman, the recently elected Chief Executive of West 
Virginia — ^a State just then beginning to be. The first delivered 4* 
Valedictory; the second an Inaugural address. The sovereignty 
of the Bestored Government of Vii^inia was terminated on the 
soil of West Virginia. 

The Restored Government op Virginia at Alexandria, and at 

Richmond. 

From Wheeling Governor Pierpont removed the seat of the Be* 
stored Government to Alexandria on the Potomac, where it exer- 
cised sovereignty over that part of Virginia east of the Blue Ridge, 
then Tinder the influence of the Federal Arms. On his arrival 
there he issued an ''Address to the People of Virginia" in which 
he said: — 

"In establishing the seat of Government at Alexandria, I hope to be 
brought into nearer contact with the People; to give personal attention 
as far as possible to the rights of all the citizens; to assure all of my 
sincere determination to restore harmony and good will as far as I can 
between the civil and military authorities, z x x I most earnestly in- 
vite the co-operation of all right-minded men and women in my ardent 
desire to restore peace and security to each county and neighborhood in 
the commonwealth, assuring all that I have no other olbject in view than 
the present welfare and future prosperity of my native State." 
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May 28, 1863, Prancie H. Pierpont was elected Gtovemor of Vir- 
ginia nnder the Bestored Government , for the full term of four 
years, he receiving 3,755 votes for said office. The General Assem- 
bly held two sessions at Alexandria, and a Constitoitonal Conven- 
tioa assembled at that place February 13, 1864. 

On the 25th of May, 1865, Gtovemor Pierpont, with other State 
officials, and the Archives of the Bestored Government, on board the 
Steamer ''Diamond" left Alexandria bound for Richmond, where 
he arrived the next day and where he remained at the head of 
the State Government until April 16, 1868, when he was succeeded 
in office by General Henry H. Wells, as Provisional Governor, and 
he returned to nis old home at Fairmont, where he continued to 
practice law until his death. His remains repose in Woodlawn 
Cemetery at that place. 

It may be said that Francis H. Pierpont was the life of the 
movement to restore the Government of old Virginia. He was, at the 
same time, the soul of the greater movement to form the new Stat-e 
of West Virginia. He was a man of high ideals, firm and just in 
his convictions, and fixed in bis purposes. He was made of 
such stuff as founders of States are made. As time goes on and 
the clouds of the stormy time in which he lived have rolled away, 
his deeds and achievements will be seen with a clearer vision, be 
better understood, and he will rank among the foremost Virginians 
of his own or any other time. At last he passed from among the 
living leaving an honored record behind him. 



In December, 1854, Francis H. Pierpont wedded Julia Augusta, 
daughter of Rev. Samuel Robinson, a Presbyterian minister of New 
York; and the issue was Samuel R., Francis W., and Anna who 
A'edded Henry W. Siviter. All reside in Pittsburg. At the 
age of seventeen Governor Pierpont united with the Methodist 
Protestant church, serv^ed as a Sabbath-school Superintendent 
for eighteen years before the Civil War; and on his return to his 
home from Richmond, he became a teacher in the same school, a 
position which he continued to fill until the end of his life. 

PROVISION FOR THE ERECTION OF A STATUE OF GOV- 
ERNOR PIERPONT. 

The first suff^estion that the statue of Francis H. Pierpont 
should be one of West Virginia's contributions to the National Hall 
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of Fame, was contained in a resolution adopted by the Society of 
the Army of West Vii^inia at its meeting in Fairmont, in the year 
1900. At the ensuing session of the Legislature, that body passed 
Senate Bill No. 96, which became Chapter CXXVII of the Acta of 
that session. This was as follows : — 

*' An Act to provide for the presentation to Congress of a statue 
of Francis H. Pierpont, and making an appropriation to pay for 
same. 

(Passed January 22, 1901, in effect ninety days after passage. 
Approved January 29, 1901.) 

Be it enacted l>y the Lep^slnture of West Virffinia: 

1. That the Governor, the President of the Senate and the Speaker of 
the Rouse of Delegates, ex-offtcio, and James F. Brown, Clarence L. 
Smith, John Frew and Thomas C. Miller, shall constitute a comnKission 
to procure from a competent artist a statue, in marble, of the late Fran- 
cie H. Pierpont, an eminent citizen of this commonwealth, to be erected in 
the Capitoi at Washington, in pursuance of the laws of the Utiited States; 
said presentation shall be made as a part of the contribution of the 
State of Wtest Virginia to the National Gallery. 

2. The sum of five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money In the treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, to pay for said statue and its erectjon, niot t& 
exceed the sum aforesaid, when, the said commission, or a majority of 
them, shall certify the price of such statue to him, and that the same 
has been erected as aforesaid. 

3. The member? of raid commission shall serve without compensation." 

Hon. -Anthony Smith, of Ritchie county, was the President of the 
Senate ; and Hon. W. G. Wilson of Randolph county, the Speaker of 
the House of Delegate?. May 1, 1901, these gentlemen, constituting 
a body known as the Pierpont Statue Commission, held a meeting 
in the State Capitol at which time an organization was effected by 
the election of James F. Brown as Chairman; and Hon. Thomas 
C. Miller, Secretary. It was ordered that the Secretary communi- 
cate with Franklin Simmons, an American sculptor and artist re- 
siding in Rome, Italy, but at that time on a visit to the United 
States, in relation to the execution of a statue of the late Francis 
H. Pierpont. Meantime the family having heard of his artistic 
skill, invited him to visit them at their .home in Pittsburg. This he 
did. At their request he prepared a bust in clay of the decedent, 
which, when completed, was a surprise and a delight to the family. 
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But the sum of $5,000.00 appropriated by the State vfas not suffi- 
cient to pay for such work executed in marble, and the family and 
friends added to this the sum of $3,000.00, which brought the 
amount up to $8,000.00, the total cost of the statue. August 11, 
1902, the Commission held a meeting at Parkersburg and awarded 
the contract for the statue to Mr. Simmons, who returned to Bome, 
where he executed the work. In the autumn of 1903, the sculptor 
informed the Commission that this would be completed and the 
Statue in Wacdiington before the close of the year. This was 
true, for on November 29, 1903, the Statue was placed on its pedestal 
in Statuary Hall in the Capitol at Washington, where it at once 
attracted much attention, and was pronounced by critics to be a 
fine piece of work. In October, 1904, the artist was paid in full 
for the work. 

Senators and Bepresentatives in Congress, who had been inter- 
ested in the monument, suggested that there should be a formal 
presentation of the Statue to Congress, in January or February, 
1905, but this did not take place and nothing was done for six 
years. At last the time for action cajme, March 8th, 1910, Hon. 
Nathan B. Scott submitted in the United States Senate, the follow- 
ing Concurrent Besolution No. 24: — 

"Resolved hy the Ptcnate (the House of Representatives concurring) i 
That the statue of FRANCIS ft. PIBRPONT, presented by the State of 
West Virginia to be placed in Statuary Hall, is accepted in the name of 
the Utaited States, and that the thanks of Congress be tendered to th€i 
State for the contribution of the statue of one of the most eminent citi- 
zens, illustrious for the purity of his life and his distinguished services 
to the State and Nation. 

Second. That a copy of these resolutions, suitably engrossed and duly 
authenticated, bo transmitted to the (Governor of West Virginia." 

On April 4, 1910, Mr. Scott submitted the following Besolution:— 

"Resolved, That exercises appropriate to the reception and acceptance 
from the State of West Virginia of the statue of FRANCIS H. PIBRPONT, 
erected in Statuary Hall in the Capitol, be made the special order for 
Saturday, April 30, 1910, after the conclusion of the routlnie morning 
business." 

The Exercises in Statuary HAiiL, April 30, 1910. 

At length the time for the unveiling and presentation of 
the Statue arrived. Many persons from all over the State were in 
Washington that day and thronged the great Hall of Fame. 
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The following named Officers of the West Virginia National 

Guard received the people as they arrived: —

Then Hon. Thomas C. Miller, Secretary of the Pierpont Statue 

Commission, on behalf of that body, formally presented to Governor 

William E. Glasscock the Statue, aud in an able and most interest* 

ing' address described the conditions when Governor Pierpont and 

his co-woi4ers were making history. Then the cords were severed 

by Miss Francis Pierpont Siviter, grand-daughter of Governor 

Pierpont, who thus unveiled the Statue, and recited the following 

poem, composed by herself: — 

Yon are standing midst the mighty in the Great White HaU of Fame; 
On the Nation's list of heroes they have written high your name, 
And the powers and princes pass you and they give you meed of praise. 
But 'twas Freedom you were wooing, and not Fame, in those dark days. 

FiUed with manhood's high ideals, by a slave-block you stood near. 
Watched the virgin crouching on it. saw her trembling, felt her fear. 
And your spirit roso within you, as one led the maid away. 
And you gave yourself to Freedom — life and soul and strength — ^that day. 

When the loud alarm of battle flung a challenge to the North, 
Home and childish hands clung to you, but your country called you forth; 
On the strong God lays the burden when He makes a people free. 
And on hearts that are most tender doth He write His stem decree. 

In the shout and din of battle she was born, the brave free State; 
Humble men stood sponsor for her, but their every deed was great — 
West Virginia, child of Freedom! Many a brave man's life was given 
Bre the chains with which foul slavery sought to hold you could be riven. 
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But It must be, up in Heaven, tliat the holy angels know 

Of the struggles and the triumphs of those toiing here below; 

And men's hearts were moved to action; so they placed you, Statesmam, 

there, 
That the world might know and feel it, what«is wrought by work and 

prayer. A. P. S. 

The next address was made by Hon. William B. Glasscock, Gov- 
emor of West Virginia, wlio, in detail dwelt upon the services of 
Governor Pierpont in the restoration of the Virginia Government, 
in 1861, and the formation of West Virginia. 

Hon. Alston Gordon Dayton, Judge of the United States District 
Court, for the Northern District of West Virginia, followed, with 
a lengthy address full of historical information descriptive of the 
times in which Governor Pierpont lived, and of the mighty events 
which characterized these years. Then the exercises in Statuary 
Hall were concluded by a benediction pronounced by Eev. U. G. B. 
Pierce, D. D., Chaplain of the United States Senate. In the after- 
noon the exercises were continued in the chamber of the Senate 
and hall of the House of Representatives, in each of which laudatory 
and eloquent addresses were made as follows : —

Elected Governor of Virginia on the fourth Thursday ef May, 1862, 
by the people, to fill out the unexpired term of John Letcher, who was de- 
clared to have vacated his office by having Joined the Confederacy. 

On the fourth Thursday of May, 1863, he was elected for the full term 
of four years, beginning January 1, 1864, and removed the seat of govern- 
ment from Wheeling to Alexandria before the State of West Virginia 
began its legal existence, on June 20, 1868. 

On the 25th day of May, 1865, he removed the seat of government ta| 
Richmond, and served till the end of his term, January 1, 1868, and held 
over till the 16th day of April, 186S, when Major General Schofield, in 
conunand of the First Military District (Virginia), appointed Henry K. 
Wells Provisional Governor. 

In 18C8 Governor Plerpont returned to his home at Fairmont, West 
Virginia. 

He was elected to the House of Delegates in 1869, and later was ap^ 
pointec^ Collector of Internal Revenue for West Virginia by President 
Garfield. 

He never was Governor of West Virginia. 

He died at Pitteburg, at the home of his datnghter, Mlaroh 24, 1999, 
was buried at Fairmont, West Virginia. 
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STATUE OF THOMAS JONATHAN (STONEWALL) JACKSON, LIEUTENANT- 
GENERAL OF THE C. S. A. 

It was designed and executed by Sir Moses Ezekiel, at Rome, Italy. The granite 
base is from the quarries at Richmond, Virginia ; the marble used in connection there- 
with, is from quarries at Genoa ; the bronze statue was shipped from Rome to 
Baltimore, and thence conveyed to Charleston where it arrived August 31, 1910. It 
was speedily put in place, and unveiled on the 27th of September ensuing. It was 
erected under the auspices of the Charleston Chapter No. 151, of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy. 
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THE STATUE OF THOMAS JONATHAN *' STONEWALL" 

JACKSON. 

BlOGRAVHICAXi SkBTOH — ERECTION OP THE StATUE ON THE StATB 

House Grounds — Its Dedication and Unveiling. 

Among the passengers on board a ship lying at the wharf at 
London in 1748, bnt bound for America, was a young man, John 
Jackson, twenty-three years of age, whose home had been in one of 
the parishes near that city. In time he arrived in Maryland, and 
two years later, in Cecil county, that State, he wedded Elizabeth 
Cummins. Immediately, thereafter, they sought and found a home 
near the site of the present town of Moorefield, now in Hardy 
county. West Virginia. From there the family crossed the Alle- 
gheny range and located on Buckhannon river, at what was long 
known as Jackson's Fort on "the site of the present town of Buck- 
hannon, in Upphur county. Here they reared a family of eight 
children, and, late in life, removed to Clarksburg, in Harrison 
county, where the father died in 1801, in the eighty-sixth year of his 
age ; his wife having survived him until 1825, died at the age of one 
hundred and five years. Their eldest son, George, was a soldier 
in the Revolution, then a prominent lawyer in Clarksburg ; a mem- 
ber of the General Assembly of Virginia from Harrison county, from 
1786 to 1789, and again in the year 1800; after which he was a 
member of the Fourth, Sixth and Seventh Congresses. After 
the death of his father, he removed to Zanesville, Ohio, 
where he spent the remainder of his life. In Clarksburg he left his 
eldest son, John G., a prominent lawyer, who, as the successor of his 
father, was a member of the Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth Congresses ; and the first Federal Judge 
of. the Western District of Virginia. His first wife was Miss Payne, 
a sister of pretty Dolly Madison, the much admired wife of Presi- 
dent James Madison; his second wife was the only daughter of 
Governor Meigs of Ohio. He died at Clarksburg in 1845, aged 
forty-six years. 

Edward, the second son of John and Elizabeth (Cummins) 
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Jackson, fixed his home on the West Fork Raver, near the sit« 
of the present town of Weston, now in Lewis county; he was long a 
surveyor in that region where he acquired a large estate. He 
wedded first, a Miss Hadden by whom he had three sons — Gteorge, 
David and Jonathan — and three daughters, one of whom wedded 
a man by the name of White ; while the others wedded brothers of 
the name of Brake. By a second marriage, Edward Jackson added 
to his family nine more children, one of whom was Cummins Jack- 
son, to be noticed hereafter. 

Jonathan Jackson, the third son of Edward and Mrs. (Hadden) 
Jackson, attended the old Male Academy at Parkersburg and then 
read law with his cousin. Judge John G. Jackson, at Clarksbui^, by 
whom he was induced to locate for its practice in that town. Soon, 
thereafter, he wedded Julia Beckwith Neale, a school-day acquaint- 
ance and the daughter of Thomas Neale and Mai^ret (Winn) 
Neale, a daughter of Minor Winn who resided on the west side 
of Bull Run Mountain, Virginia. She was a close student and be- 
came the possessor of a good education ; she was rather a brunette 
with dark-brown hair, dark-grey eyes, a handsome face, of medium 
height, and symmetrical form. Jonathan Jackson had reared a 
neat cottage of three rooms, in Clarksburg, to which he took his 
Parkersburer bride : and herein were bom four children — Elizabeth. 
Warren, Thomas Jonathan, and Laura. The father, Jonathan, 
had inherited from his father, Edward, a comfortable patrimony 
and had a promising future, but being of a generous nature, he be- 
came deeply involved by personal security for others, and when 
cut down in the meridian of life, every vestage of his property was 
swept away. He died of a malignant fever, contracted while nurs- 
ing his eldest child, Elizabeth, who sank into the grave but two 
weeks before her father. 

Thomas Jonathan, the subject of this sketch, the third child 
of Jonathan and Julia (Neale) Jackson, who bore the name of his 
father and maternal grandfather, was bom at Clarksburg, West 
Virginia, January 21, 1824; and was in his third year at the time 
of his father's death, when his mother was left a widow with three 
helpless children, without a home or the means of support. But 
• she was. not without assistance, for the Masonic Fraternity, of 
which the father had been a faithful member, gave her a small house 
and in this humble abode, with her fatherless children, she spent 
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the greater part of the few years of her widowhood. Here she 
taught a little school, and also added to her support by sewing. In 
1830, she was married a second time, Captain Blake B. Woodson, of 
Cumberland county, Virginia, becoming her husband; he was a 
lawyer of good education, and social and popular manners, but 
much her senior, and a widower without fortune. Soon after the 
marriage Captain Woodson removed to the new county of Fayette, 
where he, in 1831, was appointed the first clerk of the county. 
Here, but a year after the removal, the wife sickened, died, and was 
buried, in a lonely spot, amid towering mountains, at what is now 
the town of Ansted in Fayette county. Her grave was long 
neglected, but has been recently marked by a stone erected by Cap- 
tain Thomas D. Eanson, of Staunton, a veteran of the famous 
''Stonewall Brigade." Before the removal to Payette, the orphan 
children were separated ; the mother took the youngest one — ^Laura 
— ^to live with her; Warren was sent to live with his aunt, a Mrs. 
Brake; and Thomas Jonathan, our subject, found a home with his 
bachelor half -uncle, Cummins Jackson, a farmer and mill-owner on 
the West Fork Eiver, about six miles below the town of Weston in 
Lewis county ; and distant eighteen miles from Clarksburg. Here 
he remained until he was eighteen years of age, in the meantime, 
performing the usual labor about the mill and on the farm, and 
in winter time attending the schools of the neighborhood. At the 
age of sixteen he served as a constable in Lewis county. He was 
ambitious, with an insatiable thirst for knowledge. Early in 1842, 
a young man from the Congressional District in which young Jack- 
son lived, had received an appointment as Cadet to the Military 
Academy at West Point, but had found upon entering that the 
discipline and hard study were too severe to suit his self-indulgent 
tastes, and resigned and returned home. Soon this was spoken of 
in the neighborhood; and while Cummins Jackson was having his 
horse shod at a shop nearby, the blacksmith looked up and said: 
•'Now, here is a chance for Tom Jackson, as he is anxious to get 
an education.'' His uncle caught the suggestion and, on going 
home, told the boy of the opportunity to get the Cadetship. This 
fired his heart and he began at once his efforts to secure the ap- 
pointment. Armed with a letter signed by all his neighbors, ad- 
dressed to Hon. Samuel Hayes, then a member of Congress from that 
District, and dressed in a suit of homespun, he made his w^y to 
Washingtim City, where Mr. Hayes introduced him to the Secre- 
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tary of War, Hon. John C. Spencer, who was so much pleased with 
his appearance, that he ordered a warrant for his appointment to 
be immediately made out. Young Jackson entered the Academy 
July 1st, 1842, and at the expiration of four years, was graduated 
with the rank of brevet Second Lieutenant, standing seventeenth 
in his class of fifty-nine members. Among his classmates were 
Generals George B. McClellan, John G. Foster, Jesse L. Eeno, D. N. 
Couch, Truman Semour, M. D., L. Simpson, S. D. Sturgiss, George 
Stoneman, Innis N. Palmer, Alfred Gibbs, Geoi^e H. Gordon, Fred- 
erick Myers, Joseph N. G. Whistler, and Nelson H. Davis, of the 
United States Army ; and Generals John A. Brown, John Adams, 
Dabney H. Maury, D. R. Jones, Cadmus M. Wilcox, Samuel B. 
Miixey, and George B. Pickett, of the Confederate Army. The 
Mexican War was in progress, and Lieutenant Jackson waa at 
once ordered to join the First Regiment of Artillery, then at New 
Orleans. Complying, he entered Mexico with the army of General 
Taylor, under whom he served until transferred to the command of 
General Scott. His military career was one of distinction and rapid 
promotion. He was engaged in the siege of Vera Cruz, and in the 
battles of Cerro Gordo, La Hoya, Oka Lake, Contreras, Cherubusco, 
Molino del Rey, the storming of Chapultepec, and the capture of 
Mexico. In the conquered city, he received the rank of Major. 
Returning home with the army, he served in Fort Columbus, New 
York, in 1848, in Fort Hamilton, New York, in 1849, and was en- 
gaged in the Seminole War in Florida, in 1851. February 29, 
1851, he resigned his commission and returned to Virginia, where he 
was elected Professor of Natural and Experimental Philosophy and 
Instructor of Artillery Tactics in the Virginia Military Institute 
at Lexington, which position he filled until the beginning of the 
Civil War. Immediately upon the secession of Virginia, Governor 
Letcher issued to Jackson a colonel's commission, and he took conN 
mand of a small body of troops in the vicinity of Harper's Ferry. 
We can here make but a brief recapitulation, of his subsequent 
career. Promoted to the rank of Brigadier General, June 17, 1861, 
he, on the 2nd of July, checked for a time the advance of General 
Patterson at Falling Waters. He bore an important part in the 
battle of Bull Run, where in the language of General Barnard E. 
Bee, of South Carolina, ''he stood like a stone wall." October 7, 
he was commissioned a Major-General, and in January, 1862, 
marched into western Virginia, striking Bath and Romney. March 
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23, he engaged General Shields at Kemstown, and early in May, 
forced Banks to abandon Front Royal. Hastening his command 
to Richmond, he threw it against McClellan's rear and saved the 
fortunes of the Confederate arms at Gaines' Mills. His achieve- 
ments of the next few days won for him the distinction of 
being one of the great commanders. He was engaged in 
the invasion of Maryland, and September 15, captured Har- 
per's Ferry with more than 11,000 prisoners, then joined Lee in 
time to do the severest fighting at Antietam. October 11, 1862, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Gteneral, and wi^essed the 
battle of Fredericksburg in December. May the 2nd, 1863, he suc- 
ceeded in turning Hooker's flank at Chancellorsville, but in the 
darkness of the evening, as he was returning with his staff to his 
own lines, he was fired upon by mistake by his own men and re- 
ceived a wound from the effects of which he died May 10, 1863. 

THE EEECTION OF THE STATUE ON THE CAPITOL 

GROUNDS. 

To Charleston Chapter No. 151 United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, of Charleston, West Virginia, organized in 1894, is due the 
presence of that splendid work of art — ^the Statue of Stonewall 
Jackson — ^whi<jh stands on the Capital Grounds of the State at 
Charleston. The object of the organization of this Chapter was 
to work in connection with kindred organizations for the founding 
and support of a Home for Aged and Disabled Confederate Soldiers 
in West Virginia. This scheme was, however, abandoned at a meet- 
ing of the United Confederate Veterans held in the Senate Chamber 
in the State House in May, 1897. It was, therefore, detennined 
by the Daughterp to erect in Charleston, the Capitol of the State, 
a monument to the memory of the Confederate Soldiers of 
1361-1865. At this time they had in their treasury a fund some- 
what in excess of one thousand dollars, which they could use for this 
purpose, and this was largely augmented by receipts from festi- 
vals, fairs, private theatricals, tournaments, and by private dona- 
lions, in all of which they were most generously patronized by the 
people. A location for the monument was desired within the 
Capitol Grounds, and this must, of course, be obtained from the 
Legislature. Accordingly, Hon. John J. Comwell, a member of the 
Senate from Hampshire county, submitted in that body, February 
13, 1905, the following:— 
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JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 18. 

(Adopted February 23, 19a5.) 

Granting permission to the Daughters of the Confederacy to erect a 
monument in the capitol grounds. 

^WHEREAS, At a regular meeting of the Charleston Chapter No. 151, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, held on the 7th day of February, 
1905, the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the legislature of the State of West Virginia is 
hereby respectfully requested to gire to this Chapter and its associates 
permission to erect in the capitol grounds, in the city of CtLarleston, a 
monumeoit to the Confederate soldiers of the period 1861-1865; the whole 
expense of the work to be borne by the Chapter and its associates, the 
state to be at no expense whatever. 

And that a oopy of this resolution attested by the presideiLt and secre- 
ts j-y be presentee? to the legislature.

Therefore be it 

Resolved by the legislature of West Virginia: 

That Charleston Chapter No. 151 United Daughters of the Confederacy 
and its associates be and it is hereby given permission to erect in the 
capitol grounds in the city of Charleston a monument to the memory of 
the Confederate soldiers of the period of 1861-1865; the whole expense of 
the erection, repairs and maintenance thereafter to be borne by the Chapter 
and its associates, the State to be at no expense whatever; the site for 
said monument in the capitol grounds to be designated by the State 
Board of Public Works. The design of any such monument erected, 
together with any inscription or inscriptions thereon, shall be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Public Works. 

On the same day, Hon. John A. Preston, a member of the House 
of Delegates from Greenbrier county, introduced the same resolu- 
tion in that body. In the Senate, the rule requiring a resolution 
to lie over one day, was suspended and this resolution at once con- 
sidered and adopted imanimously. In the House, it was referred to 
a special Committee, by which it was slightly amended and then 
adopted unanimously ; the Senate speedily concurred, and the reso- 
lution was approved, as stated above, February 23, 1905. 

The Daughters having decided to erect a bronze statue of Stone- 
wall Jackson, requested Sir Moses Ezekiel, an eminent sculptor ancl 
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artist of Borne, Italy, to design and execute such monument in 
8U«h manner as he might deem appropriate for the object for 
which it wais to be erected. Accordingly a contract signed on 
behalf of Chapter 351, Daughters of the Confederacy, by Mrs. 
Samuel S. Green, its President ; and Mrs. Charles P. Snyder, its 
Secretary, was made and entered into, September — , 1908, with the 
said artist, to complete the monument as contemplated. On April 
11, 1910, the Board of. Public Works of the State, marked the loca- 
tion on the Capitol Grounds on which the monument was to be 
erected j and on the same day approved the inscription to be placed 
thereon, which had been submitted by the Chapter. On the 31st 
day of May, 1910, ground was broken for the monument, the Chap- 
ter as a body being present, the shovels of earth being removed 
by its President, Mrs. Samuel S. Green. Then an address was 
delivered by Brigadier-General Samuel S. Green, commanding the 
Second Brigade United Confederate Veterans. He was followed 
by Hon. William E. Glasscock, who delivered an eloquent oration. 
The marble for the structure was shipped from the quarries at 
Genoa, Italy, June 30, 1910, to New York City, where on July 20th, 
ensuing, it was received by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, for* 
shipment to Charleston, where it arrived nine days later. The 
bronze statue wa? shipped from Rome to Baltimore and conveyed 
by the Baltimore and Ohio and the Kanawha and Michigan Rail- 
roads to Charleston, where it arrived August 31/ and early in 
September, was put in place on the pedestal, previously erected. 

The base of the Monument is eight and one-half feet square, 
consisting of one foot of Richmond Granite, resting on a concrete 
foundation. On the Granite rests Italian marble twelve feet, five 
inches in height, and this crowned or surmounted by a bronze 
statue of Thomas Jonathan (Stonewall) Jackson, of heroic size, in 
full Confederate uniform. The sculptor. Sir Moses Ezekiel, is a 
native of Richmond, Virginia. He was educated at the Military 
Institue at Lexington, Virginia, and was a Corporal of the Guard of 
Honor over the body of Jackson when it was taken to Lexington for 
interment. He was educated for the profession of medicine, but 
abandoned it for sculpture and art. He went to Italy in 1888, 
where he became so eminent that he was knighted by the King of 
Italy. He, however, retains his citizenship in Virginia. 
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The Unvmlinq op the Statue, September 27, 1910. 

The Unveiling exercises took place in the presence of a vast 
con(;onTse of people on the 27th of September, 1910. The day was 
an ideal one and it is estimated that five thousand strangers were in 
Charleston, and these with the population of the city crowded the 
Capitol Square and adjacent streets. A procession paraded the 
principal streets, at the head of which marched the Stonewall Bri- 
gade Band of Staunton, Virginia; it was followed by a Company 
of Cadets, seventy-five in number, from the Virginia Military In- 
stitute in command of General E. W. Nichols, Superintendent of 
that Institution. Then came a Battalion of the Second Regiment 
of the West Virginia National Guard in command of Captain 
Charles A. Wood: and consisting of Company "C,'' Lieutenant 
John Rolfe Cork: Company *'K''; Captain Reuel E. Sherwood; and 
Company '*M,'' Lieutenant Leonard Guy Levy. After the Military 
came a long line of civic bodies and citizens. The Military surround- 
ed the monument. A speaker's platform had been erected near the 
monument. Brigadier-General Samuel S. Green presided. The 
mvocation was by the Right Reverend Geoi^e W. Peterkin, Protes- 
tant-Episcopal Bishop of the Diocese of West Vi]^nia, and Chap- 
lain of the Army of Northern Virginia, Department of U. C. V. 
General Green delivered an eloquent address when making the 
presentation speech; that of acceptance being delivered by Hon. 
John A. Preston, Adjutant of Creigh Camp of U. C. V. Lewisburg, 
West Virginia. Then Mrs. Samuel S. Green, as President of the 
Chapter, cut the cord, thereby unveiling the Statue; at the same 
moment tie Virginia Cadets fired a salute. Other orators were 
Hon. Robert White, Major-General West Vii^inia Division, 
II. C. V. ; and Lieutenant-General Bennett H. Young, of Louisville, 
Kentucky, commanding Department of the Army of Tennessee, 
IT. C. V. The vocal music was under the direction of Mrs. J. Griff 
Edwards of Portsmouth, Vii^nia, the President-Commander of 
Confederate Choirs. Hon. R. A. James. President of the Board of 
Visitors of the Virginia Military Institute, was present representing 
Governor Mann of that State ; While Governor Glasscock of West 
Virginia, was represented by Adjutant General Charles E. Elliott.

Why They Called Him ''Stonewall/' 

At the first Battle of Mannasses, July 21, 1861, the first great 
battle of the Civil War, General Jackson's Brigade of Virginia 
Volunteers — ^twelve companies being from West Virginia — saved the 
day to the Confederate arms. The Confederates were falling back, 
General Barnard Bee's South Carolina Brigade was retreating. 
Jackson's Virginians were standing under fire. Bee in an effort 
to rally his own men called out : *' See ! There stands Jackson like a 
stone-wall. " Henceforth his brigade was known as the ' * Stonewall 
Brigade." 

"Jackson stands there, like a stone wall," he said, 
As he pointed his sword across the hattle-fleld 
Thus the name — none prouder on spotless shield 
Than 'Stonewall,' the sobriquet to valor paid."
